however, appears, that government ſometimes clothed the troops, 
of which Rymer affords us an inſtance in the year 1337, 11th of 
King Ed. III. where that king having ordered a thouſand men to 
be raiſed and trained with lances, five hundred in North Wales 
and five hundred in South Wales, he alſo directed the chamberlains 
of North and South Wales to purchaſe a ſufficient quantity of 
cloth for making one ſuit for each man, conſiſting of a tunic and 
mantle, the coſt of which ſhould be allowed in their accounts at the 


treaſury. 
AFTER the wigtice of forniffing ſoldiers by indenture took 


place, it ſeems, that the captains uſed to ſtop part of the ſoldiers 
pay, to purchaſe neceſſaries for them, and alſo for other purpoſes ; 
this being complained of, an act of parliament was paſſed in the 
18th of Henry VI. (chap 18.) wherein captains were forbidden to 
ſtop any part of a ſoldier's pay, except for his clothing; © that is to 
ſay, if he was waged for half a year, ten ſhillings a gown for a gen- 
tleman, and ſix ſhillings and eight pence for a yeoman, upon pain 
of twenty pounds for every ſpear, and ten pounds for a bow, to the 
king ;” a ſpear was the weapon carried by a gentleman, a bow by a 
yeoman ; whence the ſoldiers of thoſe times, as at preſent, were 
denominated from the weapons with which they were armed. By 
the ad and zd of Edward VI. this ſtoppage is altered to 6s. 8d. per 
ann. for the livery coat of a yeoman, and 13s. 4d. for that of 
a gentleman, for a whole year; and that act being repealed in the 
iſt of Philip and Mary, was in the 4th and 5th of the ſaid reign 
again revived and made effectual. EY 

In the conditions of an indenture made between King Edward 
IV. and Sir Edward Tunſtall, knt. for the ſervice of ten ſpears 
and one hundred archers in Normandy or other parts of France, 
it is ſtipulated, that thoſe ſoldiers ſhall be ſufficiently abited.” (a) 
This condition occurs in other indentures, and probably meant

no more, than that they ſhould have a ſuffi:ient appointment of 
neceſſaries, ſuch as ſhirts, ſhoes and ſtockings. 

BeFoRE this time ſoldiers were diſtinguiſhed by badges, of their 
leaders arms, ſimilar to thoſe now worn by watermen. 

Ar the battle of St. Albans the army of the Queen of Henry VI. 
and the Earl of Warwick, as well as that of the duke of York, 
were diſtinguiſhed by badges; a miſtake concerning them gave the 
victory to the latter. Beſides theſe badges, the ſoldiers of thoſe 
times frequently wore diſtinguiſhing ſcarves. A. D. 1512, 4th of 
Henry VIII. that king having iſſued his commiſſion to the earl of 
Shrewſbury, to raiſe an army to oppoſe an invaſion, threatened by 
the French, gives him the following direction: “ And ye then to 
delyver, for us, and in our name, to every of our ſubjects ſo re- 
tayned in your company, ſuche badges, tokyns, or lyveres to were, 
as by you ſhall be thought moſt convenient for the ſame, which 
we will they ſhall were for the ſame purpoſe.” (b) 

A cuR1ous manuſcript in the college of arms (c) contains the 
orders of the duke of Norfolk to the conductor of the waward of 
an army, raiſed the 36th of Henry VIII. reſpecting the clothing, 
which according to our preſent ideas, ſeems more calculated for 
jack puddings or merry Andrews than ſoldiers : it 1s here literally 
tranſcribed: © Furſt, every man ſowdyer to have a cote of blew clothe, 
after ſuche faſhion as all fotemens cotes be made here at London, 
to ſerve his majeſtie in this jorney, and that the ſame. be garded 
with redde clothe, after ſuch ſorte as others be made here. And 
the beſt ſene (d) to be trymmed after ſuch fort as hall pleaſe the 
captayne to deviſe. 

_ PRrovipeD alwayes, that noe gentleman nor other were any 
manner of ſilk uppon the garde of his coate, ſave oonely uppon his

| lefte ſleeve, and that noe yoman were any manner of filke upon his 


ſaide cote; nor noe pn, nor yeoman, to were any manner 


of badge. 

ITEM, every man to ofovide 4 payer of hoſe for every of his 
men, the right hoſe to be all red, and the lefte to-be blew, with 
oone ſtripe of three fingers brode of red upon the outſide of his 
legg from the ſtocke downward. 

ITEM, that every man have an arming doublette of ffuſtian or 


chanvas. 


ITEM, every man to have a cap to be made to put his ſculle or 


ſallete in, after ſuch faſhion as I have deviſed, wh. William Taylor, 
capper, within Ludgate, doth make for me, where you may have as 
many of them as ye lyſt for eight pence the pece.” 

Tu badge here ſeems ſet aſide. A proclamation in the fame 
book, ſigned J. Hertford, explains the diſtinction adopted in its 
place. My lord heutenant doth farther ſtraytley charge and 
command, that no man of this armye, nor any other reſortinge to 
the ſame, be he ſoldier, victualler, or other, do preſum after this 
proclamation to come within the circuit or preſynckt of this campe, 
oneles he have a red croſſe ſew'd upon his uppermoſt garment, 
upon payne of 15 dayes impriſonment, and to be farther ordered at 
my lorde licutenante's pleafure.” * 

Tris was farther enforced by the 48th article of the ſtatutes 
and ordonances of war, in force 35 Henry VIII. (e) which runs thus: 
* Alſo that every man goinge in hoſtinge or batayle, of what 
eſtate, condition or nation he be, of the king's partie and hoſt, ex- 
cept he be a biſhop or officer of armes, bear a croſs of Saynt 
George, ſufficient and large, upon the payne that if he be wounded

Tux colour of the ſoldiers coats, notwithſtanding the particular 
before quoted exception, ſeems generally to have been white, as we 
learn from the following letter, written by Thomas Lord Wharton 
to Francis Earl of Shrewſbury, in the Shrewſbury letters, marked 
vol. D. fol. 109, in the College of Arms. 

My very good Lord, yt may plefe yor L: yt yt is the Quene's 
Maj pleaſure to ſend me into the North, and there for a tyme 
to ſerve hyr Highneſs, as it hath been before thys fygnifyed unto 
yr Ip. And now beyng allmoſt dyſpatchyd ſo as I entend, God 
wyllyng, to be with yr Ip. at Yorke, the third of Auguſt, I have 


thought good, beſyde my lords letters at thys tyme to yr Ip. to 


be ſo bold as to deſyer the ſame that this horſing to be com- 
mitted to my charge, may be fo choſin, as both her Ma? may 
have the fame as ye lookyd for of them, and alſo I honeſtlye in 
ſervyng with them; and as I nothing doubt y* 1. good conſider- 
ation hereof, ſo do I thynke myſelf aſſured of your honorable fa 
your and aſſyſtance in thys, and all other my ſervices, like as I have 


allways found yr Ip. my very good lord, who I thall be rede to 


honor and eſteeme to the beſt of my poore. T pray you to have 
their cots to be rede mayde agaynſte my comyng, and I ſhall brynge 
money for the diſcharging thereof. Ther cots muſt be after the old 
maner, white cots and red croſſes, for ſo my lordes here thynke moſt: 
fytt, they muſt alſo be rede to ſet forwarde to the borders at the pre- 
ſent, whyche I doubt not alſo but yr Ip. will conſydre; and thus 
beyng bold to troble yr Ip. with thys my reude hard, I grete haſt 


wrytyng,, 
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wrytyng, I ſhall praye to Almyghty God to ſend your Ip. moſt 
long and honorable lyfe. From the cort this xx of Auguſt, 15 57. 
The hundreth footemen muſt be rede at the ſame daye at Yorke 


alſo, to ſet forwards with theyr cots accordynglye ; (f) yr Ip. hum- 
ble at commandement,

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, anno 1584, the colour of the 
uniform was changed again; for ſhe having cauſed an hundred 
men to be raiſed in Lancaſhire for the Iriſh ſervice, a letter from 
the lords of the council to the ſheriff and juſtices of that county 
directs, ©* that beſides the arms here ſpecified, the ſoldiers ſhould 
be furniſhed with ſwords and daggers, likewiſe convenient doublets 
and hoſe, and alſo a caſſocke of ſome motley or other ſadd grene 
coller, or ruſſet. Alſo every ſouldier to have five ſhillings to pro- 
vide a mantle in Ireland, beſyds his livery coat, when he ſhall be 
there aryved. (g) 

THr1s was the regulation for the clothing of the infantry : but 
we learn from the ſame authority, that the uniform cloaks worn by 
the cavalry were red; (h) their faſhion 1s deſcribed in a detail of 
the appointments of the lanciers or horſemen, directed by Queen 
Elizabeth to be furniſhed by William Chalderton, biſhop of Cheſ-

(ft) Coar and conduct money is a very ancient allowance, and continued till the revo- 
lution : the former ſeems intended to purchaſe a kind of cheap coat given to the recruits ;

ter, and his clergy, in part of a thouſand launces, to be ſent to the 
aſſiſtance of the Low Countries, And for their apparell (ſays 
the order) yt ſhal be convenient that yow ſee them furniſhed of 
redd clokes, lined, without ſleves, and of length to the knee, dub- 
letts, hoſe, hatts, boots, and all other neceſſarie n for * 
bodies.“ 

A very particular account of the clothing of the army em- 
ployed in Ireland, anno 1599, is given by Sir John Harrington, 
wherein the different articles are ſpecified, and the prices ſtop'd for 
them weekly from the ſubaltern officers and private ſoldiers. (h) 

« BVT I muſt not forget (ſays he) nor ceaſe to tell her Majeſtie's 
good, wiſe, and gracious providings for us her captains and our 
ſoldiers, in ſummer heats and winter colds, in hunger and thirſt, 
for our backs and our bellies. That is to ſay, every captain of a 
hundred footmen doth receive weekly, upon every Saturday, his full 
entertainment of twenty-eight ſhillings, in like caſe every lieute- 
nant fourteen ſhillings, and every enſign ſeven ſhillings, our ſer- 
jant, ſurgeon, drum and fife, five ſhillings pay by way of impreſt, 
and every common ſoldier three ſhillings, to be delivered to all 
by the pole weekly. To the four laſt lower officers two ſhillings 
weekly, and for every common ſoldier twenty-pence weekly, is to 
be anſwered to the full value thereof, in good apparel of different 
kinds, part for winter and part for ſummer, which 1s ordered of good 
quality and ſtuff for the prices, patterns whereof muſt be ſent to 
the lord deputy, to be compared and prepared as followeth.

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And whereas it has been found, that abuſes in the clothing have 
been chiefly committed by regiments in the ſervice abroad; his 
majeſty therefore requires, that the governor or commanding officer 
of the garriſon of each place, as well as the commanding officer of 
each regiment, ſhall ſee the clothing and accoutrements that ſhall 
be ſent abroad to ſuch regiments, delivered out to the ſoldiers in 
the ſeveral ſpecies according to theſe regulations : and that the 
ſaid governor and commanding officer ſhall certify the delivery of 
every ſach clothing and accoutrements, with the ſtate and condition 
the ſame is in, to the board of general officers, to be entered by the 
judge advocate general, in the books of his office; to he tranſmitted 
by him to the clothing- board for the enſuing year: which general 
officers are not to paſs any contract for the ſaid regiments, if it 
does appear to them by the ſaid certificate, that the clothing 
and accoutrements have not been delivered -according to the before 
mentioned regulations: which will prevent the like abuſes for the 
future. | 
As to the clothing of the regiments in Great Britain and Ireland, 
which are under the inſpection of ſuch general officers as his ma- 
jeſty ſhall think fit to appoint for their review; his majeſty requires, 
that the ſaid general officers do particularly inſpect the clothing 
and accoutrements of the ſaid regiments, and ſee that they are 
clothed and accoutred according to the foregoing regulation: and 
if any deficiency be found either in quantity or quality of the ſaid 
clothing, they are to report the ſame to his majeſty, in order to re- 
ceive further orders therein. 
THE next thing proper to be inſerted is, the warrant for regu- 
lating the clothing of his majeſty's horſe and dragoon forces, dated 
the 26th of March, 1736 : which recites, that the general officers of 
the army to whom his majeſty was pleaſed to refer the fixing a pe- 
riodical time for providing ſeveral ſpecies of clothing and accoutre- 
ments for the horſe and dragoon forces, had, in obedience to his 


majeſty's commands, 1 met, and taken the ſame under their cant. 
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tion : and in their report to his majeſty, bearing date the 11th day 
of March preceding, had given their opinion that the clothing for 
the horſe and dragoons, and the times for providing for them, 
ſhould be as hereunder mentioned: and his majeſty having ap- 
proved thereof, was pleaſed thereby to authoriſe and direct, that the 
ſame ſhould be duly obſerved and put in execution, viz.

Vouk committee in order to obtain the fulleſt information * 
ſible with regard to the clothing of the army, examined the agents, 
elothiers, and other perſons who have been concerned in paying 
for, making or delivering clothes for the ſeveral regiments. And 
firſt Mr. Maynard Guerin, agent to the duke of Montagu's regi- 
ment of horſe, - being examined, ſaid, that, in this regiment, tbe 
whole off-reckonings are aſſigned to the clothier for his ſecurity, 
who pays the other tradeſmen ; that the colonel cannot draw for the 
| r. but can only aſſign the off-reckonings, and that he muſt 

| align

aſſign the whole: that the foot are clothed annually : the horſe 
and dragoons every two years, and the horſe and grenadier guards 
every three years: and that the. off-reckonings for the clothing of 
theſe laſt troops, which is to be delivered this ſummer, will not be 
paid till the year 1750. 4555 

BzinG required to explain to the committee what i is meant by 
the off. reckonings, he ſaid, that the groſs off-reckonings conſiſt of 
all he pay of the non-commuſſion officers and private men, above 
the ſubſiſtence; and that the net off-reckonings are the produce of 
the groſs off-reckonings reſerved for the clothing of the men, after 
the warrant deductions of 1s. in the pound and one day's pay of 
the whole regiment, for Chelſea hoſpital, and alſo the deduction of 
2d. in the pound for the agent, are made at the pay office: that 
the ballance of the pay of the officers, over and above their ſubſiſt= * 
ence, after the warrant deductions are made, and the reſpited pay, 
if there is any, is charged to the officer, is called clearings : which 
are paid by the paymaſter to the agent, who pays them to the offi- 
cers, and there finds his two-pences. | 

BEING aſked the reaſon, why the off-reckonings of the horſe and 
grenadier guards, would be no ſocner paid than the year 1750; he 
ſaid, that the fund which the colonel has to aſſign for the clothing 
to be delivered this year, and which was contracted for in Novem- 
ber laſt by the king's orders, commences to grow due only from the 
25th of June, 1746, for the whole army ; and the off-reckonings of 
three years being required to diſcharge the clothing of a troop of 
horſe or grenadier guards, they will not be due till June, 1749: 
and if they were paid as punctually now as they were in time of 
peace, they will not in courſe of payment, be all paid till March or 
April, 1750; the off- reckonings for the laſt clothing not being 
cleared farther than to the 24th day of June laſt, and the firſt half- 
yearly payment upon the current aſſignment, not being to be made | 
till ſome time in July, 1747. „ 5 | g 
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Tuts evidence, fo far as it relates to the time when the off-reck- 
onings upon the current aſſignment will be paid, was confirmed by 
ſeveral members of the houſe preſent; one of whom added, that the 
colonel either pays the clothier ready money, or allows him intereſt 
for forbearance. 

ANOTHER. member of the houſe informed the committee, that 
the foot have annually a new full clothing, except waiſtcoats, which 
are made of the old coats of the preceding year. 

MR. GukRIN being further examined, ſaid. That the colonel can- 
not make a valid aſſignment of the off-reckonings, till the clothier 
has exhibited to a board of general officers, appointed by his ma- 
jeſty for that purpoſe, the patterns of each ſpecies of clothing he is 
to provide; which patterns are left with the ſecretary to the cloth- 
ing- board, at the office of the comptroller of the army, and com- 
pared with ſealed patterns already approved by the king ;, and if 
found conformable thereto, are ſealed by the general officers, who 


compoſe that board, in teſtimony of their approbation ; and when 


the clothier has completed his clothing ready to be delivered, a 
general officer is appointed to view the ſaid clothing, who certifies in 
writing, that he has found it conformable to his majeſty's inſtruc- 
tions in quantity and quality; which certificate, together with the 
colonel's aſſignment of the off. reckonings is produced by the clothier 
to the board of general officers who paſs the aſſignment ; but that the 


contract between the colonel and clothier is not laid before any 


officer whatſoever ; nor is any accompt brought afterw ards of the 
expence of that clothing. 

BzixG aſked, whether the clothier has the whole off-reckonings, 
if the regiment be not complete ; he ſaid, that the clothier provides 
a clothing for a complete regiment as upon the eſtabliſhment, or at 


| leaſt as it is expected: and he added, that there are ſeveral other 


articles of expence defrayed out of the clothing fund, as the charge 
of package, of carriage by land or water, of inſurance when ſent 
abroad, of intereſt more or leſs as the off-reckonings are paid, of 

fees 
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fees of offices, of clothing loſt by deſertion, of ſmall accoutrements, 
colours, drums, and other contingent charges. 

BEING examined in relation to the clothing of the third troop 
of horſe guards, and of Sir Robert Rich's and Sir John Cope's 
regiments of dragoons, to which the witneſs is agent; he ſaid, that 
only the off-reckonings of the warrant men are carried to the aſſign- 
ment: that the off-reckonings of each of the ſaid two regiments 
amount to 406 51. 8s. 2d. but that he (the witneſs) has no concern in 
the clothing. | 

As to the regiments of foot, which the witneſs is concerned for, 
he only ſaid, that the ſubſiſtence of the men allowed for clothing 
loſt by deſerters, 1s paid to the reſpective colonels, and that the off- 
reckonings only are included in the aſſignment. 

Ms. Henry TAYLoR, agent to Sir John Legonier's regiment 
of horſe, being examined in relation to the clothing of the ſaid 
regiment, ſaid, that the aſſignments of the off-reckonings for cloth- 
ing are always made in his name; and that he receives the money 
at the Pay- office, after the uſual deductions are made, and accompts 
for it to the colonel; but that he does not keep the clothiers ac- 
compt, or pay the tradeſmens bills, as part of his office; though he 

has ſometimes paid money upon accompt, by the colonel's order; 
and has once or twice, bought hats, and other neceſſaries, for the 
whole regiment. | 

AND he preſented to the committee a paper entituled * CLOTRH“E“ 
IN Sir John Legonier's regiment ;” containing an account of the 
amount of the off-reckonings for the time therein mentioned, and 

alſo an eſtimate of the expence of the clothing ; which paper is as 
followeth, viz.

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AND the witneſs being examined in relation to the ſaid accompt; 
ſaid, that the computation is made up at an average, as in time of 
actual ſervice, for two years paſt, when more clothes are required 
than in time of peace : that ſome of the articles mentioned in the 
ſaid accompt, were paid for by him; and that he computed the 
expence of the reſt from the clothier's charges: that he (the wit- 
neſs) believes, the real expence has exceeded the computation above 
100l. ſince the war, this regiment being always complete, and hav- 
1ng, both at preſent, and the laſt year, five men more than the 
compliment expected: that the off-reckoning of the whole number 
of men upon the eſtabliſhment, and of the warrant men, allowed 
the colonel, are included in the aſſignment; but that clothing is 
provided only for the effectives, who are 319: that the colonel pays 
ready money for the goods furniſhed by the ſeveral tradeſmen, and 
has ſometimes taken money from intereſt for that purpoſe ; but 
that he has not charged any intereſt in his accompt z nor does the

government allow any. 
Tur only the trumpeters coats, which are furniſhed every two 


years, are charged in the accompt ; becauſe no eſtimate could be 
made of the extraordinaries, the wear and tear of a trumpeter being 
leſs than that of a private man ; and that one third of the extraor- 
dinaries, which, it is computed, the men ſhould have completely 
new every fix years, 1s calculated, at an average, to be wanting 

every two years. | — 
CAPT. ALEXANDER WILSON, 8 to the firſt troop of horſe 
grenadier guards, being examined as to the amount of the off- 
reckonings, and the charge of the clothing of this troop, ſaid : that 
the aſſignment of the' off-reckonings from June, 1740, to June, 
1743, was for 28231. 5s. gd. ; and the payments for clothing 
amounted to 19461. 28. 13d. and that he (the witneſs) paid the ba- 
lance to the colonel i in money: that in this ſum of 19461. 2s. 13d. 
the legal intereſt was computed, according to the refpe&tive times 
of payment of the off-reckonings, which payments were then cer- 
tain ; 
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tain; and that ſeveral other neceſſaries, the charge of which the 
witneſs did not know, were provided by General Dormer, who 
then commanded the troop, out of this balance; but that, he 
believed, the whole charge of the clothing, with all the neceſſary 
repairs included, would be within the ſum of 22541. 5s. gd. That 
in the ſecond troop of grenadier guards, to which the witneſs was 
formerly agent, the aſſignment preceding that laſt mentioned, was 
for the ſaid ſum of 28231. 5s. g9d.; and the payments for clothing 
and intereſt amounted to 18721. os. 2d. and that the witneſs paid 
the balance to the colonel : that ſeveral other things were pro- 
vided, which were not included in that accompt; but that he be- 
lieved, the whole would come within the ſum of 22541. 5s. gd, 
before mentioned. 

BRING aſked the reaſon of the differences in the price of the 
clothing of the two troops, ſaid, he ſuppoſed, that either the cloth- 
ing of the firſt troop was better than that of the other, or elſe, 
that the accoutrements of the ſecond troop were in a better con- 
dition than thoſe of the firſt. 

BeinG further examined in relation to the off-reckonings, and 
the method of clothing the army in general, he gave the com- 
mittee a like account. of the precautions taken in regard to the 
clothing, and the commencement. and determination of the off- 
reckonings for that purpoſe, as had been before given by Mr. 
Guerin ; and farther ſaid, that the clothing of the horſe and gre- 
nadier guards is exempted from the inſpection of the clothing- 
board; but that, in all other reſpects, the ſaid troops are under 
the ſame regulations as the reſt of the army : that if a colonel gets 
a troop in the year the clothing is to be delivered, he makes one 
aſſignment of the off-reckonings for three years to come, which 
aſſignment ſtands good ; though the colonel ſhould die or be re- 
moved, in the interval; and that if any repairs are wanting in a 
troop, when a colonel receives the command of it, he (the witneſs) 


apprehends they are to be made good out of the current aſſign- 
Wane; 
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ment: that although he had never known any proceedings to oblige 
a former colonel to make theſe deficiencies good, yet it is cuſ- 
tomary, in the dragoons and foot, for the former colonel to defray 
the expence of what is wanted; and, if he ſhould refuſe, the wit- 
neſs apprehends, from the nature of the ſervice, that the ſucceeding 
colonel may put a cAvear into the Pay-office, to ſtop the pay- 


ment due upon the current aſſignment, untill thoſe deficiencies are 


ſupplied : and that, if the money ſhould be ſtopped at the Pay- 
office, the aſſignee muſt have recourſe to the colonel, who is the 
original aſſignor; but that he (the witneſs) never knew any diſpute 
of this kind happen, which was not amicably adjuſted : that during 
the currency of the aſſignment made by the late earl of Effingham, 
in the ſecond troop of grenadier guards, and in the fourth troop of 
horſe guards, ſeveral particulars of clothing and accoutrements were 
wanted, which, by the conſent of the preſent earl of Effingham, 
were made good, and charged to him; and that, about November 
laſt, the witneſs had an account delivered to him, of repairs want- 
ing in the firſt troop of grenadier guards, to the amount, as he 
eſtimated, of about 100l. which account he gave to the former 
agent, to be communicated to Lord Cobham, the preceding colo- 
nel : that this affair is at preſent undetermined, but, as the witneſs 
believes, will be very ſoon accomodated. 111 3s] 
Be1nG examined in relation to the clothing of the regiments of 
dragoons, which he is concerned for, commanded by-Lieutenant 


General Hawley, Lord Rothes, Lord Mark Kerr, Major General 


Hamilton, and Major General St. George, he ſaid, that the com- 
plete new clothing and accoutrements of a ſerjeant of dragoons coſt 
gol. 3s. 6d. of a corporal, 161. 2s. 6d. of a drummer, 181. 198. 7d. 
and of a private dragoon, 151. 6s. 64. That when a regiment is 
new raiſed, the net off-reckonings generally fall ſhort of the ſums, 
for the clothing of a ſerjeant, 171. gs. 111d. of a corporal, 2l. 6s. Sd. 

of a drummer, 51. 38. 9d. and of a private dragoon, 61. gs. ogd. and 


that therefore the government allows a ſum of money, to make up 


the 
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the extra clothing; but that when a regiment is raiſed, and com- 
pletely clothed and accoutred, ſeveral ſpecies of that clothing will 
laſt two or three clothings ; whereby a ſaving ariſes, which in time 
of peace, amounts to a conſiderable ſum, but in time of war is 
much leſs. 

Tua the off-reckonings of General Hawley's regiment, from 
June, 1743, to June, 1745, amounted to 40651. 158. and the pay- 
ments for clothing to 3006l. 15s. including intereſt at 5 per cent. 
and loſs by diſcount upon tallies, in which the off-reckonings from 
June, 1744, to June, 1745, are to be paid: that General Hawley, 
when abroad with the regiment, provided ſeveral neceſſaries, of the 
amount of which, he (the witneſs) had no return; but that he 
accompts for the ſurplus, as he receives it, to General Hawley. 

Trar the current aſſignment, commencing the 25th of June, 
1745, is for 49061. 15s. and the charge of clothing already paid for 
and beſpoke, including intereſt, and loſs by tallies, amounts to 
52861. 178. 11d. which exceeds the net off-reckonings, 380l. 2s. 11d. 
that he is ordered by the paymaſter, to take the off-reckonings in 
tallies, except what is under gol. which is to be paid in money, 
and that he computes the loſs upon the preſent aſſignment as if the 
payment of the off-reckonings was to continue in tallies for the 
whole two years. 

THrarT this regiment has a claim of 10321. 128. upon govern- 
ment, for clothing and accoutrements loſt during the campaign in 
17453 at Fontenoy and Bruſſels; towards payment of which, 2851. 
is expected for the accoutrements of 95 horſes loſt, at 31. per horſe, 
which ſum leaves the claim at 7471. 12s. And the witneſs added, 
that, as he has been informed, Lord Stair remembers an inſtance in 
the late war, of an allowance made by the publick, for clothes loſt 
in ſervice. 

Wr reſpect to Lord Mark Kerr's regiment of dragoons, the 
witneſs ſaid, that the current aſſignment, commencing the 25th of 


June, 1745, was for 4059 l. 1s. and the clothing amounted to 38751, 
78. . 
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7s. 1d. including intereſt, and loſs by tallies : that vacancies were 
allowed in this regiment by the king's warrant, for a year and a 
quarter, in order to replace eighty- four horſes draughted for other 
regiments; but that fund diminiſhing, as horſes were bought for new 
raiſed men, the regiment has a claim of zl. per horſe (the ſam 
allowed for accoutrements) from the ſaid regiments ; which is to be 
ſettled amongſt themſelves, and will produce 2521. and conſequent- 
ly make the ballance to Lord Mark Kerr 4361. 7s. 11d. 

THrar the off-reckonings of Major General Hamilton's regiment, 
are the ſame as Lord Mark Kerr's, and for the ſame time; and that 

the clothing already paid for comes to 30231. 3s. 2d. and what is 
to be furniſhed amounts to 19591. 38. 6d. occaſioned by the loſſes 
at Preſton Pans, and Falkirk. That General Hamilton has no fund 
to ſupply theſe deficiencies, except by warrant from the king; 
and that in all the eſtimates, he (the witneſs) has included the half 
mounting, and the whole clothing for two years complete. 

BeinG required to give the committee an account of the off 
reckonings, and the expences of clothing Lord Mark Kerr's. regi- 
ment, ſince he (the witneſs) has been concerned for it, he ſaid, that 
the firſt aſſignment made to him, commenced in April, 1733, for 
two years; and amounted to 28951. 28. 6d. but that at Chriſtmas, 
1733, one corporal and nine private dragoons were added to each 
troop; the off -reckonings of which additionals came to 3721. 58. 7d. 
and that 31. per man was allowed, for theſe additionals, for accou- 
trements, amounting to 180l. that the whole allowance for cloth- 
ing, &c. was 34471. 8s. 1d. and the diſburſements amounted to 
35121, 10s. 7d. fo that there was a deficiency of 651. 2s, 6d. 

THAT the next aſſignment commenced in April, 1735, and 
ended the 24th of June, 1737, and came to 47471. 158. od: two 
months off-reckonings amounting to 2931. Bs. 10d. being allowed by 
the king to make good the former deficiency ; and the diſburſements 
for clothing were 1930l. 13s. 7id. ſo that the balance to the colo- 
nel was 18171. 18. 5d. that in the diſburſement ſtated, he includes

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intereſt for the whole ſum diſburſed, the tradeſmen being paid ready 
money, but not the intereſt of the balance in favour of the colonel ; 
and that he leſſened the intereſt, as he received the money half year! y 
at the pay office. 

Tur the next aſſignment commenced in June, 1737, for two 
years, and amounted to 34541. 6s. 2d. and the diſburſements were 
19531. 118. 4d. including intereſt as before explained; and left a 
balance to the colonel of 1500l. 148. 10d. 

TrarT the next aſſignment commenced in June, 1739, for two 
years; and amounted to 3459l. 2s. 5d. this being leap year: that 
this year by warrant, dated Auguſt 17th, one ſerjeant and ten pri- 
vate men were added to each troop, for which additionals 198]. at 
31. per man, was allowed for accoutrements, and a further allow- 
ance of 2351. 10s. for horſe furniture, beſides the off-reckonings 
upon their pay, for two years, which came to 6061. 5s. 8d. the 
whole off-reckonings and allowances amounting to 44981. 18s. 1d. 
and that the diſburſements, including intereſt, were 37191. 3s. gid. 
which left a balance to the colonel of 7791. 148. 31d. 7; 

THAT the aſſignment in 1741, was for 40591. 1 58. the regiment 
conſiſting of the ſame numbers as in the two preceding years : and 
the diſburſements including intereſt, were 23421. 16s. 7d. and left 
a balance to the colonel of 17161. 18s. 5d. 

THrar the aſſignment in 1743, was for the ſame ſum as in the 
former year, and the diſburſements, including 2341. 2s. 2d. for in- 
tereſt, and 1011. gs. 11d. the loſs by diſcount upon tallies, in which 
the off-reckonings, from June, 1744, to June, 1745, are to be paid, 
amounted to 26761. 148. 6d. which leaves a balance to the colonel 
of 13831. os. 6d. 

THe witneſs added to this part of his FR We that all the regi- 
ments of dragoons in Great Britain, were augmented in the manner 
before mentioned, and at the ſame times ; and, as he ſuppoſed, had

down the price he paid for clothes, and computing the intereſt for 
eighteen months, and the loſs by tallies : that in Flanders the gre- 
nadiers have generally caps every year, but that at home, they 
ſometimes have not : that when a new colonel is appointed, the 
regiment is always clothed to the full eſtabliſhment ; the clothes 
being either actually delivered, or paid for by the preceding colonel. 
And the witneſs added, that the eſtimate he had delivered in, was 
made upon a full eſtabliſhment of ſeventy private men, beſides 
corporals ; but that, generally ſpeaking, only ſixty-ſeven private 
men and three corporals, commonly called rank and file men, are 
clothed, 
Tur in time of war, the off-reckonings exceed the expence of 
clothing 360l. 10s. including intereſt for eighteen months, and the 
loſs by tallies, upon the whole ſum diſburſed ; but that from the 
ſaid balance muſt be deducted the incidental charges ſpecified in the 
account delivered in; that in time of peace he reckoned the diſ- 
burſements for a complete clothing for ſeven hundred men, thirty 
ſerjeants, thirty corporals and twenty drummers, will amount to 
17691. 148. 4d. including intereſt, but no loſs by tallies ; and that 
in caſes by new levies or augmentations the government allow for 
extra- clothing about 308. or 318. per man, either in money, or in 
the off. reckonings of ſuch new men, if their eſtabliſhment com- 
mences before the time of the uſual clothing, to the period of the 
uſual clothing, in order to make up that money: that the clothing 
of a new man amounts to 11. 178. 10d. above the uſual charge, he 
having double linen, double ſtockings, a waiſtcoat, a ſword and 
leather accoutrements: and that the men have one pair of ſhoes at 
every clothing; but they not being ſufficient to ſerve them the 
whole year, 6d, per week is ſtopt out of their pay, which is ac- 
counted for to the ſoldier every two months, by act of parliament: 
that in time of war, clothes for only ſix hundred and ſeventy are uſu- 
ally ſent at firſt; though the clothes kept back are ſometimes ſent 
for; and that he (the witneſs) had clothed three regiments full, to 
5 | a man 
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a man; but that in time of peace, clothing in general delivered for 
the whole number upon the eſtabliſhment, the companies being 
conſtantly kept complete : and the witneſs added, that corporals 
are always deemed rank and file men, but are not included in the 
ſeventy men per company. | | 

AND in order to ſtate to the committee the real expence of the 
clothing of a regiment of foot, he produced an accompt of pay- 
ments made for clothing, provided for Lord Mark Kerr's regiment 
of foot, in the year 1730 and 1731; and alſo ſeveral accompts of 
payments made for clothing, provided for Major General Bragg's 
_ regiment, in the years 1742, 1743, 1744 and 1745; which accompts 
are annexed in the appendix, No. 3, 4, 5, 6, 7. 

AxD being aſked how the payments for the clothing of Bragg's 
regiment came to be more in 1745 than they were in 1744; he ſaid, 
that ſeventy men were draughted from the two additional compa- 
nies to be ſent to Flanders in March 1744-5 : which occaſioned 
the want of a complete new clothing for the men raiſed in their 
room, there being no old coats to be made into waiſtcoats ; and 
that beſides the wear and tear of leather accoutrements was very 
conſiderable : but he acknowledged, that this regiment has a claim 
upon the publick for extra-clothing loſt in battle. 

Mx. WILLIAM ADAIR, agent to Sir Philip Honeywood's regi- 
ment of horſe, and ſeveral regiments of foot, being examined in re- 
lation to the clothing of the ſeveral regiments, ſaid, that the aſſign- 
ments are generally made to him, as a matter of confidence, but 
that he gives defeazances to be anſwerable for the money, and has 
no concern in the clothing, other than by paying bills drawn on 
him by the colonels: that ſometimes the colonels pay ready money 

for their clothing, in which caſe they charge intereſt for the money 
diſburſed ; and that thoſe who pay ready money, are ſerved cheaper 
than thoſe who do not; but that he never knew, that the clothiers 
had intereſt for the time they were out of their money. That the 
off-reckonings of Honeywood's regiment amount to 32451. 138. 4d. 


per 
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_per annum ; thoſe of the ſecond regiment of foot guards, to which 
the witneſs is agent, to 59381. 13s. 8d. per annum ; and thoſe of 
Major General Howard's regiment of foot, Major General Huſke's, 
Major General Johnſon's, Bri gadier Douglas's, and Colonel Graham's 
(to which regiments the witneſs is alſo agent) to 21731. os. 1d. each, 
when conſiſting of ten companies; and to 26071. 128. 1d. each, 
ſince they have been encreaſed to twelve companies ; that the total 
for clothing of Huſke's regiment of ten companies, laſt year, came 
to 19711. 138. 8d. beſides intereſt for two years, at 51. per cent. and 
loſs by diſcount upon tallies, in which the off-reckonings are paid; 
but that he (the witneſs) believes the clothing would not have coſt | I 
ſo much in time of peace; and that there is an additional expence | 
attending this regiment for caps, they being fuſiliers. 

THAT he has no particular account of money paid by him for Ges 
clothing, but only keeps a general account of caſh, which comes 3 
into his hands, and which he pays to the colonel's order, to whom | 1 
he is in the nature of a caſhier : and that no application was ever 
made to him by any clothier, to be employed in clothing a re- 
giment ; nor did he ever know any eg given by a clothier for 
that purpoſe. (I) 

BEING aſked, what is, in general, the profit ariſing to the colo- 
nel by the clothing of a regiment of foot? the witneſs ſaid, that 
the clothiers are the beſt judges of that matter. 

Axp being particularly aſked, whether he did not think that the 
colonel gains 753]. by the clothing of his regiment : ? he ſaid, he did 


not believe he does. 
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(1) In the mutiny act of the 1oth of Queen Ann there was the following clauſe. 
Provided always and be it further enacted, that all clothes, arms and accoutrements of 
war belonging to the horſe, foot and dragoons in her majeſty's pay and ſervice, who receive 
Engliſh pay, ſhall be bought in the kingdom of Great Britain, Dominion of Wales, and 
town of Berwick upon Tweed, and not elſewhere, and every officer or perſon who ſhall 
offend herein, upon proof made in that behalf ſhall be caſhiered, * | 2 5 
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CAPTAIN THomas LeveTr, agent to the royal regiment of 
horſe guards, and ſeveral regiments of foot, being examined, ſaid, 
that the aſſignments of the off-reckonings of ſome of the ſaid regi- 
ments have been made to him, as a truſtee for the reſpective colo- 
nels; and that he has paid the clothiers by their order : but that 
he does not know the amount of the diſburſements, a great many 
things being provided befides what are contained in the clothiers 
bills, which he has no account of, and which are all paid out of 
the aſſignment. And he preſented to the committee an account of 
the clothing of Lieutenant General Handaſyde's regiment, now 
Lord Harry Beauclerk's, in the year 1741 (to which regiment the 
witneſs was then agent.) Which account is annexed in the appen- 
dix, No. 8. 

Ms. Tromas FisHER, agent to Lord Harry Beauclerk's late 
and preſent regiment, being examined, ſaid, that the aſſignment for 
the clothing to be delivered this year was made to him, but that he 
re- aſſigned it immediately. | 

Mx. Journ WINTER, agent to the ſecond troop of horſe guards, 
being examined, faid, that the colonel always receives the off-reck- 
onings, and clothes the private gentlemen, but whether he clothes 
the trumpeters the witneſs knew not. 

Wir reſpect to the clothing of Lieutenant General Guiſe's 
regiment of foot, to which the witneſs is alſo agent, he only ſaid, 
that the agent's two-pences are not included in the computation of 
the off-reckonings : and that the ſubſiſtence of the warrant men 
allowed for clothing, is iſſued to the colonel, with his own ſubſiſt- 


ence, but that the aſſignment was never made to him (the witneſs) 


nor had he ever any account of the off-reckonings. 
MR. EDwarD LLiovyp, agent to Brigadier-General Fowke's 
regiment, being examined, ſaid, that the whole allowance upon the 


eſtabliſhment for clothing loſt by deſerters, is not carried to the 


clothing account, the ſubſiſtence of the men allowed being paid to 
the colonel, and only the off-reckonings being included in the 
| aſſign- 
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aſſignment ; but that he (the witneſs) never had any concern in 
the clothing of this regiment. | 

MR. Thomas PATERS0N, agent to Lord Cobham's regiment of 
dragoons, to the third regiment of foot guards, and to Major Gene- 
ral Wolfe's and Colonel Murray's regiments of foot, being examined 
in relation to the clothing of theſe regiments, ſaid, that the ſubſiſt- 
ence of the warrant men, allowed upon the eſtabliſhment for cloth- 
ing loſt by deſertion, is iſſued to the reſpective colonels; but that the 
off-reckonings of theſe men, as well as the other warrant men for 
recruiting, are carried to the clothing aſſignment; and he added, 
that theſe warrant men are ſubſtituted in the room of a certain 
number of fictitious names, which were allowed formerly to be 
borne upon the muſter rolls. | | 

THAT in the third regiment of foot guards, the aſſignment is 
made to him in truſt, and he gives the colonel credit for the money, 
as he receives it; but that the colonel always paid the clothing bills 
himſelf, except laſt year, when he being in Flanders, the witneſs 
paid them: that the off-reckonings amounted to about 5gool. but 
that now they will amount to more, each company being augmented 
from ſeventy-one to one hundred men, four ſerjeants and four 
corporals : that the eſtabliſhment of theſe additionals is not yet ſet- 
tled; but that when men are added to a regiment, there is generally 
an allowance of ſixteen or eighteen months off. reckonings to defray 
the expence of leather accoutrements, double linen, Ke. according 
to an eſtimate of that charge delivered in. N e 

Wir regard to Major General Wolfe's regiment, the witneſs 
faid, that a great number of leather accoutrements are wanted in 
this regiment, occaſioned by the loſſes ſuſtained at Fontenoy, and 
other places, laſt year ; and that there is no fund to ſupply theſe 
deficiencies : that he believed, if leather accoutrements are wanted, 
the firſt clothing after a colonel is promoted to a regiment, the 
preceding colonel generally makes an allowance towards that 
Expence ; and that General Onſlow has a demand on Lord Cobham 
E 2 uopn 
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upon that account; but that, if the affair is not ſettled among 

themſelves, the uſual practice is, to deliver a memorial to the king, 
who refers it to a board of general officers; and if they think it 
reaſonable, the former colonel makes the deficiencies good. And 
the witneſs added, that in time of peace, leather accoutrements will 
laſt ten or twelve years. 

Hz alſo preſented to the committee an account of the off-reck- 
onings and clothing of Colonel Murray's regiment before- men- 
tioned, for the year 1744, and alſo for the year 1745. 

CAPTAIN WILLIAM WILKINSON, agent to Lord Stait's regi- 
ment of dragoons, the firſt regiment of foot guards, and to Briga- 
dier Mordaunt's and Lord Loudon's regiments of foot, being 
examined, in relation to the clothing of the ſaid regiments, ſaid, 
that the off-reckonings only of the men, allowed for clothing, are 
carried to the aſſignment, their ſubſiſtence being paid to the reſpec- 
tive colonels, as well in regiments of dragoons, as foot ; and he 
preſented to the committee a ſtate of the aſſignments for the royal 
North Britiſh dragoons, for twelve years, from the 25th of June, 

1733, to the 24th of June, 1745; which ſtate 1s annexed in the 
appendix, No. 11. - 

Wir regard to the clothing of the firſt regiment of foot guards, 
the witneſs ſaid, that whatever ſavings ariſe under that head, are 
kept by order, as a ſtock-purſe for the uſe of the regiment, and 
diſtributed in gratuities, benefactions and other expences. And the 
witneſs preſented to the committee a paper entituled, © Memoran- 
dum, as to the aſſignment of the firſt regiment of foot guards and 
ſtate of the colonel's annual income: which paper is annexed in 
the appendix, No. 12. 

Wir reſpect to the clothing of the Earl of Loudon's regiment, 
the witneſs ſaid, that only fourteen months off-reckonings were 
allowed, at the raiſing of that regiment, amounting by computa- 
tion, to 28241. 18s. but that twenty months are uſually allowed to 


other regiments : and he preſented to the committee a ſtate of the 
clothing 
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clothing of this regiment ; and alſo an accompt of allowance for 
the ſaid clothing; both which are annexed in the appendix, 
No. 13, 14. | | 

Major GroRGE SAWYER, agent to Major General Bland's 
regiment of dragoons and Lieutenant General Handaſyde's regiment 
of foot, being examined as to the clothing of thoſe regiments, ſaid, 
that the aſſignments have been made to him, in truſt for the colonels; 
and that he has paid the greateſt part of the bills : and he preſented 
to the committee a ſtate of the clothing of Bland's regiment for the 
years 1745 and 1746, and alſo a ſtate of the clothing of Handaſyde's 
regiment, from 1739 to 1744, incluſive: which accompts are an- 
nexed in the appendix, No. 15, 16. 

BEING further examined, he ſaid, that General Bland's regiment 
had a complete clothing laſt year: but that more clothes are wanting, 
ſince the battle of Fontenoy, which are alſo to be ſupplied out of the aſ- 
ſignment for 1745; and that he believed, the off-reckonings appointed 
for the clothings, could not furniſh the whole new every two years; 
and he added, that he gives the colonel credit for the ſubſiſtence of 
the warrant men allowed for clothing, but that the off. reckonings 
of them, as of all other warrant men, are carried to the aſſignment. 

Mx. Joun RIchARDSON, agent to the firſt troop of horſe 
guards, being examined, ſaid, that he has no concern in the cloth- 
ing of this troop, otherwiſe than as he ſometimes pays bills occa- 
ſionally, by the colonel's order: and that he borrowed 5000l. upon 
the preſent aſſignment, of a perion, who is allowed 5l. per cent. for 
his money, and is to accompt with the. colonel for the ſurplus. 

MR. Thomas WILSON, agent to Lieutenant General St. Clair's 
regiment, being examined, ſaid, that the off- reckonings of the firſt 
battalion amount to upwards of 2600l. and thoſe of the ſecond 
battalion to 3020l. or thereabouts ; but that the colonel pays inte- 
reſt for the clothing for the year 1745, from the time of the deli- 
very, no off-reckonings having been as yet iſſued, 
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Mun. ALEXANDER LESLIE, agent to Colonel Laſcells's regiment, 
being examined, ſaid, that he has paid bills for clothing ſeveral 
times; but that the accompts are kept by the colonel. 

Mx. EpmunD Bur, agent to Field Marſhal Wade's regiment 
of horſe; Mr. John Wyſeman, agent to the regiment now com- 
manded by Major General Skelton ; and Mr. King Gould, agent to 
Lieutenant General Philipps's regiment, being ſeverally examined, 

ſaid, that the aſſignments had never been made to them, nor had 
they any concern in the clothing of theſe regiments. 

MR. GaLFRipus MANN, clothier, being examined in relation 
to the clothing of the ſeveral regiments he 1s concerned for, ſaid, 
that he contracts with the colonels themſelves, verbally, in the 
| Horſe, for the coats and waiſtcoats, they having no breeches pro- 
vided for them; in the dragoons for the coats, waiſtcoats and 
breeches only; and in the foot, ſometimes for the whole clothing, 
including the ſmall mounting, viz. ſhoes, neckcloths, ſhirts and 
hats; and ſometimes only for the coats and breeches ; but that he 
never provides the leather accoutrements, which are only furniſhed 
at the raiſing of a regiment, and afterwards kept-in repair, out of 
the fund for clothing : and that in the contract which he makes, is 
included the charge of making and all materials. 

THAT the price of a coat and waiſtcoat for a private man, in a 
regiment of horſe, is, to the beſt of his (the witneſs's) remem- 
brance, 41. 5s. but that the corporals have an addition of lace, 
vhich he did not remember the charge of. 

THAT in a marching regiment of foot, a ſerjeant's coat and 
breeches delivered complete, coſts 31. 10s. a laced hat, 10s. a ſhirt 
and neckcloth, 58. gd. at a medium; a pair of ſtockings, 38. a pair 
of ſhoes, 38. 8d. and a ſaſh, 5s. beſides which, half a crown is either 
paid for turning the old coat into a waiſtcoat, or elſe, which 1s moſt 


uſual, given to the ſerjeant, who gets it done himſelf : and that the 


difference between the allowance for this laſt article, to a ſerjeant 
and that to a private man, who 1s allowed only one ſhilling by the

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colonel for turning his coat into a waiſtcoat, ariſes, as the witneſs 
apprehends, from the workmanſhip : that ſaſhes are not provided 
for the ſerjeants every year, though they are now furniſhed yery 
frequently; and that he (the witneſs) has contratted at the prices 
above mentioned ; but at the ſame time, he ſaid, he believed he had 


made contracts at a leſs rate. | 
BEING further examined, he aid, that he did not nw any 


marching regiment of ten companies, which does not provide the. 


whole ſeventy clothes; but that the aſſignment, which is made 


to him for his ſecurity, is for ſeventy-three : that he ſends down 


the clothes to the ſeveral regiments, at the charge of the reſpec- 
tive colonels; and makes out an account of the clothing delivered, 
(in which account 1s included package, and other incidental ex- 
pences) in order to be paid: and that in marching regiments, the 
clothes are always delivered together ; but that in the marine re- 
giments they ſometimes are not. That he never gave any conſi- 
deration for being employed in clothing a regiment, nor ever heard 
of any perſon who did either give, or offer to give, any; but that 
he has loſt the benefit of clothing a great many regiments, be- 
cauſe he would not contract at ſo cheap a rate as other people 


propoſed. 


THraArT the clothes are inſpected by one of the board of general 
officers appointed for that purpoſe; and that a clothing was once 


rejected, becauſe it was not equal to the patterns delivered into that 
board. 1 
BEING aſked, whether, in general, the colonel of a regiment af 
foot of ten companies, does not gain upwards of 7;ol. by the cloth- 

ing of his regiment ; he ſaid, he was certain that he did not. . 
AND in order to give the committee as clear a. light into this 
matter as poſſible, the witneſs preſented to the committee, purſuant 
to their order, an account of the number and ſpecies of clothes de- 
livered annually to each regiment which he clothes; together with 
an account of the money paid or allowed to him, on account of 
| the 
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the clothing of ſuch regiments as he provides the whole mount- 
for. 

As to the clothing of the horſe guards, the witneſs ſaid, that he 
furniſhes only the cloth and lining, for the coats and waiſtcoats, 
and the cloth for the breeches; which he is generally paid for by 
the agents; and that he ſometimes (but very ſeldom) provides 
clokes for the men; but, he believed, that he never furniſhed a 
complete ſet of clokes, at one time, for any regiment. 

Mx. WILLTA Wirlson, clothier, being examined in relation 
to the clothing of the ſeveral regiments which he is concerned for, 
gave in ſubſtance the ſame evidence as had been before given by 
Mr. Mann, as to the manner of contracting with the colonels for 
the ſeveral ſpecies of clothes to be delivered, and the additional 
charge of package, and other expences attending the delivery; and 
as to the non-payment of any money, or other conſideration, by 
himſelf, or any other perſon to his knowledge, for the advantage 
of clothing a regiment : and added, that the price 'of a private 
centinel's coat and breeches, in a regiment of foot, is from 11. 5s. 
to 11. 8s. 6d. according to the goodneſs of the cloth, and the quan- 
tity of lace and other furniture: that the aſſignment is only made 
to him, for his ſecurity, and that he re- aſſigns it to the colonel, 
or his agent, as ſoon as he (the witneſs) is paid. 

BEING aſked, what is the amount in general of the clothing 
of a regiment of ten companies, he ſaid, he believed, it was be- 
tween ſeventeen and eighteen hundred pounds; but that the cloth- 
ing of ſome regiments he is concerned for, comes to above eighteen 
hundred pounds. 

AND the witneſs preſented to the committee, by their direction, 
a like account to that delivered by Mr. Mann. 

Mx. WILLIAM Ros, taylor, being examined, ſaid, that he is 
employed by Mr. Mann and Mr. Wilſon in making clothes for the 
army; and that he agrees for ſo much per ſuit, including the charge 
of delivering them to the packer in or about London: that when 


a regi- 
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a regiment is completely new clothed, he makes a whole ſuit: but 


at other times only a coat and breeches ; and that the prices dif- 


fer conſiderably, according to the r and quality of the 
workmanſhip. 

AN p being required to give the committee a particular account 
of the ſaid ſeveral prices; he ſaid, that the price of making a cor- 
poral's and private man's coat and breeches is from 28. to 3s. 6d. 
a ſerjeant's from 8s. to 12s. and a drummer's from 5s. to 10s. or 
11s, That when there is a complete new clothing, the making of 
the waiſtcoats is a ſeparate article ; and that he charges 1s. 2d. for 
a private man's waiſtcoat, if laced, and 18. if plain; and the fame 
for a corporal's and drummer's ; and 28. for a ſerjeant's; but that 
he ſhould charge more for turning an old coat into a waiſtcoat, 
than for making a new one. That in the horſe, the price of making 
a coat and waiſtcoat, for a corporal or private man, 1s from 10s. 
to 128. and for a trumpeter the ſame, unleſs it be laced in the ſtate 
faſhion, in which caſe he charges 15s. ; and that, in the dragoons, 
the price of making a ſuit of clothes, for a ſerjeant, corporal, or 
private man, is from 10s. to 13s. 6d. and for a drummer, when 
laced in an extraordinary manner, 15s. that he never made any' 
clothes for hautboys, under that denomination, but as drummers, 
and is paid the ſame for them; and that he makes two ſuits per 
troop for muſick, and no more. | 

AND the witneſs, by the direction of the committee, laid before 
them an account of the number of clothes made by him for each 
regiment he has been employed for. 

AND being further examined, he faid, that the price of cloth, 
uſed for marching regiments, is from 48. 6d. to 58. 6d. per yard; 
and the uſual quantity for a ſoldier's coat is two yards three quar- 
ters; and that the coat is lined with baize of about 13d. or 14d. 
per yard, and requires about three yards and a quarter: that the 
breeches are-made of kerſey, of about 16d. per yard, and require 
about a yard and an half; and that the lining coſts about 8d. 
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Tur the clothes he makes for Mr. Mann, are cut out at Mr, 
Mann's houſe; but that thoſe he makes for Mr. Wilſon, are cut 
out at his (the witneſs's) own houſe ; and that any ſaving, which 
there may be in Mr. Wilſon's clothing, is his property, and ac- 
counted for to him every year. And the witneſs: added, that he 
gave no conſideration for being appointed taylor to a regiment, 
nor was any thing ever aſked of him upon that account, 

Mx. Reeves, packer, being examined, ſaid, that he had been ſe- 
veral years employed to pack clothes for the army ; and that in the 
charge for package, which 1s according to the largeneſs of the 
bales, are included all expences incurred, from the time they are 
brought to his houſe till they are delivered out; but that the 
charge of putting them on board of ſhip (if carried by ſea), or of 
ſending them to the reſpective quarters, is paid by the perſons who 
employ him. That he enters in his account the number of bales, 
and the number of ſuits packed in each bale; but that he is ſome- 
times paid in groſs, without diſtinguiſhing the number of clothes. 
And the witneſs preſented to the committee an account of the um- 
ber of clothes, which he had packed for the ſeveral regiments, for 
whom he is employed, for ſeveral years paſt ; diſtinguiſhing each 
year, and thd places to which the ſaid clothes were reſpectively ſent. 
Mr. Jonn FIs HER, clothier, being examined, ſaid, that he and 
Mr. Brice Fiſher, his partner, had furniſhed the clothes to Major 
General Fuller's regiment for three years paſt; and had likewiſe 
ſold the cloth for Colonel Laſcells's and Lieutenant General Dal- 
zell's regiments; but had never contracted for the delivery of 
clothes made up to the two regiments laſt mentioned; that the 


cloth of which ſuch clothes are made, is generally called livery 


cloth, and is now worth about 10l. or 10 guineas per piece, which 
commonly conſiſts of forty-two yards; but that the ſame ſort of 

cloth was formerly much cheaper. 
Ax p the witneſs preſented to the committee, an account of 
clothes ſold to Major General Fuller, in the years 1744, 1745, and 
1740; 
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1746; and alſo an account of cloth delivered to Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Dalzell, in the years 1742 and 17433 ; and alſo an account of 
cloth delivered to Colonel Laſcells in the IO 1744 : RE ac-

AND the witneſs being examined in relation to the ſaid accounts, 
ſaid, that it is cuſtomary to deliver patterns of the cloth intended 
to be furniſhed, for the colonel's approbation : and that the cloth 
he ſold was as good as the patterns: but he acknowledged, that 
the cloth delivered to Colonel Laſcelles, was not ſo good by about 
2d. in the yard, as that of which the clothes for General Fuller's 
regiment were made (of which a pattern coat was delivered in, and 
ſealed by the board) the reaſon of which difference was the advance 
in the price of cloth, betwixt the year 1743, the time when the 
contract for Fuller's clothing was made, and the year 1744, when 
the cloth was ſold to Colonel Laſcelles: and the witneſs likewiſe 
acknowledged, that the cloth ſold to Colonel Laſcelles was better 
than that ſold to General Dalzell by about ad. in the yard. Being 
further examined, he ſaid, that he never knew any money or other 
conſideration given or propoſed to be given, for the benefit of 
elothing a regiment. 


Mx. Jonx Rog ER Ts, clothier, being examined in relation to 


the clothing of the army, ſaid, that he never furniſhed any thing 
but 
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but the cloth, except in one or two inſtances; particularly for 
Colonel Long's regiment, with whom he once contracted to furniſh 
clothes and linen; in which caſe he had about 218. for each corpo- 
ral's and private man's coat and breeches, and 3s. 6d. for each ſhirt 
and roller : that he paid 2s. 4d. for the making of each coat and. 
breeches, and 4d. a piece for the making of the ſhirts. And that, 
to the beſt of his remembrance, he delivered between ſeven hundred | 
and twenty and ſeven hundred and thirty of each. 
As to the other regiments of foot, which he is concerned in 
clothing, he ſaid, that a private ſoldier's coat will require 2xyards 
and a grenadier's 2tyards: that the uſual quantity provided for 
the corporals and private men is forty-two cloths, each conſiſting 
of about 40 yards; and that the uſual price is 10l. per cloth ; but 
that the cloth furniſhed for the ſerjeants clothes, is about 10s. per 
yard : and that the cloth he furnithied for the drummers was about 
III. per cloth. - 

AnD he preſented to the committee, an account of cloth provided 
by him for the ſeveral regiments, which he clothes : which account 
1s annexed in the appendix; No. 17. | | 

BEING further examined, he faid, that he generally delivered 
cloth for ſeven hundred men or upwards, in marching regiments of 
foot, they being commonly near complete ; but that for marines, 
he has delivered the cloth at different times, according to the num- 
ber of men 1n the regiment ; and that ſometimes in the land forces, 
forty or fifty coats are kept back, and reſerved, as a ſtore to ſupply 
recruits, who are commonly clothed when they come to quarters; 
though ſometimes the colonel puts them on a frock, which ſerves 
them till the uſual time of clothing the regiment. And the 
witneſs added, that he generally contracts with the colonels them- 
ſelves, for the cloth to be delivered. „ TI 

BEING aſked the price of the other ſpecies of 1 beſides 


thoſe before mentioned ; he aid, that a pair of ſtockings coſts 13d; 
and 
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and that the price of a pair of ſhoes was See 35. 6d, but is 
now 38. 9d. 


BRING further examined, he ſaid, that he never paid any thing to 
be appointed clothier to a regiment ; but that he once was applied 
to on the behalf of a colonel of a regiment. of marines, which he 
had clothed before, and for which he had then delivered patterns, 
to advance at an intereſt, five hundred pounds on the clothing 
aſſignment; which was offered him for his ſecurity : which propoſal 
he refuſed ; and upon that account, as he imagined, he loſt the 

benefit of clothing the regiment. 

As to the price of the cloth furniſhed to the dragoons, he ſaid, 
that it is about 1 21, per cloth. 

Mx. Jonx HAnxiNs, packer, being examined, faid, that he had 
been ſeveral years concerned in packing clothes for the army ; and 
that the uſual price is 11s. per bale, if containing leſs than forty 
ſuits ; if more 125. or 13s. per bale; but that he generally puts 
thirty-five or thirty-ſix into a bale, dividing, as near as he can, the 
clothes for each company into two bales ; that the ſhoes and hats 
are put up in ſeparate caſks, and generally take up about ten : but 
if there are leather accoutrements, more are required ; and that the 
price is 118. per caſk. That the expence of carriage is an extra 
charge, the ſaid ſeveral ſums being paid only for packing and keep- 
ing the clothes in the witneſs's houſe, where they, eſpecially thoſe 
for the marines, are ſometimes kept a conſiderable time. 

AND for the better information of the committee, he preſented 
an account of the namber of clothes which he has pack'd for the 
ſeveral regiments he is concerned for. 

Mx. NicnorAs PeARSsE, packer, being examined, ſaid, that he 

had been employed to pack clothes for Lieutenant General Dalzell's 

and Major General Fuller's regiments; and that he uſually put 

about fifty ſuits in each bale; for which he charged 125. but if he 

put more, he charged in proportion: and that the whole expence

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of package for one of theſe regiments, including the charge of put- 
ting the clothes on board of ſhip, amounts to 181. or 20l. 


AND he likewiſe produced an account of the number of clothes, 


which he had packed for theſe regiments. 
M. LAuxckLOT CRAVEN, taylor, being examined, ſaid, that 
he apprehends the cloth of which clothes for the army are made, is 


worth about 5s. per yard; and that a private man's coat requires 


two yards 3-8ths; and a grenadier's two yards and a half; that 
the price allowed for making a ſoldier's coat and breeches is 2s. 4d; 
a ſerjeant's from 78. to gs. (which ſum the witneſs ſaid he was paid 
himſelf by General Onflow) and a drummer's from 5s. to 78.

6d. and that 
he has been ſometimes paid 18. for making a waiſtcoat, and at other 
times 14d. but that a greater price muſt be given for the ſame, 
upon account of extraordinary workmanſhip. | Ut 
Ap this witneſs likewiſe preſented to the committee an account 
of the number of clothes he had made for the ſeveral regiments he is 
employed for. 
MR. JohN Cooyxs, taylor, belag examined, ſaid, that 28. 4d. is 
given for making a foot ſoldier's coat and breeches: 108. for a coat 
and waiſtcoat for a private man in the horſe, and 10s. 6d. for a ſuit 


of clothes for a dragoon; but that the price of making a ſerjeant's 


or drummer's clothes in the foot, varies according tc to the workman-

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(m) TEE clothing formerly came down to a regiment juſt ſtitched together, commonly 
of three fizes, All the taylors of the regiment were then aſſembled in ſome tent or large 
room under the inſpection of a ſerjeant as maſter taylor, and a centry ſet over them to pre- 
vent their leaving their work; the men with their clothes according to their ſizes, had 
them tried on by the taylors, and ſeparately fitted, they were then in a manner re-made and 
the lace freſh ſewed, for which the uſual price was 1s.

cers experienced in military affairs, tried and puniſhed according to 
the laws and ordnances of war then in force, not only all military 
offences, but Jikewiſe determined al kinds of ſuits * between

the followers of the army. In caſes of great import, military de- 
linquents were tried before the parliament. (n) 

Tux rules and ordonnances of war, which ſerved for the ui 
of the court, and wherein the martial law for the time being was 
declared, were either made by the king, with the advice of his peers 
and other experienced perſons, for the expedition then on foot, as 
were thoſe of King Richard II. and Henry V. or enacted by the 
commander in chief, the king's authority for that purpoſe being 
generally given in their commiſſions, (o) many of which appear in 
eh 


(n) HENRY DR Essex, ſtandard bearer to King Henry II. was, for cowardice, in 
Wales, deprived of his lands, ſhorne, and ſhut up for life as a monk in the abbey of 
Reading. See Dan. p. 18. Speed, p. 502. Holingſ. and Stow. An. 2. Hen. II. 

In the rolls of parliament 1ſt of Richard II. we learn, that William de Weſton and 
John Lord of Gomery were tried in parliament, for delivering up the caſtle of Outerwyk, 
and the town and caſtle of Ardes, in France, and convicted thereof; for which Weſton 
was adjudged to be drawn and hanged ; and the Lord of Gomery, on account of his rank 
and former ſervices, and alſo not being a liege man, or ow" born was ſentenced 
to be beheaded. 

Tux Biſhop of Norwich, in the ſeventh year of the ſame reign, for diverſe military 
offences as a general officer, appeared before the ſame tribunal, and was puniſhed with the 
ſeizure of his temporalities and a conſiderable fine. As theſe trials are curious pieces of 
military hiſtory, and ſhew much of the manners of the times, they will be given at large 
in the appendix. | 

(o) In the commiſſion granted by King James I. A. D. 1622, to Sir Horace Vere, 
appointing him captain general of the army intended to be ſent to the Palatinate, he is 
authoriſed to make and proclaim ordonnances of war for the government of the army, and 
to enforce the; obſervation thereof, and to hear, determine, and puniſh, by himſelf or 
deputies, all criminal cauſes, mutinies, deſertians, and all other crimes whatſoever; and to

; NoTw1THSTANDING this, the marſhal who was commonly, 
Sand! in command, retained the prerogative of ſitting as chief judge 


in all caſes, not only reſpecting the diſeipline of the army, but alſo 


in every other cauſe, controverſy and complaint that might ariſe 
therein. For the more regular diſpatch of buſineſs, to this court 
belonged diverſe civil officers; among whom were a judge martial, 
an auditor, and clerks, under provoſts, gaolers, tipſtaves, and exe- 
cutioners. This court, we learn from the following clauſe in the 
ordonnances of war of King Henry VIII. was directed to aſſemble 
twice a week. Item, the high marſhal muſt hold two court days 
in the weke, that is to wit, one Munday and Thurſdaie, for them 
that have anie matters in court, with his officers with him, as it is

As the commiſſions of moſt of the commanders in chief wi 
tained a clauſe, authoriſing them to enact ordonances for the

Ar rx the revolution, the form and powers of courts martial 
were ſettled by an act of parliament, with the military laws, called 
articles of war, made under that authority.

As the ordonances of war and martial regulations of qur early 
kings, fo far as they can be recovered, give great inſight into our 
Military Hiſtory ; 3 I-ffiall lay before my readers ſuch as I have 
been able to procure.

Tux firſt record of this kind is of the time of Koa 1 enti- 
tled © Conſtitutions to be made in the Army of our Lord the 
King :” theſe are apparently calculated to facilitate the ſupply of 
the army with neceſfaries, which it ſeems were to be expoſed for 
ſale in the churches and church yards, and to be ſold under the eye 
of the ſuperintendents or chief men of the church, who were to 
attend for that purpoſe, and to receive the money for the proprie- 
tors; and in caſe they were not preſent, or neglected: to procure 
proper proviſions, the perſons taking them elſewhere, were to 
depoſit the value in the church.

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- FROM this it ſeems, as if markets were ſometimes held in church 
yards; or perhaps in times of war or inſurrection, on the approach 
of an army, the country people uſed to drive their cattle, and 
convey their goods of different kinds, to the churches and church 
yards, as places of ſafety and ſanctuary, whence no one would dare 
to take them by force, as it might be deemed a kind of ſacrilege 
and infringement on the immunities of the church : but as this 
would cauſe a want of proviſions or neceſlaries in the army, ſol- 
diers might be authoriſed to take what they ſtood in need of, on 
paying the value of the things taken, to the churchwardens, or 
other ſuperintendants of. the churches. 
Taz next is the charter of King Richard I. made in the firſt 
year of his reign A. D. 1189, and chiefly meant to prevent diſputes 
between the ſoldiers and ſailors, in their voyage to the holy land. 
It is printed in Rymer, whence it was extracted and tranſlated. 
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Philip de Albinaico and Engylramus de Bown ; for his other territories thoſe whom he, 
our lord the king, ſhall chuſe. Theſe ſhall ſwear, that that they will cauſe the peace of the 
church to be well and faithfully obſerved, fo that if it ſhould be found neceſſary to take 
any thing from the churches or church yards, for the wants of the army, the ſuperinten- 
dants of the churches ſhall remain there, in order that thoſe things which the army may 
want, ſhall be expoſed to fale, and that before they are removed they may be paid its 
value. That if by chance the faid ſuperintendants of the churches ſhould be abſent or 
have negleRed it, the prices of the things taken ſhall be depoſited in the church, for the 
uſe of thoſe to whom the ſaid goods belonged. 

THE aforeſaid perſons ſhall alſo ſwear, that they will firmly and faithfully preſerve the 
peace of the army, and to the utmoſt of their power cauſe the ſame to be obſerved, without 
exception of perſons, laying aſide all favor, hatred or fear. 

THe fame each baron, knight, tenant in capite, and their retinues, ſhall ſwear ſtrictly to 
obſerve; ſo that if any one ſhall be found a tranſgreſſor of theſe conſtitutions, he ſhall be 
delivered over to the mariſchall to have juſtice executed on him. 

Tas like ſhall be ſworn by every conſtable and every one of their ſuite. 

Moreover, if any one is found in the army, not having ſome call or employment 
there, he ſhall be ſeized and delivered to the mariſchall, till it ſhall appear who he is. 

LiKEwisE all the forementioned perſons, ſhall ſwear that the victuals brought to the 
army ſhall not be ſeized by any one, nor carried out of the market, till the ſellers have

Tux rules and ordonnances of war that next occur are thoſe 
of King Henry V. made at Mans, of theſe there are two editions, 
one, probably the original, being by much the moſt full and ex- 
plicit, is in Latin, printed in Upton de Re Militari; the other was 
till lately only in manuſcript, in the Engliſh of the time many 
copies of it are to be found in different libraries, private as well as 
publick, as it is printed in the preface to the Antiquities of England 
and Wale, a literal tranſlation of that in Upton is here siven. 2

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Here begin the STATUTES of HENRY V. in time of War. 


Tus clemency of the great Creator diſpoſes thoſe under him to 


be modeſt, peaceable and chaſte; nevertheleſs becauſe unbridled 
avarice,

ALTHOUGH the rules and ordonnances of war, here given from the Latin, bear a 
general conformity to thoſe written in Engliſh, and are beſides, much more explicit, yet 
the Engliſh verſion contains ſeveral articles, which are not to be found in the Latin, thoſe 
are here annexed in the ſucceeding notes. 

PzRsoONs plundering any one of what degree ſoever, county, or lordſhip, under the king's 
obeiſance, to ſuffer death, provided that the perſons in ſuch obeiſance, bear ſome mark or 
token of the king's protection. 

No one to take any child under the age of fourteen, unleſs the ſon of a lord, worſhipful 
gentleman, or captain, in which caſe, the perſon taking ſuch youth is to bring him to his 
lord, maſter, or captain, upon pain of loſing Eis horſe and harneſs, and his part in the ſaid 
child, reſerving to his maſter his ſhare thereof; the ſaid maſter or captain, to bring him 
within eight days to the king or conſtable. 

No man to go into the chamber of a lying-in-woman to rob or plunder her, or to make 
any diſturbance that might injure her or the child, under pain of loſing his goods; half to 
the accuſer, and half to the conſtable and marſhal. 

No one to fortifie any place without licence from the king or council, or perſons au- 
thorized to grant ſuch permiſſion, or to compel any diſtrict or country under the king's 
protection to contribute thereto, under pain of loſing horſe and harneſs, making reſtoration 
to the county of all coſts and damages, and moreover his body to be at the king's will. 

No man to take horſe, mare, ox, or any other beaſt belonging to labour, from any perſon 
going to plough, harrow, or cart, or to moleſt any huſbandmen, under penalty.of impri- 
ſonment, until he ſhall have paid a fine, after the award of the conſtable and marſhal. 

No man to reproach another on account of his country, be he French, Welch, Iriſh, or 
other nation whatſoever, nor make uſe of any foul or abuſive language that may provoke 
manſlaughter or tumult ; all ſuch diſturbers to ſuffer ſuch death as the king ſhall award, 

Axy one taking in arms againſt the king, an enemy who has given his parole, or a na- 
tural born ſubject, ſhall immediately deliver him to the conſtable or marſhall, upon pain 
of ſuffering the ſame ſort of death that would have been inflicted on him; and any one 


bringing in ſuch perſons ſhall receive ten ſhillings each, from the king, marſhal, or 


conſtable. 
No man upon pain of death, to ſet fire to any buildings; &c. without the king's eſpecial 
commandment.

diſturbance and litigation, . that unleſs its efforts are repreſſed by

that common good for which we live and reign, extinguiſhed. | 
Therefore 


ANNEXED to the king's ordonnances, are others, made by the Earl of Saliſbury; many of 
them ſeem orders iſſued on particular occaſions, the moſt remarkable of which are. 

THAT in the countries under the king's protection, the foragers are not to take any thing 
except hay, oats, rye, and other neceffary proviſion ; that no man cut wheat to give his 
horſe, nor for any uſe except for bread ; that in taking cattle, it be done with diſcretion, and 
waſte avoided, under pain of loſs of horſe, harneſs, and goods, and the body of the offender 
to be at the king's will. 

THAT the foragers ſhall not ſlay large oxen, or milch cows, but only ſmall cattle, and 
that they agree for them with the owners, upon the payne aforeſaid, 

No one ſoldier or merchant following the army, to take or purchaſe any plunder taken 
within the country under the king's protection, upon pain of death. Any one having goods 
acquired by plunder of the enemy, which he is deſirous of ſelling, muſt bring it to the 
common market, and cauſe the ſale to be publickly proclaimed, either by an officer of the 
Marſhalſea, or market : any one purchaſing, unleſs under this circumſtance, to be in arreſt 
to the marſhal till he ſhall have paid ſuch fine as the conſtable and faid marſhal ſhall 
award, and to loſe his purchaſe-money ; the ſeller to loſe his horſe and harneſs, and his 
body to be at the king's will. | 

No man to beat down houſes for fire wood, nor cut down apple-trees, pear- trees, nut- 
trees, nor any other tree bearing fruit, nor ſhall any man turn cattle into vineyards, nor 
pull up the ſtakes therein, upon pain of forfeiting the beaſts, and himſelf to femain in con- 
finement, until he ſhall have paid a fine to the conſtable and marſhal for the default. 

ALL ſuperior officers are commanded to cauſe their ſervants to bury the offal of beaſts 
ſlaughtered, and carrion, that may be found within their quarters, in order to prevent 
infectious diſorders in the army, upon pain of making amends at the king's will. 

No man to take priſoner, any man or child of the country, under the king's protection, ts 
having a billet in his poſſeſſion, upon pain of loſing his horſe and arms, and his body being 
at the king's will. 

No ſoldiers to take any cattle from the army, without leave of the conſtable and marſhall, 
upon pain of forfeiting ſuch cattle ; the taker to be entitled to one half, the other to go to 
the king; if it is with the conſtable's and marſhal's licence, the owner to have a billet 


under the ſignet of the conſtable, with a certificate of the number of beaſts, 
1 Every 
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Therefore law and conſtitutions are ordained, that noxious appetites 
may be confined under the rule of juſtice, by which mankind are 
informed how to live honeſtly, without injuring each other, ren- 
dering to every one their right. And that our army, as well in 
peace as war, may be led in the proper path, and the ſaid common 
good preſerved entire; and alſo on the other part that the conſtable 
and mareſchal of our ſaid army may judge and determine the more 
prudently in the cauſes daily brought before them. We have with 
the advice of our peers, lords and nobles, made certain conſtitu- 


—— 


Every captain to compel each of his yeomen immediately to make himſelf a good 
ſubſtantial ſtake of eleven feet in length, on account of certain tidings the lords have heard; 
(i. e. that the enemy intend an attack ;) this to be complicd with, under pain of ſuch pu- 
niſhment as the offence or diſobedience merits. 

ALso, that every man make a good ſubſtantial faggot of thirteen feet in length, without 
leaves, againſt day next coming, upon pain of forfeiting a month's wages ; merchants 
following the army, alto to furniſh their faggots : every captain to cauſe the faggots made 
by his company, to be laid diſtin from thoſe of any other, that it may be ſeen, whether he 
has his due compliment according to the ſtrength of his company. 

THAT no one go alone to ſearch for forage, or otherwiſe than with a party, which will 
be ſent out twice a week; under pain of being puniſhed at my lord's will. 

Every ſeven gentlemen, or men at arms, muſt provide themſelves with a good ſtrong 
ladder of fifteen rounds ; that it Le ready between this and day, upon pain of being 
chaſtiſed at my lord's will. 

Every two yeomen to make themſelves a good paviſe of boards, and of xx. in the 
beſt manner that they can deviſe, that one may hold it, whilſt the other ſhoots at the 
enemy. - 

In all excurſions for booty the men to be divided into parties of ſeven or five ; that three 
of the feven, or two of the five are to remain with the ſtandard, upon pain that any one who 
quits it, ſhall loſe all his ſhare of that plunder of the day ; half to the king and half to the 
informer, and his body to be impriſoned at the king's will ; and that every captain give in 
by noon- day, all the names of his men deſtined for this party, diſtinguiſhing by name, ſuch 
as are allotted to remain with the flandard, and thoſe who are deinen to go on the look 
out for booty. 

No man to keep a harlot in his quarters, upon pain of loſing a month's pay; and if any man 
can find any common woman or women in the quarters, my lord commands him to take 
from her or them, the money found on her or 1 2 and to take a ſtaff and drive her 
out of the army, and break her arm, 


tions, 
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tions, promulgating the ſame in our army, by public proclamation, 
enacting that all and every one of the captains in our ſaid army 
ſhall have theſe our ſaid conſtitutions in writing, that our publica- 
tion may be conſidered as a ſufficient warning, and that all thoſe 
concerned may not pretend ignorance of the ſaid conſtitutions. 


Of Churches, and W the Sacrament of the . in its 
proper State. ä 


Axp becauſe holineſs becomes the houſe of God, we have or- 
dained, that the church ſhall univerſally be maintained in its ſtate, 
and if any one ſhall be found to have preſumed, without the ap- 
probation of the conſtable of our army, to take away, or remove 
any goods of the church, ſuch as veſtments, chalices, books, trinkets 
or relicks, found in any churches, chapels or monaſteries, he ſhall 
on his apprehenſion and conviction before the conſtable or mariſ- 
chal of our army, be hanged, and the ſaid goods, as foon as poſſi- 
ble, be reſtored to the churches from whence they were taken: we 
moreover ordain, that no one, under pain of death, ſhall dare irre- 
verently to touch the ſacrament of the Euchariſt, nor the pyx or 
box in which the ſaid ſacrament is contained. ' 


The Perſons of Ecclefiaſtics and Women not to be ſerzed. 


PrigsTs daily ſerving God and miniſtering to him at the altar, 
ſhall always enjoy their privileges, any one laying violent hands on 
the ſaid prieſts, or ſlaying them, ſhall be capitally puniſhed; which 
puniſhment, it is our will, ſhall be extended-to raviſhers of women, 
| whereſoever they are found; further directing that no one have 
the temerity to touch any religious men, or veiled. or religious 
women whatſoever, they wearing, without fraud, the habit of-their 
order, nor ſhall any one dare to make them priſoners, they not 


appearing in arms, nor openly nor privately making war, under 
| penalty 
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penalty of impriſonment, their body there to remain during our 
will. 


What Perſons all are bound to obey. 


MorEoveR, we ordain, that all perſons remaining with our 
army, of what ſtate, dignity, nation, order or condition ſoever, 
ſhall in all things lawful and honeſt, obey our conſtable and ma- 
reſchal, as ourſelves, under penalty of forfeiture of body and goods. 
Alſo we direct, that. ſoldiers, and other perſons receiving wages 
from us, or our kingdom, ſhall be obedient to their immediate cap- 
tain or maſters, in all things legal and honeſt, keeping watch and 
ward impoſed on the ſaid ſoldiers, or reaſonably to be impoſed. Nor 
ſhall they quit the ſaid watch or ward in any manner, without the 
eſpecial licence of their ſaid captains or maſter, under pain of ar- 
reſt of body and goods, until, according to the diſcretion and diſ- 
poſition of our mareſchal, the firſt captain or maſter ſhall be fully 
ſatisfied. Alſo, if a ſcarcity of victuals, or dearth of forage ſhould 
happen, and it ſhall be judged neceſſary by the captains to fend to 
the neighbouring villages for the ſaid victuals and forage, we direct 
all ſoldiers, according to the order of their captains or maſters, 
humbly to be ready to go, either on horſeback or on foot, for the 
ſaid victuals; any one diſobeying this order ſhall incur the pe- 
nalties mentioned in the preceding ſtatute. 

ALso merchants, either travelling with the army, or buying and 
ſelling in our markets, ſhall obey our conſtable and mareſchal, and 
even the clerk of the market, as ourſelves. Alſo all contracts, 
crimes and ſuits ſhall be heard and finally determined in our court, 
by the judgement of our conſtable and mareſchal ; or, in the ab- 
ſence of our conſtable, in the preſence of our mareſchal, if one or 
both of contractors, delinquents or ſuitors, are belonging to our 
army, whether ſoldiers or merchants, or handycrafts, ſuch as ſhoe- 
makers, taylors, barbers, phyſicians or waſher- women, and alſo our 
Touts eſpecially ama 
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yr 
Of obſerving Watches and Guards. 


WHErREAs diſturbances frequently happen in our army, as well 
by day as night, which by daily and diligent watches and proper 
guards are prevented ; wherefore we ordain, that our mareſchal 
ſhall appoint a daily guard, portioned to the number of armed 
men, of which our army ſhall conſiſt ; and every captain ſhall in 
turn aſſiſt in performing the ſaid watches and guards. Nor ſhall 
any captain, either of horſe or foot, being as is premiſed, duly 
warned. and ordered for guard, dare to be deficient in the' number of 
men of arms or archers, or to quit the ſaid guard or watch in any 
manner, till the limited time, without the ſpecial licence of him 
by whom the ſaid guard was appointed, under pain of decapitation. 
We moreover ordain, that all our captains of our army ſhall keep a 
ſufficient watch in their quarters, as well by night as day, whether 
on an expedition, or beſieging caſtles, forts or towns, under penalty 
of arreſt of their bodies, to be ſeverely puniſhed at our will. 


Of Public Mufters. 


AND that the ſaid watch may be always duly preſerved without 
fraud, it is our will that every captain of our army, without any 
fraud or reſerve whatſoever, ſhall make a muſter or ſhew of all his 
ſoldiers, as well men of arms as archers, fully and perfectly, accord- 
ing to his aſſigned number, before us or our commiſſaries, as often 
as the ſaid captain ſhall by us, or our commiſſaries be duly and 
legally thereunto required: alſo, that the captains ſhall ſhew only 
their own ſoldiers, with whom they have agreed for the expedition, 
and no others, under pain of perpetual reprabatjon, and the loſs of 
their wages for the ſaid expedition. We alſo prqghibit any one from 
retaining in his ſervice any ſoldier, ſeryant qr boy, who was lately 
in the ſervice of another, without the conſent and permiſſion: of 
his prior captain or maſter: we moreover direct and command,

that all our commiſſaries in the aforeſaid muſters do diligently en- 
quire after, and ſee that the ſoldiers ſhew their proper arms, with- 
out fraud; and this we alſo would have more eſpecially obſerved 
reſpecting the bows and arrows; and, if neceſſary, it is our will, that 
reſpecting this our commiſſaries may comipel the captain or maſter 
to anſwer upon oath. | 


Of Diſturbances and Public Cries. 


MoREoOVER, it is our will, that no one, of what condition, na- 
tion, degree or dignity ſoever, ſhall dare to make any clamour 
or diſturbance, by which we or our army may any ways be diſ- 
turbed, and eſpecially that clamour we call mountee; or that 
any perſon or perſons ſhall in future dare to make any other ir- 
rational clamour, under pain that the beginner ſhall -be arreſted, 
and with his horſe or horſes put in cuſtody of the conſtable or 
mareſchal, to be puniſhed without favour, until he ſhall have duly 
ſatisfied the ſaid conſtable and mareſchal for his offence ;. and the 
diſcoverer, informer, or accuſer of the ſaid beginner, ſhall receive 
an hundred ſhillings of Tours, to wit, ten ſhillings of Engliſh 
money for his labour, from the ſaid conſtable or mareſchal. 

Also if any one ſha!l proclaim his own name, or that of his 
lord or maſter, by which proclamation a gathering or aſſembly of 
the people ſhall be made to the diſturbance of the army, any one 
ſo offending, and convicted thereof before the conſtable or ma- 
reſchal ſhall be publickly hanged; alſo if any one ſhall be found 
to have in any manner begun the clamour called © havock,” with- 
out our eſpecial licence; he ſhall be puniſhed with death, and his 
followers with arreſt of body and goods, and to be diligently kept 
in the cuſtody of the conſtable and mareſchal, till they have fined 
with them for the offence. 

Also, if any alarm or clamour of a coming enemy ſhould f 


Genly ariſe in our army, we direct and command, that every captain 
with 
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with his men ſhall immediately repair to our perſon, or that of our 
principal captain, leaving certain perſons appointed by the faid 
captains, for the ſafe keeping of the quarters, thoſe captains only 
excepted, near whoſe quarters the ſaid diſturbance or alarm has 
ariſen, whom we command to remain with their companies to de- 
fend their quarters, which we would have fully to be obſerved in + PR 
our abſence for this voyage, in the perſon of every principal captain =" 3 4 
whatſoever; and alſo when we ride out on an expedition, we 
expreſlly prohibit any one whatſoever, to dare to leave our am 
without our eſpecial licence, whereby diſturbances or clamors 
Might ariſe in our ſaid army, under pain of forfeiture of goods to 
be put in cuſtody of the conſtable or mareſchal, and arreſt of body 

at our will and favour, and in our abſence, at the will of the prin- 


cipal captain of the army by us ordained. > 


Of General Equitations. 


No one in our army ſhall dare to cauſe any aſſembly or meeting 
by any means for the purpoſe of equitating from our ſaid army, to 
any neighbouring country, town or fortreſs, without our eſpecial 
leave, or that of the principal captain of our army, for ſuccour, 
under pain of arreſt of body and goods during our will. 

Aso, if it ſhould happen that any ſuch general equitation ſhould 
be made by our eſpecial licence, we then ordain and will, that no 
one ſhall dare to recede from the company and ſociety of the cap- 
tain of the ſaid equitation, without the eſpecial licence of the ſaid 
captain, under pain of arreſt at our will, and loſs of booty by him 
ſo acquired that day, nevertheleſs the third part of the ſaid booty 
to be reſerved entire to his immediate maſter, and two other parts of 
the ſaid booty being likewiſe reſerved out of the ſaid booty, for the 
captain of the ſaid equitation. This our ſtatute we direct ſhall at 
all times be inviolably obſerved by all men, as often as ſuch equi- 
tation ſhall be made. We alſo prohibit any one to dare to erect our

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ſtandard, that of any lords, or of Saint George, in order to call 
together any part of our army, to equitate or croſs over to any 
country, town or fortreſs whatſoever, without our eſpecial licence, 
on pain of hanging and drawing for the captains ſo preſuming, and 
beheading for every one of their followers, with forfeiture of here- 
ditaments and goods. 

Ws alſo ordain, that no captain, of what condition, ſtate or dig- 
nity ſoever, ſhall make equitations, or dare to grant leave to others 
ſo to do, without our ſpecial licence, under pain of our perpetual 

ind;gnation, and arreſt of body, to be ſeyerely puniſhed at our will. 
Aso, if we ſhall have aſſigned an equitation to be made by any 
particular perſons, we expreſsly prohibit, under pain of death, any 
one to dare to burn any building, houſe or houſes, or to put fire to 
them, without our eſpecial mandate. 


Of taking and ning Quartiers. 


Wx moreover direct, that no one ſnall go before our army in any 
manner, our own quarter-maſter and thoſe of other lords or cap- 
tains excepted, whoſe names have firſt been delivered in to the con- 
ſtable or mareſchal, and by him declared in writing, under pain of 
arreſt of body and goods, to be put into the cuſtody of our conſtable 
or marſhal, until the ſaid delinquent has fined ſufficiently for his 
offence to the ſaid conſtable or mareſchal. 

ALso, that no perſon of what ſtate, dignity ſoever, ſhall preſume 
to quarter himſelf, it being our will that, in all matters reſpecting 
quarters, all perſons ſhould obey our quarter maſter general as our- 
ſelves, under pain of arreſt of body and goods; we alſo direct under 
the aforeſaid penalties, that no one having his quarters aſſigned him 

as above directed, ſhall quit the ſaid quarters v1 the ſpecial 
Hes of his captain or maſter. | 

 ALs0 ſhould it happen that any one ſhould find any victuals, 


either in or — his ee it is our will that the ſaid finder 
mould 
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mould decently enjoy the ſaid victuals, by uſing it moderately, and 


if any ſhould remain, he ſhould beſtow the ſame on others ſtanding 


in need thereof, without any abuſe or deſtruction whatſoever, under 


pain of arreſt of body and forfeiture of his horſes, or horſe if he 


ſhall have only one, and alſo of his arms, untill he ſhall have fined 


ſufficiently to the conſtable or mareſchal. 

W- alſo prohibit any one, of what ſtate, condition or dignity he 
may be, to preſume to diſpute about his quarters, or thoſe of his 
followers, or to dare to make any combination or aſſembly of his 


people, in order to cauſe any diſpute within his quarters, or thoſe 


of any other perſon, under pain of arreſt of body during our 
pleaſure, and of his horſes and arms, untill he ſhall have fined 
to the conſtable and mareſchal for his offence; and if the 
delinquent ſhall be a boy or youth, he ſhall be puniſhed by the 
cutting off his left ear; and if the offence ſhall be greater, the 
offender ſhall be more ſeverely puniſhed at the diſcretion of the 
conſtable and mareſchal. | 

Wr moreover prohibit any one either within or out of his quar- 
ters, to begin any diſturbance with any perſon, on account of 
any injury, grudge, or quarrel, paſt or future, by which diſpute, the 
death of either party may be cauſed or happen, under penalty of for- 


feiture of body and goods; and if death ſhould really om all ſo 


offending ſhall be hanged. 


Of Priſoners. 


BEecAauss in battles and other warlike actions, priſoners are fre- 
quently taken, and through fear of the enemy rallying, the captor 
cannot ſometimes attend to the care of his priſoner ; we have thought 
it proper to lay down a certain rule in writing, whereby we declare, 
that he to whom the priſoner has ſurrendered, ſhall have the ſaid 
priſoner, although he ſhall not have been able to ſuperintend the 


cuſtody of the ſaid priſoner to the end of the conflict, provided the 
| K 2. _ faid 
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ſaid priſoner ſhall not afterwards be found defending himſelf in the 
lame engagement : alſo, if any one ſhall beat down his enemy to 
the ground, and another ſhall take his ſurrender, the priſoner ſo 
taken, ſhall be the joint-property of both, and the perſon to whom 
he ſurrendered ſhall have the keeping of the ſaid priſoner, giving 
ſufficient ſecurity to his partner, for his part of the ranſom of the 
before- named priſoner : alſo, when a priſoner is taken, and another 
perſon coming up and demanding a part, a part ſhall be granted to 
him, with the conſent of the captor; but if by chance the party de- 
manding a ſhare, ſhall threaten he will otherwiſe kill the priſoner, 
he ſhall have no part in the ſaid priſoner, although a part ſhould 
have before been granted him; and if he ſhould actually kill the 
aforeſaid priſoner, he ſhall be arreſted by the conſtable and mareſ- 
chal,and remain in priſon till he ſhall have fined to the party aggrieved 
at the diſcretion of our conſtable and mareſchal of our army. 

Wx alſo direct, that as ſoon as a priſoner is taken, the taker of 
the ſaid ptiſoner ſhall bring him to our army, and preſent him 
without delay to his captain or maſter, under penalty of loſing the 
ſaid priſoner, to be adjudged to his immediate maſter ; and if the 
priſoner ſo taken ſhall be his ſuperior in one part of the army, and 
ſhall have from his ſovereign permiſſion to diſplay his ſtandard; or 
if the priſoner ſhall be of the blood royal, a duke, a marquis, earl, 
or chief captain, then the ſaid captive, he be whom he may, ſhall be 
the priſoner of the chief captain of that part of our ſaid army, un- 
leſs the taxer of ſuch priſoner ſhall be his equal, or ſuperior in arms 
or dignity, or ſuch baron or notable ſoldier, who ſhall have before 
diſplayed his banner ; the chief captain in that caſe, ſhall agree with 
the taker, giving him a ſufficient reward for the captive. 

Wx alſo will, that the captain or maſter, receiving a priſoner from 
his lanceman or archer as is aforeſaid, ſhall within eight days, faithfully 
preſent him to us, our principal captain or conſtable, or the mareſchal 
of our army, under penalty of loſing ſuch part of the ſaid priſoner, 


he would otherwiſe have been entitled to, wh ich part we give to any one 
noti- 
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notifying to us, the conſtable or mareſchal of our army, the ſecret- 

ing of ſuch priſoner; we farther ordain, that no one ſhall preſume 

to ſuffer their priſoner to ſtraggle about, or go at large, or ride 

| about at his liberty, or to remain unguarded in his quarters, under 

| penalty of the loſs of the ſaid priſoner; but one third part of the - 
ranſom of the priſoner ſo negligently guarded, to be reſerved to the 
captain or maſter of the captor, provided the ſaid captain or maſter 
ſhall not be chargeable with any part of the ſaid neglect; the other 
part of the aforeſaid ranſom we adjudge to the accuſer : we alſo 
aſſign to the conſtable and mareſchal of our army, the third

of the laſt ſtatute : we alſo ordain, that no one fhall dare to ſell his 

| priſoner, or to take ranſom for him, without the licence of his cap- 
tain, indented with us, under hand and ſeal for the expedition, 
under penalty of loſing ſuch priſoner, to be adjudged to the faid. 
captain, and arreſt of the perſon ſo offending : we moreover will, 
that the purchaſers ſhall be * with the loſs of their priſoners

Of Thirds. 

Tux ſoldiers of every captain, all armed ſhield-bearers and archers 
whatſoever, are bound to pay to their captain, or immediate maſter, 
without fraud, of what ſtate or condition, or dignity ſoever, one 
third part of their acquiſitions made by war, under penalty of loſing 
the whole of the principal ſum ſo gotten, and arreſt of body, untill 
he ſhall fined with his aforeſaid maſter. 
Ir is alſo our pleaſure, that all perſons with us in our army, 


whether ſerving under our ſtandard, or following the army, although 
they 
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they do not receive wages from us or our kingdom, ſuch as phy- 
ſicians, merchants, barbers, and many like, ſhall be bound to pay 


to us, or the principal captain of our army, one third of the goods 
obtained by them in the war, ſuch as priſoners, and other moveables 


acquired in like manner. 


Againſt Plundering. * 


Wr farther ordain, that none under pain of death, ſhall dare 
to rob or ſpoil any merchant or merchants, or preſume to take 
away from them, any goods, eſpecially victuals; the ſame we direct 
to be obſerved towards phyſicians and barbers; nor ſhall any ſoldier 
dare to ſpoil any proviſions or forage whatſoever bought by them, 
or acquired by any juſt manner, under pain of death ; and we pro- 
hibit any ſoldier, or other, of what ſtate or degree whatſoever, to 
preſume to ſteal, ſpoil, or carry away from another, any goods, that 
he by his juſt labours may have acquired from the enemy; ſuch as 
victuals, hay, ſtraw, oats, wheat, wine, oil or the like, under pain 
of arreſt of the body of the delinquent, to be puniſhed at our will. 


Of Afſaults. 


Wx alſo ordain, that no aſſault ſhall be made againſt any caſtle 
or fortreſs whatſoever, by archers, or other common ſoldiers, with- 
out the preſence of ſome captain eſpecially appointed to the ſame, 
under pain of impriſonment ; and in fact, if any ſuch premiſed aſ- 
fault is made, and a publick prohibitory proclamation has been 
iſſued by us, or the principal captain, or conſtable, or mareſchal of 
our army, thoſe diſobeying ſhall be puniſhed with impriſonment, 
and loſs of goods there acquired. 


Of ſafe ConduF, 


Nox ſhall any of our inferior captains, the general of our army only 


excepted, preſume to give licence to any enemy or priſoners tocomeinto 
our 
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our army, or paſs through, or leave it, without our ſpecial licence, 


and with our ſafe conduct, or that of the conſtable of our army, if his 


commiſſion extend ſo far, under pain of forfeiture of body and goods: 


we alſo prohibit any one, of what ſtate, degree, condition, or dignity 
ſoever, to preſume to give or grant ſafe conduct to any one by his 
own authority, either under his proper ſeal or that of another, our 


conſtable only excepted, if he has received ſuch powers from us : 
alſo that none dare to break, or violate in any manner, any ſafe con- 


duct granted by us or our conſtable as aforeſaid, under pain of hang- 


ing and drawing, and confiſcation of hereditaments and goods.

Of turning out the common Whores. 


MoREoveR we order that publick and common whores, are 


by no means permitted to remain with the army, and eſpecially 


during the ſieges of towns, caſtles, or fortreſſes of any ſort, but that 


they ſhall be ſtationed together afar off from the army, at the diſtance 
of a league at leaſt, which we will alſo have obſerved in all cities, 


caſtles, and fortreſſes, taken by us or our forces, or yielded to us or 


our forces, or hereafter to be taken or yielded to us, or others in our 


name, to wit, that no one ſhall remain in the ſaid caſtle or fortrels, | 


or ſhall maintain houſe whether ſmall or great, under pain of fracture 


of the left arm of the ſaid whore, if after one admonition ſhe be found 


publickly or privately in the ſaid prohibited place. 
Tu orders of King Henry V. to the captain of Rouen, or his 
lieutenant, exhibit a ſpecimen of the garriſon regulations of that 


king; they are printed in Rymer ; (a) ſimilar orders were at the 


ſame time iſſued to thirty-ſix other captains. 


Tux king to the captain of Rouen or his lieutenant greeting: 
Whereas many captains of town and fortreſſes, and their lieutenants

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in the dutchy of Normandy, uſurp greater powers than the king has 
inveſted them with, or than is proper, oppreſſing and plundering 
his ſubjects, both of money and proviſions, and committing divers 
enormities and exceſſes, and permitting the ſame to their ſoldiers, 
ſtipendiaries and ſervants ; wherefore, the following articles are laid 
down, ſpecifying in what manner they are to regulate themſelves, 
under the penalties therein named, or others at his pleaſure. 

ALL ſoldiers and ſtipendiaries to obey the captain, and to attend 
to every thing that may conduce to the ſafety of the garriſon ; and 
the ſaid captain and his officers minutely to attend, both day and 
night, the gates, ſally-ports, ditches, walls, and watches of the ſaid 
place; and to puniſh all delinquents reſpecting theſe or other tranſ- 
greſſions, abſtaining from all exactions under pretence of neglect of 
the night-watches, or any other colour. 

Tus captain to have the determination of all diſputes between 
the garriſon, reſpecting booty ariſing from excurſions made by the 
ſaid garriſon. 

THrarT both the captain and his ſoldiers, Kc. be in all things 
humbly obedient and aſſiſting to the king's lieutenant for Normandy, 
chancellor, treaſurer, ſeneſchall, bailiff, &c. and other his officers, 
aſſiſting him with their arms, if duly required. 

No impoſitions, exactions, &c. to be made by himſelf or bis 
ſoldiers, or the inhabitants of any town, village, pariſh, &c. either in 
taking grain or cattle, as they will anſwer to the ſaid king and his 
ſubjects. | | | 

- ITEM ; becauſe ſome of the ſoldiers of the king 8 garriſons and 
their followers, and ſervants, neither fearing God, nor reverencing 
men, keep, as the king is informed; women in concubinage, and 
what is worſe, in adultery, or other unlawful connections, and not 
having means of obtaining their voluptuous allurements, (which 
require and demand an immoderate expence) they rob and plunder 
his faithful ſubjects, thereby provoking the divine wrath, and caufing 


great danger and prejudice to the government and ſubjetts ; 
| HE 
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HE therefore directs, that no ſoldier, ſtipendiary, &c. be permitted 
to keep a woman in concubinage, nor to have any prohibited or 
illicit connexion. with one; and if any one 1s found offending in 
theſe matters, all favor being ſet aſide, he be impriſoned for a month 
at leaſt, or longer, according to the nature of his offence; for which 
month, or other time of impriſonment, he ſhall loſe his wages, nor 
be releaſed from priſon, until he ſhall have given reaſonable ſecurity, 
under a penalty by the ſaid captain to be fixed, that he ſhall live and 
converſe well and honeſtly for the future. | 

AND to the end, that neither captain, ſoldier, nor nipendiary, may 
in future plead ignorance of theſe matters, the king has ſent certain 
incloſed articles, which according to their tenor and form, he would 
have obſerved, and beſides, ordered to be publickly proclaimed ; 
further directing and commanding, under pain of his indignation, 
that his captains and lieutenants to whom it is directed, do attend to 
the premiſes, and that they do not by any means, uſurpor encroach on 
the ordinary juriſdiction belonging to his bayliffs and other juſtices. 
Signed: given at our caſtle of Rouen, 25th day of April, 1421. In 
the next month, the following (b) commiſſion of enquiry was iſſued 
by the king to Sir John Radcliff, Knight, giving him power and 
authority to enter and viſit, all and every of his towns, caſtles and

And particularly to enquire reſpecting extortions, pillagings, 
robberies, impoſitions, (e) appaticiſements, and other undue actions, 
by them as it is ſaid, done, and perpetrated ; and whether the 
ſaid captains, &c. &c. have done, or attempted any thing, 
contrary to the king's admonitions, prohibitions, ordonnances, and 
mandates, fo repeatedly directed to them; and alſo, many times 
proclaimed by the bailiffs. 

And what juriſdiction or authority in criminal caſes; and alſo in 
tranſgreſſions by their ſoldiers or others, they have exerciſed con- 
trary to our ordonnances, or more than they are legally entitled to 
do; and all things reſpecting the king's advantage and honour, for 
the preſervation of theſe places; or concerning the king's mags 
ſubjects in any manner. 

Also, of all attempts offered and improperly perpetrated, and 
the ſteps taken for amending, correcting, and reforming ſuch abuſes, 
or cauſing emendations, &c. to be made therein, puniſhing and 


impriſoning the attemptors, delinquents, and thoſe who ſhall diſ- 
| obey and neglect theſe ordonnances, edicts, &c. of what ſtate and 


condition ſoever, without favor, as the cauſe ſhall require, or as 
directed in the ſaid ordonnances. 

ALL things neceſſary reſpecting theſe orders to be attended to, 
although they ſhould require a more eſpecial mandate, to which all 
are commanded to be attentive; and all and every of the king's 
captains, and other liege ſubjects, whom theſe preſents may

FoRASMUCH as the due obſervation of lawes a good orders is 
a thinge moſt neceſſarie, as well in time of warre as off peace, beeinge 
y* kings majeſtie our moſt dread ſouveraigne Lorde Henry the 
eight, by the grace of God kinge of England, France and Ireland, 
defender of the faith, and of the church of England, and alſo of 
Ireland, in earth the ſupreme head, provoked by the manifold injuries 
committed by the Frenche kinge, both in his confederation with 
the Turke, and by his private diſpleaſures and wronges done to his 
highnes, againſt the common weale of Chriſtendome, to invade the 
realme of France this ſomer in his moſt royall pſon, his majeſtie 
mindinge due order to be obſerved and kepte amonges all ſortes of

towardes his highnes, will embrace and obey the ſame accordingly. 

I. FyRsT, that all manner of men, of the ſame armie, of what 
nation, eſtate or condition ſoever they bee, bee obeiſant to the 
ſayde heutenant general, upon peyne of drawing, hanginge and 
quarteringe, or other puniſhment, at the diſcretion of the lieutenant. 
And alſoe, that every man aforeſayd, the lord lieutenant only 
except, bee obeyſant unto the marſhall of the armie, for the tyme 
beeing, upon ſuch paynes as ſhall bee limited by the lieutenant ; 
and alſo that every of them obey and dulie keepe all ſuch procla- 
mations, ordinances and ſtatutes as now bee, and hereafter ſhall bee, 
on the behalf of our ſayd ſouveraigne lord, made and proclaimed, 
upon the paynes within the ſayde proclamations, ordinances and 
ſtatutes, or anie of them comprehended.

| In an army the council of war is always to meet at the general's 
quarters or tent, and none are to be called to it, but the lieutenant 
generals, the major generals, the brigadiers and the colonels or 
commanders of bodies, when the matters concern their regiments. 
PRIVATE councils of war or courts martial in a garriſon. are 
either held at the governor's houſe, at the main guard, or where the 
' governor orders; in a camp at the colonel's tent, who cauſes notice 
to be given to the captains to be preſent. \ "8b 
Wuen all are met, the governour or colonel, or he who i is to ſit 
as preſident, takes his place at the head of the table, the captains 
fit about according to their ſeniority, (that is to ſay) the firſt cap- 
tain on the right hand of him that preſides, the ſecond on the left 
and ſo of the reſt.

Ix the council of war, or court martial be held to judge a cri- 
minal, the preſident and captains having taken their places, and the 
priſoner being brought before them, and the informations read, the 

preſident interrogates the priſoner about all the facts, whereof he 
is accuſed; and having heard his defence, and the proof made or 
alledged againſt him, he is ordered to withdraw, being remitted to 
the care of the marſhal or jaylor; then every one judges according 
to his conſcience, and the ordinances or articles of war. The ſen- 
tence is framed according to the plurality of votes, and the criminal 
being brought in again, the ſentence is pronounced to him in the 
name of the councel of war, or court martial. 

WHEN a criminal is condemned to any puniſhment, the provoſt 
martial cauſes the ſentence to be put in execution: and if it be a 
publick puniſhment, the regiment ought to be drawn together to 
ſee it, that thereby the ſoldiers may be deterred from offend- 
ing. Before a ſoldier be puniſhed for any infamous crime, he 1s to 
be publickly * from his arms, and his coat ſtript over his 
ears. 

A COUNCEL of war, or court martial, is to conſiſt of ſeven at leaſt 
with the preſident, when ſo many officers can be brought together; 
and if it ſo happen that there be not captains enough to make up 
that number, the inferiour officers may be called in.

Ap it is hereby further enacted and declared, that no court- 
martial which ſhall have power to inflict any puniſhment by virtue of 
this act for the offences aforeſaid, ſhall conſiſt of fewer than thirteen, 
whereof none to be under the degree of captains ; provided always, 
that no field officer be tryed by other then field-officers ; and that 
ſuch court-martial ſhall have power and authority to adminiſter an 
oath to any. witneſs, in order to the examination or tryal of the 
offences aforeſaid. Ds | 

- PRoviDED always, that nothing in this aft contained ſhall er- | 
tend, or be conſtrued to exempt any officer or ſoldier whatſoever 

from the ordinary proceſs of law. | 

- PRoviIDED always, that this act, or any thing therein contained 
mal not extend, or be any ways conſtrued to extend to, © or concern 
any of the militia forces of this kingdom. . 

PROvID ED alſo, that this act ſhall continue dt be in force 
until the ſaid tenth day of November, in the ſaid year of our Lord 
one thouſand fix hundred eighty-nine, and no longer. 

.-ProviDED always, and be it enacted, that in all tryals of ofa 
fenders: by courts-martial, to be held by virtue of this act, where 
the offence may be puniſhed by death ; every officer preſent at ſach 
tryal, before any proceeding - be had: thereupon, ſhall take an oath 
upon the Evangeliſts before the court (and the judge- advocate or 
7126 - his 
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his deputy ſhall, and are hereby reſpectively authorized to admi- 
niſter the ſame) in theſe words, that is to ſay; _ 

You ſhall well and truly try and determine according to your 
evidence the matter now before you, between our ſovereign. lord 
and lady, the king and queen's majeſties, and the priſoner to be 
tryed, So help you God. 

Ang: no ſentence of death ſhall be given againſt any offender i in 
ſuch caſe, by any court-martial, unleſs nine of thirteen officers 
preſent ſhall concur therein; and if there be a greater number 
of officers preſent, then the judgment ſhall paſs by the concurrence 
of the greater part of them ſo ſworn, and not otherwiſe; and no 
proceedings, tryal, or ſentence of death ſhall be had or given againſt 
any offender but between the hours of eight in the morning and 
one in the afternoon. / ; 

THis act ſeems to have been paſſed in a hurry, merely to give 
ſome kind of law to the army, which, as we learn from diverſe re- 
lations, was then in a very unſettled ſtate, having large arrears of 
pay due to them, and being conſequently under little or no diſ- 
cipline; by gradual additions, to the articles of war, and the muti- 
ny act, they have grown to their preſent ſize, and yet in many 
parts, require explanation and amendment, being in diverſe inſtances 
vague and diſputable; the act on which I found this n 
that of the year 1785. 

ONE material deficiency in that part of the act which concerns 
the quartering of officers and ſoldiers is, chat it does not aſcertain 
what kind of accommodation is to be given to the former; for 
want of any diſcrimination, it has of late been aſſerted, that 
no diſtinctionꝰwas required or intended by law to be made between 
the quarters of an officer and a private ſoldier; it would there. 
fore prevent all diſputes on that ſubject, if it were directed, that 
every commiſſion officer ſnould have ſuch kind of lodging, bedding 
and furniture, as would be proper for a gueſt of the rank of a 
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pentleman, of which the chief magiſtrate of the place ſhould be 
the judge; and that no more than one officer ſhould be put in a 
bed, and no more than two, and thoſe under the rank of a captain, 
in one room: in the article directing the application of the pe- 
nalty levied an publicans, for refuſing to provide quarters and 
the neceſſaries directed by the act, ſatisfaction for the expence 
ariſing to the party from want of quarters, is confined to the 
ſoldier only, altho' a ſubaltern having no other income than his pay, 
is perhaps, particularly after a long march, as little able to pay 
for a lodging as a private ſoldier. 

Tun great difficulty (a) found by moſt rephmients in pro-- 
curing an hoſpital for their ſick, renders a clauſe in the mutiny 
act for that purpoſe much wanted; it would be a very conſiderable 
benefit to the ſervice, if the magiſtrates of every diſtrict wherein 
troops ſhould be quartered, were obliged to provide a convenient 
barn, ſtable, or other building, at a reaſonable rent; for want of 
ſome ſuch regulation, the moſt exorbitant demands are uſually 
made for the moſt wretched hovels, though the ſlender allowance 
to a regimental ſurgeon enables him to afford very little, par- 
ticularly where the regiment is in ſcattered quarters, as in that caſe, 
he muſt have two or more hoſpitals; the conſequence 1s, that many a 
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(a) ALL theſe, with many more inconveniences, might be obviated by the erection of 
barracks, at the expence of the perſons liable to have ſoldiers quartered on them, an ex- 
pedient, which it is eredibly reported, has been offered more than once; nothing can be 
more ill- founded, than the ſuppoſition, that barracks would divide the ſoldier from the 
citizen ; the real conſequence would be, the uniting them in the bonds of friendſhip ; at 
77: "hy the ſoldier and the landlord, or publican, having oppoſite intereſts, live in a ſtate of 
_ inveterate enmity, and the contempt and inſult the ſmall pay of the military ſubjects them 

to from the canaille of every ſort, tends to make them in general at variance with the 
citizens; but, if the troops were lodged in barracks, the chief cauſes of diſagreement would 
ceaſe, and the ſoldiery would be conſidered as a benefit, inſtead of a burthen on the country 
wherein they were ſtationed ; z the men would beſides be happier, more moral, and better 
diſciplined.

ſaved; in villages, pariſh officers might be obliged to take fick 
ſoldiers into the pariſh poor-houſes, aſſigning them one or more 
rooms according to their numbers. 

As it ſometimes happens, that in bad or croſs-roads, waggons 
break down, and the foldiers of the baggage-guard, are pre- 
vented from arriving at their deſtined quarters by the time limited 
in their route, which is thereby rendered void, and of no effect; 


ſome precautions ſhould be taken againſt ſuch accidents, and the 


commanding officer in that caſe expreſsly authoriſed to oblige the 
conſtable of the diſtrict where it happens, to impreſs freſh car- 


riages. 
A SEVERE penalty ſhould alſo be laid on any farmer or his 
driver, who ſhould give in a falſe weight of his waggon, a fraud 
conſtantly attempted, and often practiſed on the troops ; the weigh- 
ing of each waggon before loaded, being attended with much 


trouble and delay. 


ALTHOUGH the duty of a ſoldier to labour in dialing of for- 


tifications and other military works, without any additional pay, 
if ordered ſo to do by his officers, is implyed in the vth article 


of the 2d ſection of the articles of war, which ſection, with the 


vith is directed to be read to all recruits at the time of their en- 
liſting; yet, a contrary opinion has long ſubſiſted among the ſol- 
diers in general; wherefore, if a clauſe was inſerted in the 
bath of fidelity, ſimilar to that in the ordinances of war, enacted 
by the earl of Northumberland, it might prevent much uneaſineſs, 


and if done ſome time ago, would probably have ſaved the lives of 


ſeveral ſoldiers ſhot for mutiny on that ſubject. (b) | 
Tux right of a ſoldier to appeal from the ſentence of a regi- 
mental to a general court-martial, is now pretty univerſally denied, 
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(b) „ To watch and ward, and work in the fervice. - 
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life is loſt, which, with proper accommodation might have been 
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yet an idea of that right is ſtill ſtrongly rooted in the opinions of 
many old ſoldiers :* it would be much better if this matter was 
-poſitively aſcertained. and declared; the following words in the 
tenth article of the act of parliament, rather appearing to imply 
the legality of ſuch appeal; provided always, and be it hereby 
declared and enacted, that no officer or ſoldier, being acquitted of 
'any offence, ſhall be liable to be tried a ſecond time, by the ſame, 


or any other court-martial, for the ſame offence,. unleſs in the 


' caſe of an appeal from a regimental to a general court- martial.“ 

* Taz authority exerciſed by the naval officers over the land- 
-forces, when embarked on board the king's ſhips, either for ſervice, 
or to be tranſported to foreign garriſons, requires ſome regulation; 
as the law is now ſuppoſed to ſtand, a ſoldier finds himſelf ſubjected 
'to two different codes; namely, the military articles of war, and 
thoſe of the navy ; whereas at his enliſting, he' was informed, he 
thereby became liable to the former only, and that he could nat 
be puniſhed otherwiſe than by the ſentence of a court- martial; 
but, according to the naval diſcipline, the captain, or in his abſence, 
the commanding officer of the veſſel, may, by his own authority, 
order any one on board his ſhip, as many dozen laſhes as he 
thinks proper, by dividing the offence into fo many different 
heads; reſpecting which, he is both accuſer and judge: although 
the nature of the ſervice, the character of the people to be 
governed, with diverſe other conſiderations, require ſummary pro-

Tur priſoner being thus proved amenable to the court, the 
names of the members are read to him, that he may challenge

ſupport of the proſecution. The proſecution being cloſed, the pri- 
ſoner is put upon his defence, and where many evidences have been 
examined, or the charge contains many articles, is frequently in- 
dulged with a day to prepare it, the court adjourning for that time. 

Tux court having met, the priſoner ſtates his defence, and calls

ALL the evidence for the W muſt be talks down by the 
judge- advocate, with the ſame care and precautions as were obſerved 
in the depoſitions ſupporting the proſecution. 

Tux defence being cloſed, the judge-advocate collects the opi- 
nions of the members, whether the priſoner is guilty or not guilty, 
beginning with the youngeſt, the majority conſtituting the opinion 
of the court. 

IF the priſoner is found guilty, the next conſideration is, what 
puniſhment he ſhall receive, it being a maxim that when a priſoner 
is found guilty, ſome puniſhment muſt be allotted. For this pur- 

pole the court conſiders under what article or articles of war, the 
offence or offences immediately fall, many having ſpecific puniſh- 

ments allotted unto them, ſuch as ſcandalous and infamous beha- 
viour, breaking an arreſt, &c. if under theſe, the puniſhment 1s 
already ſettled by his majeſty ; but if the crime is adjudged to come 

under any article where the court have a diſcretionary power of 
puniſhment, the judge-advocate collects the opinions, begin- 
ning as before with the youngeſt member, and takes down the 
deciſion of the majority, as the opinion of the court; obſerving that 

in a ſentence of death, there muſt be at leaſt the concurrence of 
two thirds of the members. | 

In caſes of corporal puniſhment, it is doubted hee thoſe 
members who have voted the priſoner not guilty, can with pro- 
priety afterwards vote as to the number of laſhes he is to receive, as 
it ſeems prima facie aſſigning puniſhment to an innocent man ; but 
to this it is anſwered, that by voting for a very ſmall number of 
laſhes, they may effectually operate towards mitigating a ſentence, 
that by their preceding opinions they muſt eſteem unjuſt.

Tux ancient mode of quartering our troops, may in a great 
meaſure be gathered” from the ordinances of war, and ſeems to 
have differed very little from that now in uſe, except that they 
were indiſcriminately quartered on all houſeholders, as was 'prac- 
tiſed in England ſo late as the rebellion in the year 1745. 

Tux king, or ſome officer authoriſed by him, having directed

In the gth of Richard II. anno 1385, an order was ſent from 
the king and council to all mayors, &c. reciting, that having re- 
tained William Drayton and Hugh Spenſer, with a certain number 
of men at arms and archers, to ſet out for the town of Gaunt with 
all poſſible ſpeed ; they the ſaid mayors, &c. were commanded to be 
aſſiſtant to certain ſervants appointed by the ſaid William and 
Hugh to ſecure decent and ſufficient quarters, at Dover, Sand- 
wich, and the ports adjacent, ſuch as to them ſhall ſeem moſt 
proper and convenient for obtaining victuals and neceſſarys. (d) 
Isx the 16th of the ſaid king, there is an order to the mayor of 
London, acquainting him, that his majeſty being informed, that 
Charles king of France, meditated an invaſion of this are 
he had ordered his army to aſſemble as ſoon as poſſible, 
London; and that he, being deſirous that his army and Ke 
men may be lodged in the ſaid city, and that they may be ac-. 
commodated with, victuals for their money; had directed the 
herbergers of the different leaders, to meet the marſhall at a 
ſtreet, called. the Ropery, theres: s to receive quarters from him: it 
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was alſo ordered, that no herberger to any leader ſhould quarter 
any one by his own authority, without the warrant of the marſhal, 
under pain of forfeiting his armour and harneſs. 

Tux ſoldiers were forbidden (under pain of forfeiting all they 
could forfeit) to moleſt any victualler, or to take any proviſion 
without payment. 

No one to to rob or pillage his quarters, on pain of life and 
members, and every other poſſible forfeiture. 

No victualler, armourer, or dealer in horſes, - to take greater 
prices for their goods, than before this time was uſually given, 
under pain of forfeiting the ſaid goods. Theſe ordinances were di- 
rected to be publickly proclaimed at all expedient places. A pro- 
clamation was alſo iſſued, forbidding the raiſing the prices of 
horſes, armour, &c. perſons diſobeying this order, to be arreſted 
and impriſoned till the king ſhould order their enlargement. (e) 

Ir appears that 'the great officers of ſtate attending our kings, 
had particular quarters aſſigned them and their retinue for life, as 
is inſtanced in Thomas earl of Dorſet, to whom Henry V. A.D. 
1414, the 2d year of his reign, aſſigned the town of Stratford 
Langthorn, with the pariſh of Ham, in Eſſex, for life, for the her- 
bergage of his men ſervants and horſes, whilſt attending the king at 
Weſtminſter ; inſomuch, that the king's herbergeours could not 
aſſign it to any other, nor take from thence graſs, hay, horſe, cart, 
carriages, nor other neceſſaries during his ſtay there; always pro- 
vided that the ſaid earl ſhould juſtly pay for all ſorts of hay, 
horſes, carts, &c. taken for his uſe ; in like manner, Canford and 
Pool, in Dorſetſhire, were granted for the herbergage of the earl 
of Saliſbury, whilſt attending the king in thoſe parts. (f) 

Is the year 1415, the third of King Henry V. that king 
iſſued his commiſſion to John Merſton and William Enger, di- 
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recting them to provide quarters at Plymouth and places ad- 
jacent, for John Tiptoft, Knight, ſeneſchal of the dutchy of 
Acquitaine, his men at arms, ſoldiers and their horſes, who were 
to embark from thence for the ſaid dutchy; and alſo to take and 
provide victuals and other neceſſaries for them during their ſtay, 
to be promptly paid for with the money of the ſaid John; in 
this purveyance, the fees of the church to be excepted; the 
civil magiſtrates were herein directed to be aſſiſting. (g) | 
ABourT the time of Henry VII. we meet with a regulation that 
ſomewhat reſpects quarters, this is a coat and conduct- money; 
the firſt was, as has before been obſerved, a ſpecies of clothing, 
probably for recruits; the money for which was advanced by the 
county wherein they were. raiſed, or ſach other as was directed 
by the king or his privy council; conduct-money was an .allow- 
ance for ſubſiſtence, to and from the army, according to the 
number of days the ſoldiers had to march; a day's march was 
ſometimes eſtimated at twelve and ſometimes at fifteen miles ;

ſettled at 12s. 6d. Six hundred men were, it is there ſaid, coated at that rate; the 
conduct- money was 8d. per diem, accounting twelve miles for a day's march. 

Anno 1640, conduct-money was ſettled by K. Charles I. at 8d. * diem, and a 


day's march at not leſs than fifteen miles. Sce Rymer, 
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oblige the inhabitants of the towns wherein they were quartered, 


not only to furniſh them with diet and lodging, but alſo to 


advance them their daily ſubſiſtence ; the Journals of the Houſe of 
Commons furniſh many inſtances wherein this is complained of, 

AFTER the revolution, by the mutiny aft paſſed the 23d day 
of December, anno 1689, the following laws and e 
reſpecting quarters were enatted : 

AND whereas, by the petition of right in the third of 
Charles I. it is enacted and declared, that the people of this land 
are not by the laws to be burthened with the ſojourning of ſol- 
diers againſt their wills; and by a clauſe in an act of parliament, 
made 3 1ſt of Charles II. for granting his majeſty 206,4621. 178. 3d. 
for paying and diſbanding his forces: it is declared and enacted, 
that no officers, military or civil, nor any other perſon whatſoever, 
ſhall from henceforth, preſume to place, quarter or billet, any ſoldier 
or ſoldiers, upon any ſubject or inhabitant of this realm, of any 
degree, quality, or. profeſſion whatſoever, without their conſent ; 
and that it may be lawful for any ſuch ſubject and inhabitant 
to refuſe to ſojourn or quarter any ſoldier or ſoldiers, notwith- 
ſtanding any command, order, warrant, &c. &c. But foraſmuch 
as at this preſent time there 1s a rebellion in Ireland, and a war 


in France, whereby there 1s occaſion for the marching of many 


regiments, troops, and companies in ſeveral parts of this king- 
dom towards the ſea coaſt and otherwiſe ; be it enacted, &c. that 
during the continuance of this act, and no longer, it ſhall be 
lawful for conſtables, &c. to billet officers and ſoldiers on inns, 
livery ſtables, ale-houſes, victualling-houſes, and all houſes ſelling 
brandy, ſtrong waters, ſider, or metheglin, by retail, to be drank 
in their houſes, and no other, and in no private houſes whatſoever; 
any conſtable, &c. preſuming to quarter officers or ſoldiers on 
private houſes, the owner to have his remedy at law. 

Tx officers and ſoldiers ſo quartered, to pay ſuch reaſonable 


rates as ſhall from time to time be ſettled by the juſtices at the 
n. 
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quarter-ſefſions which ſaid juſtices are required to appoint for all 
neceſſary proviſions for ſuch officers and ſoldiers, for one or more 
nights in their marching through the cities, towns, villages, &c. 
and for tlie firſt night only, in ſuch places as ſhall be appointed 


for their reſidence or quarters, provided the price ſo ſet by the 
ſaid juſtices, be within the ſubſiſtence money paid to the ſoldiers,

Ax p after the ſaid firſt night in their quarters, the owners and 
occupiers of the inns, alehouſes, and other publick-houſes as 
aforeſaid, are hereby required to furniſh ſuch officers and ſoldiers fo 
quartered and billetted as aforeſaid with dry lodgings, (i) ſtable room 
for horſes, and with fire, and water, and neceſſary utenſils to dreſs 
their meat, and not otherwiſe, without the ſaid officers or ſoldiers 
ſhall make a contract or agreement for their proviſions with the 
ſaid owners or occupiers : provided alſo, and be it enacted, that 
if any officer or. ſoldier ſhall take any money of any perſon for 
excuſing the quartering of officers or ſoldiers on any of them, in 
any houſe allowed by this act; every ſuch officer or ſoldier ſhall be 
caſhiered and made (incapable of ſerving in any military employ- 
ment whatſoever. 255 | 

In the act of 12th Anne, to take place June 5th, 1714, was the 
following clauſe : provided alſo, and it is hereby enacted,

(i) Grear diſputes have at all times ariſen, between the officers and landlords of the 
houſes wherein they are billeted, reſpecting the quality of the room to be furniſhed for 
them: an opinion has long prevailed in the army, that the ſuperior” commiſſion officer 
quartered in' any publick-houſe, has a right to the ſecond beft apartment in the houſe ; 
this we find affirmed by Edward Davis, who wrote in the year 1619; his words are; 
e note, that a ſouldier in garriſon being furried in a houſe, is allowed the beſt bed and 
chamber, ſave one, faire ſheetes, boardclothes, plates, napkins, towels, dreſſing of his 
«© meate. ſervice at the table, oil, vinegar, muſtard, candle-light, fire, &c, 
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that nothing in this act contained ſhall be conſtrued to extend to 


compel the quartering of any officer or ſoldier of the regiments of 


foot within that part of Great Britain, called England, the do- 
minion of Wales, and town of Berwick upon Tweed, unleſs it be 


within ten miles of the pallace or place of her majeſty's uſual re- 


ſidence, or within ten miles of the place where her majeſty ſhall be 
preſent, or in ſome garriſon or garriſons where ſufficient barracks 
are not provided for them; and unleſs it be in the marches of 
ſuch officers and ſouldiers: and that in ſuch marches, no perſon 
ſhall be obliged to quarter them more than ſix days at a time; 
any thing in this act to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

OFFICERS, &c. were to be quartered in Scotland, as by the 
laws in force there at the unian. 

Tu preſent mode of quartering our troops is ern to the 
form following: 

WukN a regiment is to change its quarters, an order, ſtiled a 
route, is ſent from the ſecretary of war or his deputy, ſignifying, 
that it is his majeſty's pleaſure, that the — regiment ſhall 
march from its preſent quarters on a day ſpecified, to the place or 
places deſtined, there to be quartered, and to remain till further or- 
ders: Routes are either particular or diſcretionary ; in the firſt, the 
number of diviſions in which the regiment is to march, the places 
through which they are to paſs, and where they are to reſt, 
with the days and places at which they are to halt on their 
way, are all ſpecified in the margin; a diſcretionary route ſim- 
ply directs the corps to march from its preſent quarters to 
thoſe deſtined for it, in ſuch diviſions, and by ſuch routes, 
as ſhall be found ſhorteſt and moſt convenient, halting as 
there ſhall be occaſion, or as is more frequent, on Sundays and 
Thurſdays ; both routes contain an order for all civil magiſtrates 
to be aſſiſting in impreſſing carriages, and providing quarters, as 
is by the act of parliament directed: the power of granting routes, 
is confined to the commander in chief, the maſter-general, and 
lieutenant more! of the Aaanemce, or the king, ſignified by the 

ſecre- 
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ſecretary of war: the difference of the routes abovementioned are 
very material; for, ſhould any accident delay or prevent the corps 
arriving at the place directed in the firſt at the day therein directed, 
the remainder of the route would be made void, and the magiſ- 
trates not authoriſed to furniſh quarters or carriages. | 

O the receipt of the route, ſeveral copies atteſted by the com- 
manding-officer, the quarter-maſter or adjutant are made out, 
and the original, or one of them, is ſhewn to the chief magiſtrate 
or neighbouring juſtice ; who, thereupon grants his warrant to the 
conſtable, to impreſs as many carriages as are required to carry 
the regimental baggage, which he, under the penalty of forty 
and not leſs than twenty ſhillings, is obliged to execute: the 
hire of theſe carriages 1s to be paid into the hands of the con- 
ſtable at the following rates; for a waggon with five horſes, one 
ſhilling per mile; and a cart with four horſes, nine-pence per 
mile; the firſt, to carry thirty hundred, and the ſecond in pro- 
portion, the over-weight (if any) to be paid for ; the common price 
for a day's march, is one ſhilling per hundred: officers are forbid- 
den to take the waggon further than it can return in the ſame 
day; to force the waggoner to carry their women, children, ſer- 
vants, any other than the ſick or lame ſoldiers, or to beat or abuſe 
the driver ; the treaſurer of the county to pay the perſons to-whom 
the carriages belong ſuch additional ſums as the juſtices at the 
quarter ſeſſions ſhall direct. | 

In caſe the waggon ſhould break down on the march, or the 
horſes become unable to draw it, it has been the cuſtom to 
demand other waggons of the conſtable of the place where the 
accident happens, and even without a conſtable to impreſs wag- 
gons or horſes, as the caſe required. | 

THe carriages being provided, which is commonly done the day 
before the march, the quarter-maſter or ſome other commiſſioned 
ar non-commiſſion officer goes forward with the route to the firſt 


ſtage or day's march, to e billets; for which ben he applies 
or 
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for them with a copy of the route, to the chief-magiſtrate, as well 
as far carriages for the next day's march; the billets being made 
out, the conſtable meets the regiment in the place where they. draw 
up, and delivers them their billets ; before the regiment quits theſe 
quarters, it is the duty of the commanding officer to ſee that all the 
landlords are paid according to the rates laid down in the mutiny 
act; theſe are, for a commiſſion officer of horſe, under the degree 
of a captain, for his, diet and ſmall beer, 2s. per diem, for that of 
an officer of dragoons of the ſame rank, or one of foot, 1s. each, 
and for their horſes for their hay and ſtraw, 6d. per diem each, 
for the diet and ſmall beer of a non-commiſſion officer or private 
trooper or dragoon, 6d. per diem, and 6d. per diem for the hay 
and ſtraw for their horſes; for every non-commiſſion officer or 
private foot ſoldier, 4d. 
Tux common method practiſed by the publicans, is to give the 
ſoldiers their dinner and ſmall beer gratis, to avoid further trouble. 
THresE forms are repeated at every day's march. On the arrival 
of the regiment at its quarters, the commanding officer ſends a drum 
and ſerjeant round the quarters, to give public notice to the publi- 
cans not to credit the ſoldiers for above two days diet, they being 
paid twice a week, ſhould this be neglected, the commanding officer 
is liable by the articles of war, to pay all the ſoldiers debts, this is 
called crying down credit. | 
Two or three days after the arrival of the regiment in their 
quarters, a liſt, called a comptroll of quarters, is given to the con- 
ſtable, to enable him to correct any error made in diſtributing the 
men, at the firſt billetting. | | 
For the ſums above mentioned the publicans may at their 
option either board the non-commiſſion officers and ſoldiers, or 
find them fire, candle, vinegar, ſalt, and five pints of either ſmall 
beer or cyder, with utenſils for dreſſing their victuals gratis; of 
this they are to give notice ; but recruiting parties and the recruits 
by them raiſed, or troops on a march, they are obliged to board, 
Taz commanding officer may, for the benefit of the ſervice, ex- 
| change 
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change one man for another at any of the quarters in the ſame 
place; which man ſo exchanged, the conſtable is obliged to billet. 

Any officer taking, or ſuffering any one to take money to excuſe 

quartering ſoldiers in any houſe liable by the act, is to be caſhiered 
and rendered incapable of holding any military employment. No 
juſtice holding a military office, can be concerned in billeting ſol- 
diers. | 

Nor E, the houſes ſubject to the quartering of ſoldiers, are, livery 
ſtables, alehouſes, victuallers, and the houſes of perſons ſelling, 
wine by retail, to be drunk in their own houſes, or places there- 
unto belonging, except tavern keepers being freemen of the company 
of vinteners in London, admitted before the year 1757, or ſuch as 
have, and ſhall be afterwards admitted in right of patrimony or 

apprenticeſhip. | 

THE military rewards of ancient times were generally donations 
of land, according to the rank of the perſon to be rewarded ; the 
eſtates ſo granted were held by military ſervices : William the 
Conqueror, ſoon after his acceſſion to the crown, was extremely 
profuſe in his grants of lordſhips and manors to moſt of his 
Norman followers, dividing among them great part of the poſ- 
ſeſſions of thoſe Engliſh Barney who had ſided with Harold 
againſt him. 

Tre unſettled and mation reigns ot many of the ſucceeding 
kings, with the broils between them and their barons, both fur- 
niſhed employment for ſoldiers, and a ſufficient number of for- 
feitures wherewith amply to gratify them. 3 

In proceſs of time, as the value of lands became better known, 
and government more ſettled, military rewards of lands were nei 
ther ſo great nor common, but then they were eked out by honors. 
ſuch as being made a banneret, or having additions to their 
armorial bearings; a matter in thoſe days of no ſmall eſtimation ;: 
and although the long and bloody diſpute between the houſes: of- 


York and Lancaſter, cauſed many of the great eſtates of this king- 
| | dom 
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dom frequently to change their proprietors, yet the guerdons of 


that time ſeem to have been either annuities, or preſents of ſmall 
ſums of money. | 

| In the reign of King Edward Iv. we find two grants to private 
ſoldiers for their good behaviour and ſufferings; the firſt, one 
John Sclatter, to whom that king granted an annuity of four 
marks for the loſs of his hand at the battle of Wakefield, payable 
out of the rent of a mill, called Lownes Mill; the other to Rauf 
Veſtynden, of an annuity of ten pounds per annum, by letters 
patent under the great ſeal, till rewarded with an office, for the 
good and agreeable ſervice which he did unto us, (ſays the patent) 
in berying and holdyng of our ſtandard of the black bull, at the 
batayl of Sherborne, in Elmett. (k) | 

By the ſtatute of the 43d of Queen Elizabeth, the majority of 
the juſtices of the peace in their Eaſter ſeſſions had power to charge 
every pariſh toward a weekly relief of maimed ſoldiers and mariners, 
ſo that no pariſh paid weekly above ten-pence, nor under two- 
pence ; nor any county, which conſiſted of above fifty pariſhes, 
to pay above 6d. one pariſh with another; which ſums ſo taxed, 


were to be aſſeſſed in every pariſh by the pariſhioners, or (in default) 


by the church-wardens and conſtables, or (in their default) by the 
next juſtice or juſtices of peace. 

Taz conſtables and church-wardens of every pariſh, had power 
to levy the tax of every perſon refuſing to pay it, by diſtreſs and 
fale; and (on their default) the ſaid e or Juſtices next ad- 


joining. | 

THe tax being thus levied, the conſtables and church-wardens 
to deliver it quarterly, (ten days before every quarter-ſefſion) to 
the high-conſtable of their diviſion, who were to deliver it over to 


the treaſurers of the county at the ſame quarter-ſeſlions.

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Tur treaſurers to be ſubſidy-men, viz. of rol. in land, or 
fifteen pounds in goods, and not to continue in their office above 
one year, rendering up their accounts yearly at Eaſter ſeſſions, or 


within ten days after to their ſucceſſors. 
Tu officer, his executors, &c. that fails in payment of the 


ſams levied, to forfeit, viz. the church-wardens or conſtables,

Tu treaſurer, (or his executor, &c.) that had been negligent

Taz maimed ſoldier or mariner who was preſt, to repair, (if 

he was able to travel) to the treaſurer of the county where he 


was preſt ; if he were not preſt, then to the treaſurer of the county 


where he was born, or where he laſt dwelt by the ſpace of three 
years, at his election; but if he was not able to travel, then to the 


treaſurer of the county where he landed. 


He was to bring to any of the treaſurers aforeſaid, a certificate 


under the hand and ſeal of the chief commander, or of the captain 
under whom he had ſerved, containing the particulars of his hurts 
and ſervices ; which certificate was to be alſo allowed by the muſter- 


maſter, or the receiver-general of the muſter-rolls, under one of | 


their hands. 


Uroꝝ ſuch a certificate, the Wet aforeſaid might allow him 


relief to maintain him until the next quarter- ſeſſion, at which the 
more part of the juſtices might allow him a penſion, which the trea- 
ſurers were to pay him quarterly, until it was revoked or altered by the 
ſaid juſtices; and this allowance to him that had not born offices, 


might not exceed 1ol. to an officer under a lieutenant 15, to a | 


lieutenant 200ul. | 
Wu ſouldiers or mariners arrived far from the place where 


they were to receive relief; the treaſurers to give them relief 
and teſtimonial, whereby they might paſs from treaſurer to trea- 
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ſurer, until they came to the place required. And this to be 
done upon the bare certificate of the commander and captain, 
although they had not as yet obtained any allowance thereof from 
the ſaid muſter-maſter, or receiver-general of the muſter-rolls, 

Tur treaſurers to regiſter the receipts and diſburſements, and 
enter the names of the parties relieved, and alſo the certificate, by 
warrant whereof the diſburſements were made; the muſter-maſter 
alſo, or receiver aforeſaid, to regiſter the names of the par— 
ties, and the certificates by him allowed; and the treaſurer re— 
turning, or not allowing the muſter-maſter's certificates, there- 
upon to ſubſcribe or endorſe the cauſe of his non- allowance. 

JusT1cts of peace in ſeſſion have power to fine a treaſurer that 
wilfully refuſeth to give relief, which any two of them (appointcd 
by the reſt) may levy by diſtreſs and ſale of goods, 

A $0ULDI1ER or mariner that begs, or counterfeits a certificate, 
to ſuffer puniſhment as a common rogue, and to loſe his penſion 
if he had any, 

Tux ſurpluſage of this contribution to be employed by the 
more part of juſtices in ſeſſions upon charitable uſes, according to 
the ſtatutes made for the relief of the poor, and puniſhment of 
rogues. | | 

In corporations, the juſtices there to put this act in exe- 
cution, and not the juſtices of the county, and were liable to 
fines as well as other juſtices, if they miſuſed their power therein, 
and might appoint a collector of this tax, who ſhould have the 
power, and be ſubject to the ade limited by this act, to 0 
conſtables of the counties. 

Tux forfeitures accruing by this act, to be employed as the 
ſurpluſage aboveſaid, or otherwiſe kept in augmentation of the 
ſtock, as the major part of the juſtices in ſeſſion ſhould direct.

DvunRinG the troubles in the reign of Charles I. this ordinance 
was made by the parliament for the relief of their maimed ſoldiers, 
&c. (m) 5 

MoxDay, March, 6th 1643, Whereas diverſe well affected per- 
ſons have gone forth in the army raiſed by the parliament, for the 
defence of the parliament, religion, lives and liberties of the ſub- 
jects of England, and in fight have received diverſe wounds and 
maims in their bodies, whereby they are diſabled to relieve them- 
ſelves by their uſual labours, and diverſe others have loſt their lives 
in the ſaid ſervice, whereby they have left their wives and children 
deſtitute of relief to ſupport and ſuſtain them ; the lords and com- 
mons aſſembled in parliament, taking the ſame into their pious and 
charitable conſideration, and having relieved diverſe of them here 
at London, with ſome ſmall relief for their preſent ſubſiſtence ; but 
finding that that courſe canrfot be held for any continuance of time 
without many inconveniences, they have thought fit, and do here- 
by ordain, that every pariſh within the kingdom of England, 
wherein any ſuch perſons, either maimed or ſlain, did laſt inhabit 

before their going forth into the ſaid ſervice, ſhall raiſe a competent 


ſtock of money, by way of aſſeſſment upon the inhabitants of the 


ſeveral pariſhes, for the relief.of the ſaid maimed ſoldiers, widows 
and fatherleſſe children of the ſlain perſons ; and that the church- 
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wardens, collectors for the poor, conſtables, tything men, or any 
two of them, within any of the ſaid ſeverall pariſhes, ſhall hereby 
have power and authority to aſſeſſe, levie and collect, ſo much upon 
the ſeveral inhabitants of their ſeveral pariſhes, as they in' their 
diſcretions ſhall think fit and neceſſary, for the relief of the ſaid 
maimed ſouldiers, widows, and fatherleſſe children, and to diſtribute 
the ſame, according to the ſeveral neceſſities of the ſaid poor people ; 
and ſhall once every year, at the ſeveral quarter ſeſſions, holden for 
the county or for any borrough or town corporate, that hold any 
ſeſſions, wherein ſuch aſſeſſment or collection is to be made, and in 
their particular accounts, both of their aſſeſſments, collections, and 
diſburſements, there to be recorded. And if any ſhall refuſe to pay 
according to the ſaid aſſeſſment, the ſaid aſſeſſors ſhall hereby have 
power to diſtrain the goods or chattels of all ſuch perſons as ſhall 
ſo refuſe, for the ſatisfaction of the ſaid aſſeſſment, and ſhall and 
may certifie the names to the committee of the houſe of commons 
for examinations, who ſhall have power to ſend for them as delin- 
quents ; and to the end that the deceipt which may be endeavoured 
in the due proſecution of this ordinance may be prevented, it is 
further hereby ordained that all ſuch ſoldiers, who have been 
maimed in the ſervice of the parliament aforeſaid, as alſo all ſuch 
widdows and fatherleſs children, whoſe huſbands and fathers have

T Als corporation he endowed by his letters patent, with the 
reverſion of certain lands in Chellca, * under leaſe to Charles 
5 earl 
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dart of Nottingham, in which was thirty years to come, and au- 
thorized them to receive of his loving ſubjects, lands not exceeding 
in the whole, the yearly value of ,zoool. and it being thought by _ 
many judicious perſons, that to bring water into London would 
produce a great and laſting revenue ; . his majeſty likewiſe pro- 
cured an act of parliament, authorizing the corporation of the 
provoſt and fellows of Chelſea College, to bring water from 
the river Lea, to the city of London, by cutting through any 
man's land they might find neceſſary, on paying to the propri- 
etor a reaſonable compenſation for the damage, 
Tux corporation having agreed with the earl of Nottingham 
for the term of his leaſe, at the rent of ſeven pounds ten ſhil- 
lings per annum; King James bimſelf laid the firſt ſtone of the 
intended College in a piece of ground of ſix acres, called, Thames

IT remained in this late for ſome years; but at length, the 
king to advance ſo good a work, fent his letters, dated A. D. 1616;

to his heirs ; the corporation was nevertheleſs kept up during the 


life of King James, and three provoſts and diverſe fellows ſac- 


ceſſively appointed to fill up the vacancies that happened in that 
time : it continued thus, in a languiſhing ſtate, till the troubles 


under King Charles I. when all thoughts of its completion were 


laid afide : the foundation being repreſented by the fanaticks 
as intended for the promotion, rather than the extermination, of 
the Roman Catholick religion. | f 
AFTER the reſtoration, King Charles II. wanting a convenient 
hoſpital for the reception of ſick, maimed, and ſuperannuated ſol- 
diers, converted the unfiniſhed buildings of this college to that uſe; 
whence it has {till occaſionally retained the title of © the College: 
he accordingly began to erect his royal hoſpital on this ſpot, but 
did not complete it; it was carried on during the ſhort reign of 
his ſucceſſor King James II. and finiſhed in the reign of King 
William and Queen *. by that celebrated architect, Sir Chriſ- 
topher Wren. 
Tu whole ſtructure forms a prodigious range of buildings ; 
the front towards the North, opens into a ſpace planted with trees, 
and laid out in walks for the penfioners; the South front into 
a ſquare, beyond which are gardens that extend to the Thames, 


affording not only a view of that fine river, but alſo of the county 
of Surry beyond it; in the centre of this edifice, is a pediment 


ſupported by four columns, over which is a handſome turret, and 
underneath it an opening, which leads through the building ; on 
one ſide of this entrance 1s a chapel, which has an altar-piece of 


the reſurrection, painted by Sebaſtian Ricci: on the other ſide of . 


the entrance is the hall, where all the pentioners dine in com- 
mon ; 
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mon x the officers by themſelves; in this hall is the picture of 
King Charles II. on horſeback, with ſeveral other pieces as 

large as the life, deſigned by verrio, and finiſhed by Cook the

150]. and the adjutant 1ool. there are alſo many other civil 
and military officers, clerks, domeſtics and tradeſmen; (n) the 
number of penſioners in the houſe is in general eſtimated at about 
four hundred; theſe have a weekly allowance of eight-pence for 
their pocket- money. 

As the houſe is conſidered as a e a regular guard 1s 
mounted every day, and they have prayers morning and evening in 
the chapel performed by two chaplains, each of whom has a falary

(a) r! is a melancholy conſideration that among the many ſuperannuated quarter- 
maſters, ſerjeant-majors, and ſerjeants in and about that hoſpital, none can be found 
worthy and able to fill up the inferior offices of the houſe, or to be employed as artificers f 
toit; were there any properly qualified to be found among them, it is not to be credited, that 
theſe appointments would be beſtowed on gentlemens valet de chambres, or other diſchar- 
ged domeſtics, which is ſaid to be ſometimes the cafe ; as the perſons who have the diſ- 
poſal of thoſe places, muſt well know how few rewards are in ſtore for the inferior ranks.

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conſidered, particularly in the North, as a comfortable proviſi on for old age, which every | 


man might obtain by twenty years faithful ſervice ; but an injudicious piece of czconomy 


put in practice about the year 1777, has taken away much of its attractions; this was a 
general call of all out- penſioners whatſoever, without any exception to want of limbs, or ex- 


treme old age: they were indeed, ordered to aſſemble at the chief towns of their reſpective 
counties; but nevertheleſs, many hundreds of them came thirty and even forty miles from 
their homes; by which they were obliged to anticipate their penſions, and become beggars 


the remainder of their lives: ſuch as could not walk, or had no legs, came in carts, 


wheelbarrows, and upon jack- aſſes, begging through every village they paſſed; when ar- 
rived at their rendez vous, no ſubſiſtence was given them, nor lodgings or quarters provided 


for them; they were therefore literally dying for want in the ftreets: after being examined by 


field- officers appointed for that purpoſe, a very few were found any way fit for ſervice, and 
indeed moſt of thoſe were diſcharged by the commanding-officers of the regiments to 


vhich they were ſent; the remainder were diſmiſſed to get home as they could, without 


ſubſiſtence, or quarters by the way, exhibiting ſuch a picture of military miſery as cannot 
be deſeribed, but which gave a wound to recruiting that will not ſoon be healed ; application 
was made by ſeveral officers for ſome allowance to theſe miſerable wretches, but none could 
be allowed.

Bes1Drs the national proviſions for officers and ſoldiers before- 
.mentioned, there is, in the city of Hereford, an hoſpital of private 
endowment, for ſuperannuated non-commiſſion officers and private 
ſoldiers, and ancient ſervants of good character. It was founded 
about the year 1614, by Sir Thomas Coningſby, of Hampton 
Court, in the county of Hereford, on the ſite and out of the ruins 
of the convent of Black Friars. 

Tris fraternity confiſts of a e Kine and ten fervitors, 
Their weekly ſubfiſtence four ſhillings and tenpence in money, be- 
fides bread and beer. The corporals and ſervitors ought to be 
reſident in the hofpital, and when regularly admitted, cannot be 
diſplaced but for fome crime. The vicar of Bodenham for the time 
being, is always chaplain ; his ſtipend is zol. per annum. 

Tux qualifications of the ; perſons to be admitted as ſervitors are 
many, and relate to the county, ſervice and profeſſion. As to the 
firſt, they muſt be natives of Shropſhire, Herefordſhire or Worceſ- 
terſhire: their profeſſion military, either by fea or land, for three 


Fears at leaſt ; their ſervice ſeven years in one family. 
OTHER 
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OTHER. qualifications are neceſſary for their continuance: after 
admiſſion, theſe chiefly relate to good morals. If any perſon be 
guilty of immorality, he is firſt to be admoniſhed by the corporal 
and chaplain ; for the ſecond offence his proviſions. are withdrawn, 
and for the third he i is expelled.

and indigent brethren. No reflection is hereby meant to the mi- 
litary gentlemen, who have every eſſential diſpoſition requiſite for 
doing the like, except the means; the profeſſion of arms being ſo 
far from enabling even thoſe of high rank to found hoſpitals, that 
it requires great œcoο y to prevent their families becoming can- 
didates for admiſſion into them.

Or ancient capital puniſhments J find oily three ; theſe were, 
beheading, hanging and drowning : two of them, namely behead- 
ing and hanging, occur in ſeveral of the ordonnances of war ; we 
meet with drowning in the charter of King Richard I. only. (r) 
In many inſtances, where a corps or a conſiderable body of men 
were guily of a crime for which the eſtabliſhed puniſhment was 
death, to prevent too great a weakening of the army, the delin- 
quents were decimated, that is, only every tenth man was taken; 
the common mode of decimation was this, a number of billets 
88 0 to that of the body to be decimated, were T7 into a helmet, 
character ſignifying Jeath; The helmet was thin Shin. in order 
to mix them, and the ſoldiers filing off ſingly from the right, paſſed 
by the commanding officer, before whom, on a table, ſtood the hel- 
met: as they paſſed each drew a billet and preſented it to an offi- 
cer placed to receive them. If the billet had the fatal mark, the 
ſoldier was ſeized and marched into the rear, if it proved a ſaving 
one, he continued his march, and fell 1 in with the other men that 


had paſſed before him. 


SOMETIMES corps were decimated by ranks, the right hand man 


of each rank being from his poſt devoted to ſuffer ; the reaſon given 


for this determination, which, indeed, is not a very good one, was 
tins ; © that as the right of every rank was a poſt of honour, it 
became the peculiar duty of the occupiers thereof, to ſhew a good 
example.”

roſter, and a ſteady non- commiſſion officer is choſen to command 
them. The priſoner is then brought from the provoſts, with his 
hands tied behind him, attended by the chaplain of the regiment, 
and followed by the execution party, in this manner he is led along 
the line guarded by a detachment of the regiment to which he be- 
longs, or by one from the pickets of the army.

it was jocularly ſaid, their horſe from kicking them off; this pu- 


niſhment being chiefly inflicted on the infantry, who were ſuppoſed 


unuſed to ride. At length riding the wooden horſe having been 
found to injure the men materially, and ſometimes to rupture 
them, it was left off. The remains of a wooden horſe was ſtand- 
ing on the parade at Portſmouth, about the year 1760. 

Fur picket was another corporal puniſhment chiefly uſed by 
the cavalry, and artillery, and in the former often inflicted by the 
order of the commanding officer, without the ſentence of a court 
martial. The mode of inflicting it was thus: a long poſt being 
driven into the ground, the delinquent was ordered to mount a 
ſtool near it, when his right hand was faſtened to a hook in the poſt 
by a nooſe round his wriſt, drawn up as high up as it could be 


. ſtretched ; a ſtump, the height of the ſtool, with its end cut to a round 


and blunt point, was then driven into the ground near the poſt before 
mentioned, and the ſtool being taken away, the bare heel of the 
ſufferer was made to reſt. on this ſtump, which though it did not 
break the ſkin, put him to great torture; the only means of miti- 
gation, was by reſting his weight on his wriſt, the pain of which 
ſoon became intolerable. Soldiers were frequently ſentenced to 


ſtand on the picket for a quarter of an hour. This, like riding of 


the wooden horſe, has been for ſome time left off, it having. lamed 
and ruptured many ſoldiers. - 

WurrPPING is almoſt the. only corporal puniſhment now in 
uſe, this was formerly inflicted with ſwitches, but for theſe 
thirty years at Jeaſt, except in running the gantelope, with what 
is called a cat of nine tails, being a whip with nine laſhes, of 
whip cord, each laſh notted with nine nots. This puniſhment 
is inflicted either by the ſoldiers or drummers of the regiment, 


according to the ſentence of the court-martial. 


Tux gantelope was in cafes of theft, or ſome offence that affected 


the character or intereſt of the corps, and was practiſed two ways: 
| in 
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in one called running the gantelope, the regiment was formed ſix 


deep, and the ranks opened and faced inwards ; each man being 


| furniſhed with a ſwitch, the offender, naked to the waiſt, was led 


through the ranks, preceded by a ſerjeant, tbe point of whoſe © 


verſed halbert was preſented to his breaſt, to prevent his running 
too faſt : as he thus paſſed through the ranks; every ſoldier gave 


him a ſtroke. But this method being found inconvenient, and in 
many points objectionable, the offender was tied to four halberts in 


the ordinary way, three being placed in a triangle, and the fourth 
croſs two of them, to keep him on the outſide : in this fituation 
the regiment filed off from the right and marched by, when they 


came near the halberts, a cat was given to the firſt man, who having 


given a ſtroke to the culprit, threw down the cat, and paſſed on ; 
this was repeated by the whole regiment, each man giving him a 
laſh; this likewiſe being found objectionable, as degrading ſoldiers 


to executioners, has been likewiſe in a great meaſure left off, and 
the infliction of this puniſhment put into the hands of the drum 


mers, under the inſpection of the drum- major, ſurgeon and adjutant q 
the firſt to ſee the halberts are properly fixed, the cats in order, 


that each drummer does his duty and is properly relieved after having 
given twenty-five laſhes : the ſurgeon is to take care that the pri- 


ſoner does not receive more laſhes than he is able to bear, without 
endangering of his life, or injuring his conſtitution; and the adju- 
tant to cauſe the ſentence of the court- martial to be properly in- 
flicted, and to oblige the drum- major to make his drummers do 


their duty. 
IxHRISONHEN TH may in ſome meaſure be conſidered as a cor- 


poral puniſhment, and was formerly inflicted on officers and private: 
men for different crimes and miſdemeanors, as may be ſeen i in the 


different ordonances of war. But ſince the revolution it has i in a 


great meaſure, if not totally, been left off with reſpect to officers ;. 


but ſoldiers are ſometimes by the ſentence of a court- martial con- 
fined for a ſhort time in the black hole, or locked up in a bread 
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and water houſe, that is, a place of confinement where they have no 
other nouriſhment but bread and water. 

PECUNIARY puniſhments were frequently allotted in our anci- 
ent military codes, but at preſent occur in a very few inſtances ; 
certain offences are, by the mutiny act, made puniſhable with fines, 
but theſe are moſtly of a civil nature, and in addition to ſome other 
penalty; as in the inſtance of an officer convicted of making or 
procuring falſe muſters, who beſides the puniſhment of caſhiering, 
and being incapacitated to ſerve his majeſty, is alſo to be fined 
fifty pounds; an officer embezzleing military ſtores is to be 
caſhiered, and to forfeit an hundred pounds; and any pay-maſter, 
&c. detaining in his hands the pay of an officer or ſoldier for a 
month, is to be fined an hundred pounds, and diſcharged from his 


office; the poverty of the non-commiſſion officer and ſoldier make 


fines or other pecuniary puniſhments in a great meaſure impoſſible, 
there are however one or two inſtances where they are directed, 
particularly in caſes of a ſoldier's ſelling or ſpoiling any of his arms, 
clothing or accoutrements, in which cafes he may by the ſentence 
of a court-martial be put under ſtoppages for the replacing them, 


not exceeding half his pay. 


CASHEERING, or as it is now generally ſpelt, bite, mentioned 
as a puniſhment, ſignifies a diſhonourable diſmiſſion of an officer 


or ſoldier, and in the former admits of three degrees; the firſt is 
{ſimply a diſmiſſion of an officer from his employment, by a letter 


from the ſecretary of war to him ſignifying that his majeſty has 
no farther occaſion for his ſervices, or by the ſentence of a court- 
martial whereby he is ſentenced to be caſhiered. 

TE ſecond is diſmiſſing an officer from the ſervice, and render- 
ing him incapable of ſerving for the future in any military capa- 
city ; a ſentence which ſeems rather an infringement on the royal 
prerogative ; perhaps a declaration that the court deem him unwor- 
thy for the future to hold any ſuch office, might be a more unex- 


—— mode of expreſſing their opinion.

Tas third is diſmiſſion with infamy, and degradation from the 
rank of a ſoldier and a gentleman ; the execution of this ſentence is 
attended with many ignominous circumſtances, more terrible to a 
man of feeling than death itſelf, A ſentence of this kind for cow- 
ardice was inflicted in the following manner on an officer of 
artillery, after the battle of Falkirk, in the rebellion of the year 
1745. The line being ordered out under arms, the priſoner was 
brought to the head of the eldeſt brigade, completely accoutred, 
when his ſentence being read, his commiſſion was cancelled, his 
ſword broken over his head, his ſaſh cut in pieces and thrown into 
his face, and laſtly the provoſt-martial's ſervant giving him a kick 
on the poſteriors, turned him out of the line. Somewhat ſimilar to 
this is the ceremony of diſmiſſing a ſoldier ſentenced to be drummed 
out of the regiment with a halter about his neck. The corporal 


puniſhment commonly accompanying this ſentence being over, and 


the regiment turned out, with or without arms, the priſoner is 
brought to the right of it, under an eſcort of a corporal and ſix 
men, with bayonets fixed : the halter is then put round his neck, 
and frequently a label on his back ſignifying his crime, a drummer 
then takes hold of the end of the rope, and leads him along the 
front, the drams following and beating the rogues march ; when 
they have paſſed the left, the proceſſion moves to the rear, if in camp, 
or if in quarters, to the end of the town, where the drummer giv- 
ing him a kick on the breech diſmiſſes him with the halter for his 
perquiſite. e 

Ix ancient military authors we frequently meet with the term 
caſheering applied to private ſoldiers; this ſimply meant as has 
been before obſerved, a diſhonourable diſmiſſion. 

DEGRADATION is a ſentence inflicted on non-commiſſion 


officers only, who before they can receive any corporal puniſh- 


ment except impriſonment, muſt be degraded to the ranks, or 
ſtation of a private ſoldier, In former times, ſo late as the reign 
e | | Eng of 
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of King Charles I. private ſoldiers for miſbehaviour in action were 


degraded to pioneers. 


SUSPENS10N for a ſtated time, is another puniſhment inflicted 
on both commiſſion and non-commiſſion officers ; during its con- 
tinuation, commiſſion-officers are generally mulcted of their pay, 
and the non-commiſſion-officers receive only that of private men ; 
the remainder being given to the hoſpital. 

A REPRIMAND at the head of the regiment, 1s ſometimes order- 
ed by a court-martial, and ſometimes only in the preſence of the of- 
ficers of the corps; this is generally given by one of the field officers; 
the uſual terms in which it is given, are ſomething like theſe : cap- 
tain, or lieutenant A. B. you have been tried for - „and are 
by the ſentence of a general court-martial found guilty thereof, 
and ſentenced to be reprimanded at the head of the regiment; 
the diſagreeable taſk of doing it is aſſigned to me: I therefore do 
hereby reprimand you, and hope that it may prevent your falling 
again into the like error. Non-commiſſion-officers are ſometimes 
though not frequently, ordered to be reprimanded. 

In garriſons where martial-law prevails, the followers of an army 
are liable to military puniſhments ; one formerly very common, for 
trifling offences, committed by petit ſutlers, jews, brawling-women, 
and ſuch like perſons, was the whirligig; this was a kind of circular 
wooden cage, which turn'd on a pivot - and when ſet in motion, 
whirled round with ſuch an amazing velocity, that the delinquent 
became extremely ſick, and commonly emptied his or her body 
through every aperture: the print of it will thoroughly explain its 
ſtructure, 

THe ancient mode of encamping was undoubtedly under tents, 
which were in uſe from the moſt remote antiquity ; the camp of 


King Edward II. in his expedition to Scotland, A. D. 1301, is de- 


ſcribed in the ancient French poem, entitled, the Siege of Caerle- 
verok, before- mentioned in this work; from it, we have a good 
idea of an ancient camp; © and the army (ſays the poet) being

From ſeveral drawings in the Britiſh Muſeum, of tents uſed by | 
King Henry VIII. it is evident that the encampments of thoſe 
times were extremely magnificent, (x) and this is farther confirmed 
by a curious manuſcript in the Library of the College of Arms ; 
wherein is given, the dimenſions of the royal houſes of timber, 
royal hales, tents and pavillions uſed by the ſame king, A. D. 1513,

Ir EM, that the fowre quarters be fo befasst that the Linge 8 
grounde and tentts may be in the midds, and to be bet: veene corddes, 
and corddes of every quarter a hundred fote brode, ſo that eyery 
ſuch ſpace bytwene the quarters, may come right to the grownde of 
the kynge's tente, according as it is drawn in the plat:alſo, yf 
the kynge's highneſs will have the market-place, that then the way 
through the markett- place, to be made as yt is in the platt, and the 
ſame markett- place to be in the midds, two hundred fote ſquare, | 
with fowre quarters, and-between every quarter, a lane 50 fote be- 
tween corddes and corddes; and the ſaid lanes to come every one 
to the myddes. of the ground of the market place.

Ir Eu, for the good orderynge of the ſaid tenttes, accordyng to 
the platt, there muſt be two as marſhalls, and they to appoynte 
the ground wher the ſaid tenttes ſhall ſtand, to choſe the grounde ! 
as nere as they can to be upon drye grounde, . and ſpecyallye the 
place where the kynge's highnes tenttes ſhall ſtande; and alſo, to

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ITEM, theſe marſhalls ſhall appoynte, firſt, the grownde for the 
kynge's tenttes, and for the fpace about them, according to the 
platt: which grounde, the ſaid marſhalls ſhall delyver unto ſuche 
as ſhall be appoynted to receyve the ſame; and they to ſee the 
kynge's tenttes to be ſet in order, and appoynte the ground for 
the ſame. | 

ITEM, that the ſaid marſhalls ſhall alſo appoynte the ads 
for the' fowre quarters, accordyng to the platt, to ſuch as ſhall 


be appoynted to receive the ſame, and they to appoynte grounde, 


and place in theſe quarters to every man, as they be appoynted, 
and after their degrees ; and one marſhal to lye there, and to have 
yrons for punyſhment of ſuche as ſhall offende. ? 
Ir EM, that they that ſhall lodge, and apoynte the quarters, have 
a bill of the names of them that are appoynted to have tenttes in 
any of the ſaid quarters, which boke muſt be made by the kinge's

ITEM, yf the kynge's highnefſe pleaſure be to have a market- 
place according to the platt ; for the good orderyng of the ſame;

Tux order how a camp ought to be pytched; videlicet, firſt of 
all, after that the bigh marſhall hath appointed the ground, both mete

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12 convenient for the campe, havinge both woode and water, and 
forrage ſufficient for the armie; then muſt the provoſt-marſhall 
divide the grounde into ſix ſeveral quarters; i. e. 3 for the foot- 
men, and 3 for the horſemen, and betwixt the quarters, he muſt 
appoynte a ſtrete, which muſt be 80 foot broade at the leaſt; then 
muſt he alſo appoint a large place of aſſemblie, and a market- 
place, where he muſt place the rerewarde on the left hand of the 
place of aſſemblie, and the battaile in the nether part of the ſayde / 
aſſemblie, reſerving the ſtreet into it between the two battailes; 
and to place the rereward upon the right hand of the ſame place 
of aſſemblie ; reſerving alſo another roome for another ſtreete, to 
goe between. the: rereward and the battaile, and that all the tent 
doors. open into- the ſaid place of afſemblie ;. alſo, the place of the 
general's tentte is in the quarter of the battaile, directly in the 
myddeſt of the ſaid battaile, and the door of his tent muſt open 
into the place of aſſemblie, a little before the other tents; and in 
the ſame quarter, muſt he appointe the marſhall's tente on the right 
hand of the treaſurers, or the left hand of the ſaid general's tente: 
alſo, he muſt appointe the ordenaunce before the place of aſſem- 
blie, within the ringe of the ſaid camp, and carriages to impale the 

ſame as muche as is needful ; for in this campe, the horſe campe is 

nor environed with carriages; for that it hath both woode, and a 
great river running by it for the guard thereof, that it needeth no 
impalement: — the horſe campe is alſo divided into three. quar- 

ters; firſt, the horſemen of the war-ward, are appointed in the 
quarter of the war-ward; the horſe and horſemen of the battaile, 
directly under the battaile; 3 and like wyſe the horſemen of the rere- 
ward, under the rereward; there muſt alſo be appointed within-the- 

market-place of the campe, a place for the munition of ordinaunce, . 
that muſt be trenched aboute; and a place for the maſter of the 
ordinaunce, with the office of ordinaunce near unto the artillorie, 
on the right hande, and the victuelles on the left hand; and for the 


order of ſetting, of watches, both of fotemen and horſemen, ſhall

be declared; alſo, commandement muſt be given, that no man 
pitche anye tente near the ringe of the campe, by ſeven ſcore oem, 
at the leaſt.” 

A MANUSCRIPT in the Harleian collection, marked No. 7364. 
contains the following ſyſtem of caſtrametation, wherein every par- 
ticular then in uſe ſeems to have been noticed ; its date ſeems much 
about that of the preceding. | 

« To everie footman is allowed eight wow? in ſquare, in which 
they are to lodge and-build their cabbins. 

Tux captaine hath allowed him in front as much ground as 
the front of his quarter doth take up; that is, in a companie of 
100, 24 foote; of 150, 40 foote; and of 200, 56 foote; in depth, 
his allowance is allwaies 36 foote ; betweene the captain's lodgings 
and the ſoldiers cabbins, an overthwart ſtreete is to be left of 24. 
foote broad : in the midſt whereof, right before the enſigne's lodg- 


ings, a guarde of eight foote ſquare is to be built; wherein the 


foldiers arms are to be kept from wet and ſpoyle ; oe, that by this 
reckoning, there will be eight foote left between the enſigne's lodg- 
inge and the aforefaide guarde, and as much between the ſame 


garde and the captaine's lodginge, which | is to be 2225 open, Oy 


free for paſſage to and fro. 


"5 8 In a companĩe of 100, the ſouldiers are lodged in two rowes of 
2 cabbans, with a ſtreet of eight foote running betweene; which row 
- of cabbans containe each of them five and twenty-cabbans of eight 
foote ſquare, which makes in depth; two hundred foote ; in a com- 


pany of 1 50, there be three rowes of cabbans and two ſtreetes; in 


a company of 200, fower rowes of cabbans and three ſtreetes; 


and ſoe, if your company be ſtronge, you may add to every 50 men, 
a ſtreete and rowe of cabbans more; for every rowe contains 25 ca- 
bans, and every caban, two men, which makes 50; but the depth 


of the ſoldiers cabans muſt never exceede 200 foote. 


Ix the heade of the rowe of cabans to the right hand, the lieuten- 


ant of the companie is to build; and at the head of the rowe, on the 
left 
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left hand the enſign, their doores opening from the ſoldiers cab. 
bans, towards the captains lodginge, into the croſſe ſtreete of 24 
foote ; and as the lieutenant and enſigne lodge in the front, ſoe muſt 
the two ſerjeants doe in the reere, with one of which, one of the 
drummers may lodge, and the other drummer with the enſigne : 
from the ſerjeants lodgeings in the reere, is drawn a paralell of 
20 foote, ſervinge for a croſle ſtreete ; which ſtreete is called, the 
victuallers ſtreete, and into this ſtreete, doe the doores of the ſer- 

jeants cabbans look, that they may the better fee, and reduſſe the 
diſorders which uſually happen in that place. 

Aro this ſtreete, at the further fide thereof, the ſutlers foe 
build their doores, lookeing into the quarter, haveing allowed 
them ten foote in depth, which they muſt not exceede, to build on; 
in front or breadth, they are not ſo ſtinted, but they may take 
more or leſs, accordinge to convenience, and their numbers, by di- 
rection from the quarter-maſter ; but uſually, there is but one ſutler 


allowed for a companie, and noe more; though, through an ill 
cuſtome, or by connivance of officers, ſome of the ſouldiers and 


their wives doe play the parts of ſutlers, to the negle& of their 
duties; and in the end, ſpoyle of the ſouldier. 

From the ſutlers cabbans ten foote backward is the place ap- 
pointed for the ſouldiers and ſutlers to make their fires for the 
dreſſinge of their meate, nearer then which they muſt not be ſuf- 
fered to approach, which the quarter maſter muſt diligently looke 
to, for the preventing the caſualties of fire. 

Tuus the whole depth of the companies, with the captaine, 
ſouldiers and ſutlers lodginge, together with the croſs ſtreates, will 


be three hundred feete, which depth is ever and preciſely to be 


obſerved in lodgeing both the foote and the horſe alſoe. 

Tuuvs you have ſeen particularlie how a companie of foote is 
lodged ; we will now goe forward to ſhew how a regiment of foote 
is to be lodged, with the officers belonging to it ; wherein for 


examples, 
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examples, we will take the regiment at thirteen companies, as they 
are now to march with in this employment. 

THESE thirteene companies to make four diviſions, and Jodgh 
feparated aſunder by ſtreetes, two whereof, (to witt) the right and 
left ſtreetes, are four and twenty foote broade, and the middle ſpace 
in the regiment ſixty-four foote, wherein the officers of the regi- 
ment, to the depth of one hundred and fifty foote, are to build their 
todgeing; the other, one hundred and fifty foot is left for the 
waggons to ſtande in; on each ſide of this ſixty- four foote, a ſtreete 
of eight foote broade is left betweene it and the companie next 
adjoining to it. 
«+ BETWEENE companie and companie, as they lye in their diviſions, 
ſhall be left a ſtreete of eight foote, the colonel himſelf ſhall lodge 
right before this ſection of eighty foote, even in front with the 
eaptaine's lodgings ; his allowance beinge ſixty-foure foote in 
breadth, and thirty-ſix in depth ; when the colonel 1s lodged, leavinge 
the ſtreete of 24 foote open, which ſtreete runnes croſs-ways, afront 
the ſoldiers cabbans ; the officers of the regiment, as the quarter- 
maſter and the provoſt, and alſo the preacher and the ſurgeon, are 
to build in the ſpace of ſixty-four foote, which divides the regs 
went in the midſt. 

Wurn many regiments are lodged together, there muſt be a 
Areete of one hundred foote left RO every regiment,

have allowed unto them ten foote ſquare to build a cabban upon; 
which 
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which cabbans they are to frame in ſuch manner, as that there 
maye be a convenient ſpace between cabban and cabban for the 
water to rune of from them; as alſo, the better to avoide the 
harme that may come by caſualty of fire. | 44 

TE ſpace of fifty foote, which I ſaid before was left between 
the ſouldiers cabbans of tenn foote ſquare ; ; the proportion allowed <a: 
for the perſons of two ſoldiers, is thus divided; five foote thereof, * | 
on each ſide inward of thoſe cabbans, is allotted for a ſtreet, be- | 
tween the cabbans and the ſtables; and ten foote more inward, 
on each ſide from theſe ſtreets, of five foote, for the ſtandings and 
ſtables of the horſes, which are to ſtand with their heads towards 
the doors of the ſouldiers cabbans, which ſhall open into the | 
forementioned ſtreete of five foote; the other twenty foote re- 
mayninge of the fifty foote, is to ſerve for a ſtreete runninge long- | 
wayes downe through the quarter betweene the ſtables.

Tu E captaine of the companie is to quarter before the front of 
the ſouldiers cabbans, leaving a croſſe ſtreete of twenty foote broade 
betweene the lower end of his lodgeinge, and the rowes of cabbans; 
which lodging of the captaines ſhall containe ſeaventy foote in 
hack II, e E e breadth,

breadth, and forty in depth; this proportion allowed him for his 
own perſon ;' his ſervants, his kitchinge, his ſtable for his horſes, 
and other neceſſarie proviſions. 

Tux lieutenants and cornett's lodgings, are the firſt cabbans at 
the head of each rowe; the lieutenant quartering in the head 
of the right hand rowe, and the cornett in the wow of the left 
hand rowe. 

AnD thus, in this manner is a company of ſeaventy horſe 
lodged in the fielde, and if the companie be of more numbers, you 
are to add a rowe of eighteene cabbans more to every thirty-ſix 
horſemen proportionably. 

FURTHERMORE, it is to be noted, that in the lodginge of the 
troope, the ſix cabbans on each fide, in the firſt diviſions, is lodged 
the captaine's ſquadron ; in the ſecond, the cornett's; and in the 
third, the lieutenant's ſquadron. 

A coMPANIE of horſe beinge to be lodged as you have ſeene; 
let us now lodge a regiment ; which regiment of horſe conſiſteth; 
accordinge to the manner uſed now a-dayes ; of three troopes of 
cuiraſſiers, and one of harquebuſiers, who, in an embattleinge, ſoe 
in lodgeinge is alwaies to hold the right hande place of the regi- 


ment, as the colonell the left. 
Ir hath been already ſhewed how a eompanie is lodged, ſoe 


as there needes nothinge more to be ſaid of a regiment, than that be- 


tweene troope and troope, there mult be lefte a ſpace of twenty 
foote broade, where the horſemen may lay their proviſions of hay 


and ſtraw ; every one at the back-fide of his owne cahban; as alfoe 


this, that betweene regiment and regiment, there muſt be a ſtreete 


left of one hundred foote broad. 
Havince declared by writinge, and demonſtrated by figures; howe 


the horſe and foote are to be lodged, both particularly in the com- 
panies, and together in regiment; I will now proceed to the ſettinge 
downe the quarters of the high officers, before I proceede anie fur- 


ther; and firſt, of the generall 
"For 
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For this purpoſe, as you may ſee by the figure, we take a ſquare 
as the other quarters of 300 foot in depth, and the breadth or front 
of four hundred and eighty foote : the - ſignification of the leſſer

Now betweene theſe lodgings or ſquares, are ſtreetes of twenty 
foote, as in the others, for paſſage either on . or on horſeback, 
or by waggon. Er 

To be obſerved, that ber theſe general er of tte horſe; 
and of the foote, command not over any particylar regiment, but 
over the whole, (to wit) the horſe officers over the horſe, and 
the foote officers over the foote, it is not neceſſarie that they 
ſhould be lodged near any particular regiment; but tbe horſe 
officers in ſome: quarter near the middle of the horſe ; as the foote 
officers neare the middle of the foote, as it were, equidiſtant from 
both the extreames ; which would be, 1 in my opinion better than 
this other way here ſett downe, though ye ſeate of the camp may 


be ſuch, as that this figure may ſerve both the horſe, and the foot 


officers, and yet be equidiſtant from the extreames of both, as is 
already mentioned; ' the other, generall officers of, the argc are 
lodged n by their magazines. 


The Forme of 1 Quarter of the W, ag gons. 


Fon the quarter of the waggons, we take likewiſe a ſquare of 
three hundred foote in depth, as in the other figures, and ſoe large, 
| or 
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or broad, as the number of the waggons propoſed for the campe 
ſhall require; which breadth, notwithſtanding for example's ſake, 
we will, at this time, take at 348 foot; within which ſquare, the 
waggons ſhall be placed in their files; their backs oppoſed one to 
another, and their files ſeperated aſunder by a ſtreete of twelve 
foote runninge betweene them; in which ſtreete, the waggon dri- 
vers may lay up their proviſions of fourrage; then between every 
couple of files, ſhall be left a ſtreet of 24 foote broad, which ſhall 
be for paſſage out and into the quarters: every waggon having. 
three horſes, is allowed twelve foot in length, which is the lenghth 
of his waggon, and eighteen foote in breadth; ſix whereof 15 
allowed for the breadth of the waggon, (for the axeltree is 5 foote 
and halfe) and the other twelve foote for the three horſes; > this 
muſt alſo be noted; that ordinarily the waggoners: make no cab< 
bans, but either Tye upon, or under their waggons; but thoſe 
that deſire to have one, may builde behind their waggons in 
the ſtreet of twelye foote:broad ; now, according to the fore- 
mentioned computation, in this manner, there may lodge in 4. 
ſquare of 348 foote broade, and 3oo foote deepe; ten files of wag⸗ 
gons, and every file conſiſting of fourteen waggons, which makes 
the whole ſumme of the waggons one hundred and - forty"; and 
though there be many more in ſervice, yet they are not to be men- 
tioned, becauſe they lodge by thoſe to whoſe ſervice they are ap- 
pointed; upon the four ſides of the quarter, lodge the vivandiers, 
or ſutlers, which follow the waggons, who builde 12 foote deepe; 
were the number of waggons be greater, you muſt enlarge. your 
ground proportionally. | 
For the market-place in depth, we is three hundred foote, as 
we do in the other quarters; and in breadth or front, 400 foote ; in 
which ſquare, in forme diverſe double rowes of cabbans three bays 
dred foot long, and tenn foote broad, and leave between every two- 
rowes, a ſpace of -twenty foote ; towards which ſpace inward, the 
backs of the cabbans are «ate one againſt another; through 
| this 
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this ſpace, is noe paſſage, for it ſerves only for places of fireing to 
dreſs their meate, and for other uſes: in the midſt betweene theſe 
rowes, in the market-place, 200 foot broad, as the followinge figure 
will ſhew you. | 5 3 

FURTHERMORE, it is to be underſtood, that the people that 
are lodged about the market- place, and ſhopkeepers, chandlers, 
butchers, and taverners, every kinde of which are to lodge or quar- 
ter in ſeverall rowes apart by themſelves; the richeſt ſhopps near- 
eſt the greate markett, as haberdaſhers, ſellers of ſmall wares, 


ſilkmen, and the reſt ; in giving to the taverners their quarter, re- 


ſpe& and care muſt be had alſo, to ſeperate the honeſter ſorte of 
them from the reſte. 

Turk are yet remayning to be deſcribed two quarters more; 
the one of noblemen ſtrangers, and the other the magazines of the 
vivres ; the former of which I ſet not down in this place, becauſe 
we give unto noblemen ſtrangers, a ſquare of 3oo foot in depth, 


as the other ſquares are; and ſoe manie foot in front, as neceſſity 


ſhall require; wherein they diſpoſe of their tents, cabans, and 
proviſions accordingly, as they themſelves ſhall think fitteſt. 

Sor hkewiſe doe wee of the general of the vivres, the which, 
with all the waggons belonging to him, are placed in ſuch order 
as wee have ſett down in that place, were wee ſpeak of the wag- 
gons : and ſoe alſoe, the waggons of the generall of the ar- 


tillery. | | 


Nor E, that if the regiments both of horſe and foote, conſiſted 
all of one certaine number of companies, and thoſe companies all 
of like heads, they might be all lodged in like ſquares with much 


more eaſe and beautie; but this happens not in our age, as it 


did among the Romans, whoſe cohortes were all of like num- 
bers. 
Now, ere you -proceede to the meaſureing out of the quarters, 
it is firſt neceſſarie you know, what proviſions, and how manie 
men are to be lodged in each quarter; to which purpoſe, there 
| ſhall 
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mall be a ſtate of the whole armie, and an exact liſt given of 

every particular regiment, both of horſe and of foot; as alſo, of 

all things elſe belonging to the armie, to their quarter-maſter 
generall, that hee may governe himſelf thereby. 

Tuis beinge thus performed; yet, conſideringe, that in the lay- 
inge downe of a campe, we are to join divers quarters together, 
both of horſe and foot, with the other quarters alſoe pertaininge 
unto it; it would be a difficult thinge, to marke and remarke them 
down in haſte, and in order, upon paper ; if ſome good rule were 
not ſett downe before hand for the performance of the ſame; for 
it happens oftentimes, that preſently after the viewinge of the place, 
the camp is to be lodged; the rule invented for this is thus ; Wee | 
ſcore out every one of the aforeſaid quarters in little ſquares, | | 
uppon cartes, or thin paſteboard, which afterward we clip or | 
cutt, in ſuch ſorte, that they containe the common depth of the [ 
quarters of three hundred foote ; and the breadth or front ac- N © 
cordinge to the liſte, which is given up of them; as for exam- 
ple; imagine that in the liſt, one regiment had 3oo foote in depthe, 
and 708 in front; we cutt a carte or paſteboard by a certain and 
ſett ſchale of that breadth and depth; uppon which we write the 
colonel's name, and ſoe we doe with all: the regiments of horfe 
and foote ;. theſe ſmall cartes demonſtratinge the quarters of the 
ſeveral regiments ; as alſoe, the quarters of the high officers, and 
all the other parts of the campe ; beinge all thus cutt and pared; 

we place and diſplace ſoe long together, till we find them fitted to 
our deſire; and to doe it yet with more eaſe and commoditie; wee 
drawe diverſe parrallel lines upon a ſheete of paper; betweene 
which parallels are compriſed, the common depth of 3oo foote, 
with the ſtreets of 50 foote: upon which, we * the aforeſaid. 
quarters in their order. 2200 

Tus alſoe is to be noted, that in layinge downe and ordayninge 

the quarters, we may perceave diverſe times, that if ſome of them, 


were more large, or more ſtraite, than the meaſures marked uppon 
the 


. rr 
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the ſaid cartes doe containe, the order of the camp might be more 
fitly framed, 

In ſuch a caſe, a man may take ſome quarters of thoſe that 
may ſuffer alteration, ſomewhat more large or ſtraite; as that of 
the waggons of the markett, of the artillery, vivres, noblemen 
ſtrangers, and void place before the generall's quarter, for they 
are not ſo preciſely calculated, but they may be drawn either more 
large, or more ſtraight ; but the regiments of the foote, and of the 
horſe; as alſoe, the quarters of the generalls, and of the generall of 
the artillery, muſt remaine upon their ſett meaſure. 

FURTHERMORE, you mult note; that ſeeinge this manner of 
ſettinge downe a quarter is eaſie and preſent ; it will be good to 
have diverſe figures in a readines continually with him ; as one, with 
all the cavallerie, and the reſt of the armie, as it were within one 
entrenchment ; another without the cavallery, or any other of their 
quarter ; ſoe that a man may be provided for all occations, ac- 
cording to the reſolution that ſhall be taken; of which figures, I 
might here ſett downe ſome, if it were needful ; for by that which 

is already ſett downe, this may be well and eaſily underſtood. 

IT being once knowne by the precedent plott upon paper, 
what figure the campe ſhall beare; the quarter-maſter-generall 
muſt firſt beginne to marke out the ſquares or regiments of the 
infanterie; to which purpoſe, he is to have carried along with 
him, ſome one hundred and fifty beacons, or as many as he knows 
will be neceſſarie; which beacons are painted faves, about nine 
foote longe, havinge a ſmale ſquare flagg at the top, and n 
to ſtick downe upon the angles of the quarters. 

Ix muſt be forbidden by ſounde of drumme, upon paine of 
corporall puniſhment, any man to pluck them up; in like ſorte, 
all men muſt be forbidden to come into the place, whilſt the quar- 
ters are markinge out, but only thoſe that ale appointed for that 
worke; and to avoide confuſion, one certaine and common meaſure 
muſt allos be obſerved throughoute the whole campe, to witt, a 


rodd, 
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rodd, divided by feete and inches, which ſhall be called, the campe 
meaſure. 

ALL the under quarter-maſters of regiments, muſt follow the 
quarter-maſter-generall; to the end, that aſſoone as the quarters 
are marked out, he may ſhew and deliver unto each one, the 
ground that belongs unto him; who is to looke unto it, and to 
marke out the lodgings of the companies of his regiment, and the 
files of the cabbans, togeather with the ſtreetes of the regiment, 
for it is not poſſible for the quarter-maſter-generall to performe 
that worke alone ſoe ſpeedily, and in ſoe ſmale time as is re- 
quiſite. 3 

Turns things beinge thus underſtood, we are to ſticke downe the 
foure beakons appointed, to note out the quarters of every regiment 5 
in the field; which quarters doe containe right angled ſquares, | 
200 foote deepe ; in which depth, the ſouldiers are to build their 1 
lodgings, and this to be performed by the helpe of the ſurveyinge- | 
croſſe, and after the manner of meaſuringe of land by the ordinary — | 
way of ſurveyours, which being ſufficiently known to every ingineur, 
it would be needleſſe here to give anie particular inſtruction thereof, 
onlie there may be this ſhort advertiſement added; (to witt) that 
of the four ſides of the ſquares, it is not neceſſarie to meaſure out 
above one or two; and that, where the fides of the camp doe be- 
ginne, for the other ſides are made more commodioully by the bea- 
cons, and helpe of the ſurveyinge-croſle, as they knowe tulciently 

enough. 

FURTHERMORE, it is to be noted, that every foure beacons be- 
longinge to the regiments, are marked with figures, graven in the 
ſtaves; as with the figure of 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, &c. (to witt) the foure 
beacons of the firſt regiment, everie one with the figure 1; of the 
ſecond, with the figure 2: and ſoe of the reſt in order, which is 
obſerved for the avoydinge of ſome difficulties ; partly, becauſe the 
quarter-maiſters themſelves in reſpect of the great multitude of 
beacons, fall ſometimes in diſpute ae: their particular quarters,

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partly becauſe the quarter-maſter-generall, (who hath a note of the 
ſame figures as they are noted upon the beacons, or anie others, 
beinge aſked concerninge anie of the quarters, may preſently ſhewe 
where they are, without goinge to the place. | 

THE quarter-maſter-generall haveinge accompliſhed his worke 
of meaſureinge and markeinge out the campe as before ſaid ; then 
followes preſently, every quarter-maſter's worke, of meaſureinge and 
markeinge out the quarters, and particularities thereof of* his own 
regiment, which he 1s to obſerve in manner followinge : 

HE is to keepe about him continually, a ground platt of his 
regiment, accordinge to the forme already ſett downe, that hee may 
readily find out all the neceſſarie meaſures thereof, though his me- 
mory ſhould: fail him; he muſt alſoe have a field meaſure of eight 
foote long, which, for his more ready uſe, ſhall be a long ſmale 
line, marked with ſome light colour'd, tape, ſtuck into the line at 
every eight foote end: beinge thus provided in the place of his 
quarter, which lyes betweene the foure beacons, ſignifyinge the 
ſquare of the ſouldiers lodgings ; hee divides by the helpe of his 
line, the breadth or front of his quarter, from eight foote to eight 
foote, according as his ground ſhewes him, ſtickinge downe at every 
tape, a bough or ſprigg of a tree, or ſome ſtick or pinne ; the ſame 
diviſion he makes alſoe in the reere of the quarter, betweene the 
hindermoſt two beacons; alwaies to be remembred; the ſpace in 
the middle of the regiment without pinnes, and noted by ſome 
other remarkable diſtinction. | 

Havinse proceeded thus farre, reſts now the makinge of the 
partition of the ſouldiers cabbans by the ſerjeants, whilſt the quar- 
ter-maſter make out the captaine's lodgings, before the ſoul- 
diers quarters, and the ſutlers cabbans alſo in the reere of the 
ſouldiers cabbans, which: i is before ſpecified Wen in its par- 
ticular figure. 

Tux ſerjeants ought to know (in which the ING ERS iy is to 


give them his aſſiſtance) how many cabbans are requiſite for the 
| company; 


% 
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company ; which, becauſe it is already ſett downe in its proper 


figure, we will not mention in this place; and this once known by 


him, hee muſt take care that the ſtreetes and rowes of cabbans be 
built by the ſouldiers preciſely upon their meaſures ;. and that the 
forme of the lodginge of the companie, as of the regiment, be ever 
a right angled ſquare ; and that the ftreetes betweene the rowes 
bee alike wide, and runne even. 
Tux ſerjeants underſtandinge thus what they are to obſerve; 
the markinge out of the cabbans is to be performed after this man- 
ner followinge : every ſerjeant, that hath two rowes of cabbans, 
layes downe four lines, from the head of the ſouldiers cabbans, to 
the reere, ſtretched out from the boughs or pinns, ſtuck downe by 
the quarter-maiſter ; betweene which lines the cabbans are to be 
built, as alſoe a ſtreete left in the middle ; as the figure before in 
the particular companie doth demonſtrate ; and for the ſettinge 
forth of every cabban, hee ſticks downe foure ſmale pinnes, ſig- 
nifying the four corners thereof; which being performed, the ſer- 
jeant hath done his worke ; ſoe that briefly to collect what hath 
beene ſett downe concerninge this buſineſs, every ſerjeant is to take 
care and overſee the ſouldiers of the companye, that they build 
not out of the limits preſcribed them ; every quarter-maſter is to 
ſee that the ſerjeants doe their duty, every captaine that his com- 
pany be well and regularly lodged, and everie collonel, that his re- 
ment may be an example to the reſt ; for by this meanes, the en- 
campinge will be diſpatched orderly. in all her parts. 

Our of this order obſerved in the lodginge the regiment. of foote, 
already declared, may be eaſily underſtood the rules to be held in 
lodging the cavallerie, the difference being little or nothinge, but 
in the vedature, which is ſufficiently expreſſed in the figure where 
1 handle the lodgeing of the horſe. | 3-573 

TovcHniNnGE the order to be held in makeinge out the quarters 
of the higher officers, the waggons and the market -place, the figure 


formerly declared may ſuffice ; and ſeeinge that for every one of 
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them, there is to be marked out but one figure of ſmale labour, 
theire parts beinge already ſett downe, they may be diſpatched at 
the ſame inſtant that the fouldiers lodgeings are, by ſome particular 
men apppointed for the purpoſe, after the quarter-maſter- generall 
hath ſett out their places by the ſame rules, and therefore is not ne- 
eeſſarie to ſpeak anie further of them. 

Tux quarters of the lodgeings of the armie being thus per- 
formed and perfected, every regiment is to enter into the place of 
quarteringe, in the ſame order they kept in marchinge. 

Tux markinge out of the alarm place, with the tracinge of the 
trench, is performed by an ingenier and his conductors, beinge ac- 
companied for that ſervice, with fifty or fixty pioners that digg, 
directed by a match or line laide ſtraite along upon the ground, 
ſmale gutters, makinge two right parallel lines fix. foote aſunder for 
the breadth of the ditch, whereof the innermoſt is 206 foote, re- 
moved every way from the captaine's lodgings, ſo as 200 reſts for 
the allarm place, and fix foote for the thickneſs of the parapett, or 
breaſt. Shad 1h 
H Rx is to be noted, that though the ſoldiers of the eampe were 
before commanded to goe each to their place of quarteringe, yet 
it is no ſpecial hinderance to this worke ; becauſe, it conſiſts of 
nothinge elſe but two right parallel lines, far enough off from the 
ſoldiers. 5 nee 

Tus lines being thus marked out by fmall gutters, you muſt 
caſt up how many foot of entrenchment will fall to every regi- 
ment's ſhare, - allottinge by the rule of fellowſhip, every regiment . 
his proportion, beginning at the firſt regiment, and ending with 
the laſt ; which parts or ſhares, muſt be likewiſe diſtinguiſhed by 
beacons, or ſome other apparent marke, ſoe as every one may knowe 
his parte ; ſoe likewiſe are the colonells, either by whole regiments 
or by partes, accordinge to the order given, or as neceſſity ſhall re- 
quire, to diſtribute their portion among y* companies equally ; 
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and ſoe likewiſe the captaines their companies ws ny among 
the ſouldiers. 

TE colonel muſt likewiſe appointe ſome of the captaines and 
other officers to be his overſeers of the ſouldiers labour, that 
they do their dutie, and he, or his lieutenant, is to overſee the 
whole parte of his regiment. | 

Havines diſcourſed fully of encampinge, and the order to be 
helde in performinge it; it will not be amiſſe to ſett downe ſome 
neceſſarie admonitions, concerninge ſuch things as the quarter- 
maſters of regiments are to have care of, each one in his quarter; 
that that which hath beene well worked forth and built, may: be 
kept in good and decent order. 

FiRsT, he ſhall ſuffer no ſouldier, his wife or children: or anie 
other in their behalf, to draw anie beer, ſell anie goods, or ſuttle 
within the regiment : for to this end, there are ſutlers ordained”. 
and allowed, and their cabbans appointed: behind the regiment. 
2dly. Hee ſhall not permitt any places for the dreſſinge of meate,. 
or dicinge tables, or any holes for what purpoſe ſoever to be digged, 
neither before nor behind, nor neare the quarter, beinge dangerous 
m the night-tyme both for man and horſe to paſſe ſuch wayes, | 
eſpecially uppon anie occation of alarme, which may breede great 
inconveynience and diſorder ; for behind the ſutlers eabbans, there 
is a fireing-place appointed to dreſſe their victuals, aſide from all: 
other paſſages. 3dly. Hee ſhall not ſuffer any building of cabbans, 
placing of tents or ſhops, ſellinge of goods upon waggons or carrs,. 
or anie thinge elſe within the foreſaid allarm-place, or wayes be- 
fore, behind, within, or about his regiment; but command all ſuch 
to repaire to the markett-place. 4thly. Conſidering that the butchers: 
are permitted to lodge here in the cabans behind the regiment, 
and that there proceeds much filth and ſtinke from the beaſts that 
are killed, cauſinge great ſicknes and infection; the quarter-maſter: 
ſhall cauſe the marſhall to take care that a pitt may be digged of 


A convenient depth and largenes in the grounde behinde the quarter, 
which 
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which ſhall be covered with ſtrong ſparres, and plankes layde over 
thoſe ſparres to cover it cloſe; in the midſt of which planks ſhall 
be a doore to ſhut and open of one foot and a half ſquare; theſe 
Pitts ſhall be made at the charge of the butcher « or butchers that 

:ſhall quarter with the regiment. 

=: -- | IT were neceſſarie alſoe, that every colonel, or great officer that 
| keepes a table, ſhould have ſuch made near their lodgings, that the 
(| whole quarter might be kepte ſweete and holeſome, as well as 
their owne lodgings, which otherwiſe in ſmale time, muſt needs 
growe very naſty and noiſome. ;thly. He ſhall cauſe the pioners to 
digg a ditch of two foote broade, and two foote deepe, at the end 
of the ten foote allowed behind the ſutlers to fire in, that they 
Il "I may be held within that precinct; otherwiſe, you ſhall have them 
8 make their fireinge places ſome more further out then others, 
even upon the great common ſtreete with the diſcommodities be- 
before ſpoken of, beſides the unſeemlines of makeing the ſtreetes 
crooked, all which may be prevented by the aforeſaid ditch : 6thly. 
It is to be noted, that there are ſome who give themſelves out for 
merchants and ſutlers, and are none; who, at the beginninge, when 
the quarters are marked out, beſpeak the beſt places, keepinge them 
emptie, and excuſing themſelves that they expect their proviſions 
from hower to hower, which they doe of purpoſe, to ſell them at adeere 
rate to other merchants that come late; to prevent this inconvenyence, 
we divide .out the places with ſuch proviſo, that if any other come 
that deſires them, and hath his proviſions ready at hand, we deliver 
them to thoſe; and the buildings of the cabbans, which to cover 
their intents, the others may have begunne, or made up, ſhall be 
forfeited, without havinge any thinge for their paines, or for the 
ſuffe that went to thoſe buildings; for, being provided, and. 
feteht out of the countrie, they pertaine not to them; the emptie 
tents or bouthes they bringe, becauſe they are theirs, they wy 


take away with them. 
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Tuus have I ended the order and rules for incampinge, with- 3 
the ordinances thereof, for keepinge the campe regular, neate,. 
and ſweet: I will now proceede accordinge to my purpoſe, _ 
to ſpeake of the guardes, and watches, and roundes to be held; 
both without, and within the campe, and the diſcipline thereof.” 

By theſe regulations, it appears, that the captain, lieutenant 
and enſign, pitched in the front of their company; Sir James FTur- 
ner, ſays; Henry of Naſſau, Prince of Orange, altered the cuſtom, 
and ordered them all three to pitch their tents in the rear, or at 
teaſt, the captain, for two reaſons ; firſt, that the ſoldiers might 
have an eaſy communication with the parade or place of arms, un- 
incumbered by the huts of their officers, or the cords of their tents; 
and next, that the officers being lodged in the rear near the ſut- 
ters, might prevent all brawls and diſorders occaſioned by drun- 
kenneſs, which commonly originates there; 

REsPECTING huts, Lord Orrery obſerves, that * in ancient 
times they uſed tents inſtead of hutts, for that the way of 
making war was in the field, and armies were daily in motion ; 

and in ſuch caſes, ſtraw, ruſhes, or flages to cover, and wood to 
make ſtakes and roofs, were not always at hand; nor to frome | _ 
the roofs eaſie; but now, that for the moſt part, war is made 
in the beſieging of ſtrong. places, or 1n- err | camps ; both 

officers and ſoldiers uſe hutts.” 

Ix the abridgement of the Engliſh military Ati ne publiſhed ä 
by authority, A. D. 1686; there are the following regulations 7 re⸗ 
ſpecting encamping: | 1 

THE major- general for the day, having witk him ſuch of the 
guards of horſe as ſhall be thought fit, and ordered by the ge- 
neral for the ſecurity of the camp, is to march before the army, 
that he may have time to view the ground, and to ſettle the 
camp, not far from water, if it may be with convenience; which 


being done, he is to order the quarter- maſter- general to ſet out 
5 the. 
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the ground to the majors of the brigades, who thereupon ſet it 
out to the adjutants of each regiment, who divide it for each troop 
.or company ; the major-general in the mean while is to ride about 


the camp, to poſt the main guards as he finds beſt for the ſafety of 


the army, and is to order the quarter-maſter-general what ground 
or village he is to take up for the king's quarters; as alſo ſome 
.commodious place for the park of artillery, and another for the 


bread carts, which is commonly near the centre of the army with 
the hoſpital. 

Wren every thing has been done as abovementioned, and the 
camp all marked out, then the major-general is to ſend an aid-de- 
camp, to give notice to the general that all is ready; and at the 
intring into the camp, the major-general is to meet the gene- 
ral to give him a full account of every particular ; the adjutant's 
general of horſe and foot attending always on the general, that 
they may be ready to execute his orders, and make detatchments 
without delay. 5 | 

IT is the uſual practice to camp an army in two lines; the ſe- 
.cond diſtinct from the firſt three hundred paces ; that is, from 
the head of the firſt line to the head of the ſecond, whereof one 
hundred and twenty are for the encamping of the firſt line ; ſo that 
there remains one hundred and eighty paces, for the diſtance be- 
tween the laſt tents of the firſt line, and the head of the ſecond; 
and if the army encamp with a reſerve, then the ſame diſtance is 
to be obſerved by them. : 

Tux horſe are to be poſted on the wings, and the foot 3 in the 
middle in ſuch a manner, that the lines of the.camp look towards 
the enemy, and be covered behind by a brook, or marſh, if it may 
be with convenience. = | 

Every ſquadron conſiſting of three troops, and fifty men in 
each troop, muſt be allowed fifty paces ; and every battalion con- 
ſiſting of ſixteen companies, and fifty men in each company, muſt - 
have one hundred paces allowed for their encamping.

ALL troops or companies of horſe or foot conſiſting but of fifty 
men, are to be encamped on one rowe of baraques, or hutts; but 


when troops or companies conſiſt of more men, there muſt be 


two files of baraques or hutts. | 
Ir is to be obſerved, that in each ſquadron or battalion, the 


colonel's company be always upon the right or left, and there 
make their row of hutts; behind them muſt be left the ſpace for 
the ſtreet; then the ſecond company make their row of hutts ; near 
to which, the third makes theirs, leaving the ſpace of two foot 
only between their hutts, which is called the by- ſtreet; . the 
ſame thing is to be obſerved by the horſe. 

Tux hutts of the foot always open toward the ſtreet; the bara- 
ques of the cavalry always toward the horſes heads. 

Tur hutts of the quarter-maſter and ſerjeants are always to be 
at the head of the troopers and ſoldiers, and the officers tents be- 
hind, | 
Tux camp of the firſt brigade of the army is on the right hand 

of the firſt line; that of the ſecond, on the left; the third is poſted 
on the right of the ſecond line; the fourth, on the left, and the 
reſt in the centre according to their ſeniority: this is to be obſer- 
ved among the horſe, as well as foot. . | 

Tux dragoons are never to be encamped in the body of the 
army, but have their camp at the head, or on the wings on that 
fide where the greateſt danger is, ſerving always as an out-guard 
for the army. | 

EvERY regiment is to have a guard at the head of their camp, 
and the major-general for the. day takes care to place the great 
guard in a proper place and diſtance from the army towards the 
enemy, chooſing for that effect a place where all the avenues 


may be diſcovered; there it is to continue during the day; and 


at night is to draw off near the army, at the head of the foot. 
Tux colonel or officer of the horſe who mounts the guard, is to 
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8 ſend off an out-guard, or advance-guard, conſiſting of twenty- 
four troopers, commanded by a lieutenant, whom he poſts where 
he ſees moſt convenient, in a place, from whence the country 

about may be eaſily diſcovered. | | 
: Tur duty of him who commands the guard, is to let no perſon 
whatſoever paſs without an order, to look every where about, 
and to ſend notice to the general, whenever he diſcovers any troop 
or forces. 

IT is to be obferved, that the meaſure of the ground before- 
mentioned, is meant only for the encampment of an army, for if 
it were to be ranged in battel in caſe of ſervice, the diſtances be- 
tween the battalions and ſquadrons are to be greater than in a 
camp; it muſt be endeavoured as much as may be, that the 
ſecond line be equal to the firſt, keeping the ſame diſtance upon 


the right and left, 


The Particulars of Encamping a Battalion. 


Wurx the quarter-maſter hath his ground allotted to him 
for encamping a battalion, (which is commonly one hundred 
paces) he is to divide it in the manner following; viz. he muſt 
allow ſeven foote ſquare to each hutt, two foot to the by-ſtreets, 
and fifteen foot to the great ſtreets : every companie conſiſting 
of fifty men, ought to have ten hutts; and there muſt be the 
diſtance of two foot between the hutts ; the kitchens muſt be mark- 
ed out at twelve foot diſtance from the laſt rowe of hutts, and 
are to be placed juſt over againſt them, ſo that the ſtreets may be 
open quite through for the officers to paſs eafily to the head of 
the camp, as there ſhall be occaſion : the length of. the kitchens 
is to be nine foot and the breadth fix foot; there muſt be thirty paces 

. diſtant, between the ſoldiers kitchens, and the front of the captains 
tents ; forty paces diſtant between the captains tents, and the front of 
the tents of the ſubaltern officers ; and the remaining ground is for

the encamping of the field-officers, and the captain's equipage; 
the ſutlers are to encamp behind the officers tents; the colonels and 
field-officers, and ſtaff-officers tents, are to be in the centre of the 
battalion behind the tents of the captains. 

Tu RE muſt be twenty or thirty paces between one battalion 
and another; the ſerjeants hutts are to be at the head of the ſol- 
diers, to open the contrary way; that is, to the front. 

Tue pikes, (whether they are placed againſt a croſs or in a ſtand) 
muſt be allowed at eighteen foot diſtance from the hutts ; the 
muſkets at eighteen foot diſtant from the Pikes, that is before - 
them. 

Tux colours and drums are to be ſet within the hollow of the 
pikes; the holberts of the ſergeants that march with the ſhot 
ſhould be placed with the muſkets, and thoſe of the ſerjeants 


that march with the pikes, with the pikes. 


The Particulars of Encamping a Squadron. 


WurN a quarter-maſter of horſe hath his ground allotted to 
him for a ſquadron, which is commonly fifty paces, he is to divide 
it in the following manner ; viz. he muſt allow three paces for the 
length of a baraque, and two paces diſtant from the opening of 
the baraques, to the ſtakes to which the horſes are faſtened, 
and three paces for each horſe's ſtanding, and ten paces for the 
ſtreet. 

Io the ſecond troop is to be allowed two paces diſtance, three 
paces for their baraques, and one pace diſtance for the by-ſtreets. 

Tus third troop muſt have two paces diſtance, three paces 
for the baraques, and three paces for the horſes ; after which, 
there will remain fifteen paces, which makes the diſtance from one 
ſquadron to another. | wy 

IF the ſquadron be ſtronger, they muſt have more ground, 
this being only for a ſquadron of one hundred and fifty men in 
three troops; each troop making but one row of baraques. 7 
98 | © "ERP 
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Tux colours are to be placed at eighteen foot diſtance from 
the front baraques in the fame line with the pikes; there are 
commonly ten or twelve baraques on a row for every troop of 
fifty men ; and there muſt be at leaſt two paces diſtance from one 
baraque to another. 
Fox the kitchins belonging to the troops, the officers tents, and 
the ſutlers which attend upon the troops, the ſame meaſures are to 
be obſerved in proportion, as they are uſed for encamping of foot; 
by a pace is meant three foot. 4 
Tux following are the general rules and proportions for  encamp=- 
ing of an army, with the particulars for the encamping of a regiment 
of horſe, and a battalion of foot, as laid down in Bland's Military 
Diſcipline, and which are much the ſame as now in uſe, allowing 
for the difference of the eſtabliſhment of the regiment, excepting 
that the quarter and rear guards inſtead of facing to the regiment, 
now front outwards. . |

HISTORY OF 
As it is uſual for the ſubalterns of horſe to have a tent each, I 
have therefore placed two in the rear of each troop; and though 
by the former method of encamping, they were generally pitched in 


a line with the troopers tents, and faced towards the ſtreets as 
they did ; yet, in this plan, I have placed them according to the 


manner of the foot, by facing them towards the captains tents, 


with a ſtreet of twenty-four paces between them.

The ſize of the troop tents is ſufficient for thoſe of the quarter- 
maſters, only that they are allowed to have them a little higher, 
with a tmall marquiſe to throw off the rain. 

The dimenſions here given for the officers tents, may be thought 
by ſome too ſmall ; and if they were to encamp in Hide-Park, I 


| ſhould be of the ſame opinion; but let thoſe gentlemen who think 


To, only make one real campaign, and I am convinced that they 


will wiſh them rather of a leſs than a greater. 


The circles which are drawn in the plan between the grand and 
petty ſutlers, are marked for the kitchens, or places where the 
private men are to dreſs their vittuals ; they are made in the fol- 
lowing manner : 

Firſt, you draw a circle or a ſquare on the -ground of the di- 


it, 
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* of three feet broad and two deep, by which it will reſemble 
the bottom of a cockpit ; when this is done, you are then to cut 
holes or niches in the ſide of the circle or ſquare of earth which 1s 
left ſtanding within the ditch: the holes may be about a foot 
ſquare, the upper part of which ſhould be within three or four 
inches of the ſurface, from whence they are to cut ſmall holes of 
four inches diameter down to the great ones, in which the fire 1s 
to be made, and the heat conveyed through thoſe ſmall holes to 
the bottom of the kettles, which are placed on the top of them; 
theſe fire-places may be made within three. or four feet of one 
another, quite round the ſaid circle or ſquare; and if you erect one of 
theſe kitchens, (by which I mean an entire circle or ſquare) for each 
| troop or company, they need not be larger than what will contain 
as many fire-places as what you have tents pitched for your troop 
or company; for as all the men who lie in a tent are of one meſs, 
every meſs muſt therefore have a fire-place, that they may have na 
excuſe for their nat boiling the pot every day. Fig 
THERE are ſeveral advantages by making of the kitchen as here 
directed. 
FirsT, a very little fuel will ſerve to dreſs their victuals, for as 
the fire-places are open at the ſides like the mouth of an oven, the 


air which enters there forces all the heat up the ſmall hole to the 


bottom of the kettle,” and conſequently boils it very ſoon; and as 
the kettle covers the ſaid hole, the rain cannot come to extin- 
guiſh it, or create men any trouble in keeping of it in. 


SECONDLY, they are not in great danger of accidents by the 


fires being blown amongſt the tents or forage ; for if the men only 
lay a ſod or turf on the top of the hole when they take off the kettle, 
it cannot be diſperſed by the wind; which, without this confider- 


ation they ought to do, in order to keep the fire-places dry. 
Tr1RDLY, the cutting of a ditch round the kitchens, does 


not only enable them to make the fire-places ; but likewiſe prevents 8 


the fire from catching hold of the ſtubble or graſs, which, in very 
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dry or hot weather it is apt to do, and endanger the burning of 
your camp, which I have often ſeen for the want of this precau- 
tion. Beſides, the oppoſite bank of the ditch ſerves as a ſeat for the 
men who are employed in dreſſing the victuals. 

FouRTHLY and laſtly, by having of kitchens made in this man- 


ner, the officers can with a great deal of eaſe look into the conduct 


and œconomy of their men, and oblige the ſeveral meſſes to boil 
the pot every day for the reaſons W mentioned in article 1 111, 
chapter xiii.

Tux front poles are in a line with the center of their bell of 


arms, and diſtant from each other ſix yards. 
Tux parade of the rear guard is four yards from the bell of 


arms. 
Tux houſes of office for the front line muſt be advanced beyond 
the quarter guard, at leaſt fifty yards, and thoſe for the rear line 
about the ſame diſtance in the rear of the petty ſutlers and butchers. 
Tr1s plan being only calculated for the encampment of a bat- 
talion, whoſe companies are compoſed of no more than ſeventy- 
three rank and file, according to their uſual ſtrength in time of 
peace; I ſhall add another, to ſhew the method of encampment 
made uſe of during the preſent war, while they remain augmented 
to a hundred each; and as the difference between them conſiſts 
only in the quantity and diviſion of the ground, it will be ſeen very 
plainly in the ſaid plans, without any repetition of the preceding 
explanation, which in all other reſpects will anſwer for both, _ 
MiLITARx muſick, before the introduction of fire arms ſerved 
to animate the ſoldiers in battles and aſſaults of places, as well as 
for the purpoſe of ſignals for the different manœvres and duties in 
camp and garriſon; wherefore it cannot be doubted but it 


was uſed in our ancient armies.

Ix an old manuſcript chronicle (a) is a balad made on the vic- 
tory of King Edward III. over the Scots at Hallidowne Hille, in 
which there are theſe lines: 


This was do with merry ſowne, 
With pipes trumpes and tabers thereto, 
And loud clariones thei blew alſo. 


Anp in the proſe account of the ſame battle in the ſame Ms. 
„ then the Engliſche mynſtrelles beaten their tabers and blewen 
their trompes, and pipers pipedene loude and made a great ſchowte 
upon the Skottes. Notwithſtanding this, neither drummers, trum- 
petters nor any other minſtrells occur in the wardrobe accounts of 
either Edward I. II. or III. poſſibly they were part of the royal 
houſehold, paid under ſome other department. 

Tux common military inſtruments of muſick were the trumpet, 
drum, fife, and horns of different kinds. : | 

Tur trumpet is of the moſt remote antiquity, and frequently 
occurs in the ſcriptures, as being uſed by the Iſraelites, The 
Romans-had both the ſtreight and crooked trumpet ; and trumpets 
of both kinds have been found i in different parts of England, gene- 

rally ſuppoſed to have been Daniſn. 

Tu drum was probably introduced. into Europe from the Eaſt 
by the Cruſaders ; (b) a kind of kettle drum, called the naccaire, is 
mentioned by Join ginge in the Life of St. Louis, as being uſed by 


the Saracens.

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Tux fife is ſaid to have been introduced by the Switzers ; Albert 
Durer, in one of his engravings of the ſoldiers of that notion, has 


repreſented a fifer. 
Trex fide drum, ſo called from being borne on the ſide of the 


perſon who beats it, is too well known to require a deſcription. 
It was anciently called the tabour, of which there is an inſtance in 
Froiſſart, cap. 147, where it is ſaid, that King Edward III. was 
attended by a great number of trumpets and drums, when he made 
his entry into Calais after having taken it by a long ſiege. (c) 


From an ancient manuſcript it appears, that during the reign of 


King Edward IV. a royal order was iſſued for impreſſing trumpet- 
ters. Among the houſehold expences of King Henry VII. in the 


19th year of his reign, (d) there is the following entry: © Item, to 


on that played upon the droome, 6s. 8d.“ 

Id a diary of the ſiege of Boulogne, A. D. 1544, by King Henry 
VIII. printed in Rymer, there is mention made of the drummers 
and viffleurs, marching at the head of the king's army; and in the 
houſehold account of the 34th of that king by Brian * drum- 
ſlades and fifers are charged. 

Ix the liſt of the army employed at St. Quintin's, trumpets and 


drums were appointed to the different corps, in the proportion of one 
trumpet to each troop of an hundred men, both heavy armed and 


light horſe; and a drum and a fife to each company of foot con- 


ſiſting of an hundred men. Beſides theſe trumpets, a drum and a 
fife made part of the ſuit or retinue of the great officers. 

THe captain general had two trumpets, one drum and one ſife; 
the lieutenant general, one trumpet; the high mareſchal, one trum- 
pet, one drum and one fife; the captain general of the infantry,

diſtinct from the fife, it ſeems as if there was ſome difference be- 
tween thoſe inſtruments, which are generally conceived to be. one 


.and the ſame. 


In the ſucceeding reign drums and fifes ſcem to have been part 
of the military eſtabliſhment. The ear piercing fife, and ſpirit ſtir- 
ring drum, are mentioned by Shakeſpear among the circumſtances of 
war. And in Ralph Smith's Military Collection the qualifications 
and duties of drummers and fifers are thus laid down: all captains 
muſt have dromes and phiphes and men to uſe the ſame, who 
{ſhould be faithfull, ſecret, yngenious, of able perſonage to uſe their 
inſtruments and office, of ſundrie language, for often tymes they 
are ſent to parlie with their enemies, to ſummon their forts and 
towns, to reddeme and conducte priſoners, and diverſe other meſ- 


| ſages, which of neceſlitie require languages; if ſuch dromes or 
Phiphers ſhould fortune to fall into the hands of their enemies, no 


gifte.or force ſhould cauſe them to diſcloſe any ſecrete that they 
know.; they muſt often practiſe their inſtruments, teache the com- 


pany their ſound of the march, allarme, approche, aſſalte, battell, 


retreat, {kirmiſh, or any other calling that of neceſſity ſhould be 
known.“ 

Tux fife was for a long time laid aſide, and was not reſtored 
till about the year 1745, when the Duke of Cumberland intro- 
duced it into the guards; it was not however adopted in the 
marching regiments, till the year 1747: the firſt regiment that 
had it was the 19th, then called Green Howards, in which I had 


the honor to ſerve, and well remember a Hanoverian lad, an ex- 
cellent fifer, being given by his colonel to Lieutenant Colonel 


Williams then commanding that regiment at Bois le Duc in 
Flanders. Fifes afterwards, particularly ſince the practice of 
marching in cadence, have been much multiplied, for tho' only 


two fifers were allowed on the muſter-rolls of each regiment, 
and 
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and thoſe to the grenadier company, yet in moſt corps the drum- 
mers of the battalion companies were taught to blow the fife as 
well as to beat the drum. 

In modern times, that is ſince the revolution, kettle drums and 
trumpets have been chiefly appropriated to the horſe. The 
dragoons long had the hautbois and fide drum, (e) but about the 
year 1759 charged them for the trumpet; the infantry had only the 
drum, till the introduction of the fifes, as above mentioned, except 
the Highland regiment, who are allowed a bag piper to the colonel's 
company. Since the introduction of light infantry many of thoſe 
companies have the beugle horn, (f) 

Sis John Hawkins in his Hiſtory of Muſick has preſerved ſome 
curious anecdotes reſpecting the old Engliſh march, which I have 
here tranſcribed : it feems (ſays he) that the old Engliſh march of 
the foot was formerly in high eſtimation, as well abroad as with us; 
it's charaQteriſtic is dignity and gravity, in which reſpect it differs 
greatly from the French, which, as it is given by Merſennus, is 
briſk and alert. Sir Roger Williams, a gallant low country ſoldier 
of Queen Elizabeth's time, and who has therefore a place among 
the worthies of Lloyd and Winſtanley, had once a converſation on 
this ſubject with Marſhal Biron, a French general; the marſhal 
obſerved that the Engliſh march, being beaten by the drum, was 
ow, heavy and ſluggiſh. * That may be true, anſwered Sir 
Roger,” but ſlow as it is, it has traverſed your maſter's country 
from one end to the other. This bon mot is recorded in one of

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thoſe little entertaining books, written by Crouch, the bookſeller, in 
the Poultry, and publiſhed about the end of the laſt century, under 
the fictitious name of Robert Burton ; the book here referred to is 
entitled, Admirable Curioſities, Rarities and Wonders in England, 
Scotland and Ireland; the ſtory is to be met with in page 5 of it, 
but where elſe is not ſaid. Notwithſtanding the many late alterations 
in the diſcipline and exerciſe of our troops and the introduction of 
fifes and other inſtruments in our martial muſic, it is ſaid that the 
old Engliſh march is ſtill in uſe with the foot. Mr. Walpole has 
been very happy in diſcovering a manuſcript in parchment purport- 
ing to be a warrant of Charles I. directing the revival of the 
march, agreeable to the form thereto ſubjoined in muſical notes, 
ſigned by his majeſty, and counterſigned by the Earl of Arundel and 
Surry, the then earl marſhal; this curious manuſcript was found 
by the preſent Earl of Huntingdon in an old cheſt, and as the 
parchment has at one corner the arms of his lordſhip's predeceſſor, 
then living; Mr. Walpole thinks it probable that the order was 
ſent to all lords lieutenants of counties. 

Tux following is a copy of the warrant, and of the muſical 
notes of the march, taken from the catalogue of royal and noble 
authors, vol. 1. page 201. |

W HEREAS the ancient cuſtom of nations hath ever bene to uſe 
one certaine and conſtant forme of march in the warres, whereby to 
be diſtinguiſhed one from another. And the march of this our En- 
gliſh nation, ſo famous in all honourable atchievements and glo- 
rious warres of this our kingdome, in forraigne parts (being by the 
approbation of ſtrangers themſelves, confeſt and acknowledged the 
beſt of all marches) was through the negligence and careleſſneſſe 
of drummers, and by long diſcontinuance, ſo altered and changed 
from the antient gravitie and majeſtie thereof, as it was in danger 
utterly to have been loſt and forgotten. 
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IT pleaſed our late deare brother Prince Henry to revive and 
reftifie the ſame by ordayning an eſtabliſhment of an certaine 
meaſure, which was beaten in his preſence at Greenwich, anno 
1610. In confirmation whereof we are graciouſly pleaſed at the 
inſtance and humble ſute of our right truſty and right well beloved | | 
couſin and councellor Edward Viſcount Wimbleton, to ſet down EE 
and ordaine the preſent eſtabliſhment hereunder expreſſed, willing 
and commanding all drummers within our kingdom of England 
and principalitie of Wales, exactly and preciſely to obſerve the ſame, 
as well in this our kingdom as abroad in the ſervice of any forraigne 
prince or ſtate, without any addition or alteration whatſoever. To 
the end that ſo ancient, famous and commendable a cuſtome may 
be preſerved as a patterne and precedent to all poſteritie. Given at 
our pallace of Weſtminſter, the ſeventh day of February in the 
7th yeare of our raigne of England, Scotland, France and Ireland.

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Tux kettle-drums and trumpets of the horſe are adorned with 
banners; reſpecting theſe and the trumpets, his majeſty has made 
the following regulations: 


Banners of the Regiment of Horſe. 


Tux banners of the kettle-drums and trumpets to be of the 
colour of the facing of the regiment ; the badge of the regiment or 


its rank to be in the centre of the banner of the kettle-drums, as' 


on the ſecond ſtandard ; the king's cypher and crown to be on 
the banner of the trumpets, with the rank of the regiment in cyphers 
underneath ; the depth of the kettle-drum banners to be 3 feet, 
6 inches; the length, 4 feet 8 inches, excluſive of the fringe; 
* thoſe of the trumpets to be 12 inches in depth, and 18 inches in 
length. 

THe trumpets to be of braſs.; the cords to be crimſon, mixed 
with the colour of the facing of the regiment; the king's own 
regiment of dragoons, and the royal Iriſh, are permitted to continue 
their kettle-drums, and to which, they are to have banners of 
the ſame dimenſions as thoſe which are ordered for the regiments of 
horſe. 

THe chief beats of the drum formerly uſed by the infantry were a 
CALL, a TRoop, a PREPARATIVE, a MARCH, a BATTAILE, A

muſt underſtand to prepare to heare preſent proclamation, or elſe to 
repaire to your enſigne: by a troop, underſtand to ſhoulder your muſ- 
kets, to advance your pikes, to cloſe your ranks and files to their order, 
and to troop along with, or follow your officer to the place of rendez- 
vous, or elſewhere: by a march, you are to underſtand to take your open

THE Rocues, ox, WroRes MARca, this is beaten and played 


_by the fifes when a ſoldier is drummed out of the regiment, or 


common proſtitutes are drummed out of the camp or garriſon. 
THERE are alſo ſeveral other beats uſed in different corps for 
particular ſignals ; ſuch as the Long Roll for turning out the re- 
giment in camp or garriſon; the doubling of the troop to break 
from grand to ſub-diviſions, but theſe are rather particular than

THERE 1s in the king s houſhold, an officer, ſtiled, drum-major- 


general of England, without whoſe licence, no one could, except 


the king's troops, formerly beat a drum. (k) 
Tuk regimental drum-majors have no extra pay from govern-

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ment, but receive ſome addition by ſtoppage from the pay of the 


young drummers, and contributions of the captains. 
Many of the drums of the infantry were formerly of braſs; 


with the arms of the colonel painted on them, but by his majeſty's 


late regulation, no colonel is to put his arms, creſt, device, or 
livery on any part of the appointment of the regiment under his 


command, and the drums are to be of wood, the front painted with 
the colour of the facing of the regiment, with the king's cypher 


and crown, and the number of the regiment under it. 


Tu different founds or ſignals given by the trumpet, were ac- 


cording to Markham, in his Soldiers Accidence, as follows : 
THe firſt is BuTTE SELLA, or put on your ſaddles, which as 


ſoone as the ſoldier heareth, (in the morning, or other times) he 


ſhall preſently make ready his horſe and. his own perſon, truſſe up 
his ſack of neceſſaries, and make all things fitting for his journey, 

TE ſecond is, MounTE- CAvaALLoz; or, mount on horſebacke; 
at which ſummons, the fouldier ſhall bridle. up his horſe, bring 


him forth, and mount his backe. 


Tux third is, ALA STANDARDE ; goe to your colours, or ſtand- 
ard, whether it bee ſtandard, cornet, or guidon ; upon which ſound, 
the ſoldier with thoſe of his fellowſhip, ſhall trot forth to the place 
where the cornet is lodged, and there attend till it is diſlodged :: 


alſo, this ſound in the field and in ſervice, when men are diſbanded 
is a retreit for the horſemen, and brings him off being engaged, for 
as oft as he heares it, he muſt retire and goe backe to his colour. 


Tur fourth is, TucquetT, or march; which beinge hearde: 


ſimply of itſelfe, without addition, commands nothing but march

theſe ſounds you ſhall make the ſouldier ſo perfect, that as a ſong, 
he may lanquet or ſing them, and know when they are ſounded 
unto him. 

OTHER ſoundings there are; as TRNDRE Hor, for liſtening, a 
CALL for ſummons; a SEeNner, for ſtate and the like, but they 
have reference to the greater officers, and thoſe have no need of 
inſtructions. = 

FLacs, banners, penciles, and other enſignes, are of great 
antiquity ; their uſe was in large armies, to diſtinguiſh the troops 
of different nations or provinces ; and in ſmaller bodies, thoſe of 
different leaders, and even particular perſons; in order that the 
prince and commander in chief might be able to diſcriminate the 
behaviour of each corps, or perſon.; they alſo ſerved to direct 
broken battalions or ſquadrons where to rally, and pointed out the 
Nation of the king, or thoſe of the different great officers, each of 
whom had his particular guidon or banner ; by which means, they 
might be found at all times, and the commander in chief enabled 
from time to time, to ſend ſuch orders as he might find neceſſar: y 
to his different generals. 

Taz ancient enſigns were of Ae Finde ſome were to be 
fixed or planted, being too heavy to be carried by one man; others 
were attached to different corps or perſons, and carried about 
with them: carrying a banner or ſtandard in the day of battle, was 
always conſidered as a poſt of honor, and in our hiſtories, we fre- 
quently meet with ſeveral inſtances of perſons rewarded with pen- 
ſions for valiantly (1) performing that duty; the office of the 
royal ſtandard- bearer was uſually granted for life, with a very

TE ſtandards was originally large flags fixed on the tops of 
towers, or other elevated places, and from their being ſtationary, 
were called ſtandards, tho' this term was afterwards given to move- 
able enſigns, as at preſent to thoſe born by the cavalry. 

BANNERS were ſmall, and of a ſquare figure, ſomewhat about 
the make and ſize of the ſtandards now born by the horſe or dra- 
goons ; banners were born before knights bannerets, whoſe arms 
were embroider'd on them. | | 

PENNoNs were born before knights, batchelors, who brought 
a certain number of followers into the field; there are ſome 
inſtances of pennons being carried before eſquires, but it was only

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«thoſe poſſeſſed of certain eſtates or fiefs; the penon was in figure 
and ſize like a banner, with the addition of a triangular point; 
they were charged with armorial bearings of their owner ; on 
the performance of any gallant action by the knight and his fol- 
lowers, the pennon was converted into a banner by the king, or 
commander in chief, cutting off the point, whereby the knight 
was raiſed to the degree of a banneret. Both knights and bannerets 
were bound to appear in the field at the head of a certain number of 
men, whence ancient hiſtorians frequently expreſs the ſtrength of an 
army, by the number of banners and pennons of which it conſiſted. 

THE guidon according to Markham, is inferior to the ſtandard, 
being the firſt colour any commander of horſe can let flie in the 
field. It was generally of damaſk fringed, and uſually three feet in 

' breadth near the ſtaff, leſſening by degrees towards the bottom,

By Camden's letter printed in the firſt volume of this work, 
we learn, that an innovation. in. our national military diſcipline 
then took place towards the latter end of the reign of Queen Eli- 
zabeth, introduced by the officers who had ſerved in the low 
countries; this, it appears, was diſapproved of by many ancient 
commanders and foldiers, a circumſtance extremely natural, ſince 
they were thereby reduced from the rank of maſters or teachers, to 
that of ſcholars or learners, a degradation to which it requires great 
philoſophy to ſubmit ; this innovation in part conſiſted of a more 
general introduction of fire arms, and a. conſequent. decreaſe of 
archers. 

Soo after this era, a number of military treatiſes were written; 
from theſe, we learn, that the infantry was drawn up ten deep ; one 


reaſon for which was, that the firſt rank having fired, would be able

Daniel, it appears, that the oldeſt form of military exerciſe, he has found, is of the year 


1473, being a manuſcript in the king's library, containing the ordonances of Charles 
the bold, Duke of Burgundy, for the corps of gendarmerie, formed on the model of thoſe 
of France, and compoſed of men of arms, archers, couſtilliers and pages; but the in- 
fantry, the Genoeſe crois-bow-men and archers excepted, being long after held in ſmall.

Stex theſe regulations, the national exerciſe has been fre- 
quently changed by authority, three different ſyſtems having been 
* Wann the ſpare of about __ years; e other im- 
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provements. the introduction of the quick ſtep in marching and 


manceuvring, is not the leaſt important ; before that, every move- 
ment was performed with a ſlow, and almoſt funereal ſolemnity ; 
till about the year 1750, the firelock was carried nearly in the 
poſition now termed floped, and heid by the ſwell ; the motions 
were all performed as ſlow as poſſible, wide, ard in the Poize, and 
divers other motions, at the full extent of the arm. 

Tur exerciſe of the ancient cavalry ſeems in a great meaſure to 
have reſembled that of modern times; the methods of diſmount- 
ing and linking their horſes practiſed by the archers on horſeback 
being very much like the mode now uſed by our dragoons; this may 
be gathered from the following ſketch extracted by Father Daniel, 
from a manuſcript in the king of France's library, written about 
the year 1473, containing inſtructions for a corps of gens d'armes 
raiſed by Charles the bold, Duke of Burgundy, in imitation of 


thoſe of France; each lance, or man at arms, being attended by two 


archers, with a couſtillier and page. 

My ſaid lord alſo ordains, that for the better accuſtoming the 
ſaid body to the uſe of arms; and that they may be better taught 
and inſtructed, when opportunity offers, the captains of the 
genſdarmes and chiefs of ſquadrons being in garriſon, or havinge 
time and leiſure to do it, ſhall take parties of their men at 
arms to exerciſe in the fields, armed ſometimes with their upper 
pieces only, that is to ſay, with head pieces or caſks, and cuiraſſes 
only, and at other times, completely armed, and ſhall practice them 
in running at each other with the lance, keeping themſelves cloſe 
and compact, teaching them to charge briſkly, to keep. to their en- 
ſigns, to leave them if ordered, and to rally, ſuccouring each other 
when commanded, and the manner of ſuſtaining a charge: to in- 
ſtruct the archers how to manage their horſes, to accuſtom them 
to diſmount, and to ſhoot with their bows, cauſing them to learn 
the manner of linking their. horſes together with their bridles, and 


Making them march after them to the front, fring the horſes of 
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the archers by their bridles to the cornets of the hinder part of the 
ſaddle of the page to the men at arms to whom they belong: more- 
over to march briſkly to the front, to ſhoot without breaking their 
ranks, and to make the piquenaires or pikemen march with a cloſe 
and even front before the ſaid archers, and on a ſignal, to kneel on one 
knee, Keeping their pikes lowered to the height of a ſaddle bowe, 
in order that the archers may ſhoot over the ſaid pikemen, as over 
a wall; and that the ſaid pikemen ſeeing their enemies fall into diſ- 
order, may be ready to ſally forth upon them, and alſo to ſet them- 
ſelves back to back upon a double defence, or in a ſquare or round 
order, the pikemen being always in cloſe order before the archers, 
to ſuſtain the charge of the enemy's horſe, encloſing within their 
centre the pages and horfes of the archers ; and the ſaid conductors 
or captains may in the beginning introduce theſe operations, by 
ſmall companies, and as ſoon as one of them is accompliſhed, they 
ſhall teach another. 

In the reign of King James I. the cavalry, according to Mark- 
ham, was formed ſix deep ; the horſes being ſet on their haunches 
were taught to run the circle in the lunge, to turn, paſſage, and 
rein back. 

ONnLy two ſorts of diſtance were then Ae in both ranks 
and files; namely, cloſe and open order; clofe order in files was, 
cuiſſe to cuiſſe, or knee to knee; open order was ſix feet, in both 
files and ranks; cloſe order in ranks was cloſe to the croop, or in 
other words, the head of each horſe was cloſe to the tail of his file- 
leader, leaving no inverval between. 

Tux evolutions on horſeback were opening and cloſing the ranks 
and files to the right and left, and to both hands by diviſions. 

DovsLinG the ranks and files to the right and left, and to both 
hands by diviſions ; middle-men and bringers up doubling the 
front to the. right, to the left, and to both by diviſions, turring 


to the right and 8 about, the left and left about by converion,

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countermarching to the right and left, countermarching to both 
by converſion, wheeling to the right and left and to both. 


Tre manual exerciſe of the piſtol was alſo praCtiſed ; the mo-

the cavalry were armed with carabines which they fired on horſe- 
back. 


to a battalion, and were armed with muſkets and grenades, linked 
their horſes, diſmounted, fired, ſcrewed their dagg ers into the 


muzzles of their muſkets, charged, returned their daggers, fired, 


and threw their grenades by ranks, the center and rear ranks ad- 


vancing in ſucceſſion through the intervals between their file- leaders; 


they then grounded their arms, went to the right about, diſperſed, 
and at the preparative or beating to arms, drew their ſwords, and 


ſtood by their arms, falling in with a huzza ! they then returned 
their ſwords, ſhouldered and ſlung their muſkets, marched to their 
horſes, unlinked and mounted; after which, they fired their 


piſtols and muſkets on horſeback. 


Tux exerciſe of the dragoon differed very little from that of 


the horſe-grenadier, except in that part relative to the grenade. 
Tux projectile machines, or ancient artillery, uſed by our an- 


ceſtors, about the time of the Norman invaſion, wer the ſcorpion; 
catapulta, baliſta, and onager of the Romans, with diverſe other 


ſpecies of the ſame machines, under a variety of different appel- 


lations. 


THESE machines, their proportions and. properties, are deſcribed 
in the works of Vitruvius, Amianus, Marcellinus; and many 


other writers, but for want of i illuſtrative delineations the de-

ſcriptions are in general extremely obſcure, and in ſome parts 
unintelligible. | 

Many mathematicians and engineers have at different times 
taken great pains to inveſtigate this ſubject; among them, Mr. 
Newton, an ingenious architect, who, meaning to favor the world 
with a new edition of Vitruvius, has been particularly attentive to 
the part which treats of theſe machines, and not only examined 
and compared the different authors who have written on that 


matter, but alſo by models and experiments, has endeavoured to 


aſcertain the theory of the different conſtructions; the drawings 
and deſcriptions here given, are the reſult of his labours, which 
he has generouſly permitted me to copy, and inſert in this work ; 
I have been the more particular in the conſideration of this article, 
as the moving powers of moſt of the different machines ſo vari- 
ouſly named, the ſcorpion excepted, (b) depended on the ſame 
principles as thoſe of the baliſta, catapulta, and onager ; namely, 
the elaſticity of twiſted cords formed of the bowels of animals, 
ſinews, human hair, flax and hemp. 

Tre ſcorpion was the ſmalleſt machine of its kind, and of the 
leaſt effect; it was ſo called, becauſe its form was thought to have 
ſome reſemblance to that of the inſet ſo named; it conſiſted of a 
bow AA. fig. 1. made of ſteel, or of ſome elaſtic wood, having a 
cord made of the bowels of animals, ſtretched from one end to 
the other, and fixed through holes made for that purpoſe at its 
extremities; in the middle was placed the REGULA BB. which had 
in its upper ſurface a channel cut in the ſhape of a ſwallow's tail, 
the lower part being the broadeſt ; this REGULA was called the 
SYRINX, it was made of wood, and of ſuch ſize as was thought

and the bow thereby bent: the following mechaniſm was made 
uſe of to hinder the bow from drawing the DiosTR A backwards: 
there was a rule with teeth N. fixed on both fides the syrIinx 
their whole length, and a hook of iron O. called caTacrivpa, 
which turned vertically, on an iron axis, on both ſides of the 010s- 
TRA; when the dioſtra was puſhed forwards, the caTAcLipa fell 
ſucceſſively between the teeth of the rule, which hindred the p10s- 
TRA from going backwards. 

WHEN the bow was bent as much as was thought neceſſary, 
and retained in that ſtate by the cATAcLID As, the archer placed 


the arrow in the =y1Tox1s, inſerting its extremity where it is 


feathered between the parts of the cuira, quite to the ſtring of 
the bow, which entered into a cut made purpoſely at that end 
of the arrow ; he then raiſed the machine and took his aim by 
looking along the arrow, and taking the end M. of the scu as- 


FER1A, drew it towards him, and conſequently drew the other 
3s end 
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end of the scHasTERIA from under the IRA, which by the 
tenſion of the ſtring of the bow, inſtantly turned on its axis, 
thereby diſengaging the ſtring, the arrow was diſcharged with a 
great force; this machine was called GASTRAPHETEN, becauſe 
the bow was bent by the action of puſhing with the belly. 

Tux catapulta was a machine which ſerved for the ſame uſe, 
but which acted with a greater force; to encreaſe its force in a 
great degree without much augmenting its magnitude, which 
would have rendered the machine. too heavy and difficult to make 
uſe of; it was neceſſary to make ſome alteration in its conſtruc- 
tion, and above all in that part which was the firſt cauſe of its 
force; that is to ſay, in the bowe; but in encreaſing the force of 
the bow or the arms, it was alſo neceſſary to augment the force. 
which acted on the bow or arms; mſtead of producing that effect 
by joining the force of many men, it was more conveniently and 
efficaciouſly done by the application of ſome mechanic power, 
which occaſioned ſome other difference in the machine; theſe 
differences conſiſted in that which follows: 

Ixs TEA PD of a bow, as in the 3 the conipults had a 
rectangular frame of wood, AB CD, pl. 2, fig. 1, conſiſting of four 
uprights, placed at a convenient diſtance, and two horizontal tra- 
verſes; one AC above, and the other BD beneath the four up- 
rights, with which they were ſtrongly joined by tenons and plates of 
iron; the horizontal traverſes were called scuTuL by .the Ro- 
mans, and PERITRET by the Greeks, becauſe they had perfora- 
tions on all ſides. 

Tux two outſide uprights, AB & CD were called paraſte and 
the two others on the inſide EF & GH meſoſte. PT ERS. 

ViTRuv1vs gives to all the frames the name of caeiTUuLE, and 
Hero of PLINTHE : the holes IKLM were pierced perpendicularly 
through the two peritretæ; in the middle between the paRAsTA 
and the Mzs05T A, on the right and left ſides of the capi uE oppo- 
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ſite to the holes of the yzrITRETE, were placed two ſtrong bars of 
iron, IL, and two others, KM, were applied in the ſame manner, 
oppoſite in the holes under the lower peritreta ; theſe bars of iron 
were called, EP1zYG1s. 
Trey then tied to the upper epizygis, I, one of the ends of a 
cord made of the bowels of an animal; the other end was paſſed 
through the holes of the two PERITRETÆ to the lower epizygis, 
K, it was ſtretched round it, and paſſed again through the ſame 
holes to the upper epizygis, I, about which it was ſtretched, and 
again in like manner to the lower EPIZVGIS; the ſame operation 
was repeated till the holes were filled, and that the cord could no 
longer paſs there ; they afterwards inſerted in the middle, N, of 
this aſſemblage of cords, the end, N, of an arm of ſteel, or elaſ- 
tic wood ; the other end, O. projected out beyond the face of the 
PARASTA, AB, near it; the two epizyges, I & K, were afterwards 
turned, ſo that the cords were extremely twiſted ; by this means, 
they kept the arm, NO, quite firmly, and cauſed it to preſs back- 
wards with force, againſt the face of the paraſta, AB, where a 
ſemi-circular cavity was cut purpoſely to receive it; the ſame ma- 
nœuvre was repeated exactly at the other extremity of the capitule 
with the epizyges, L & M, at the arm, PQ, and the two arms 
being thus retained by the aſſemblages of twiſted cords, made of 
bowels, will acquire a great degree of elaſtic force, and produced 
exactly the ſame effect as the bow of the ſcorpion before deſcribed ; 
the cord, OQ, made of the ſtrongeſt ſinews of animals was paſſed 


through the extremities of the arms, and fixed; it was of ſuch a 


length, as to retain the arms at a ſmall diſtance from the PA- 
RAST, ſo that in the diſcharge, they ſhould not ſtrike againſt, 
and endanger them; theſe arms were called BRAcny1iz, and like- 
wiſe, ANCONES: the aſſemblage or column, IK, of twiſted cords, 
which retain.d the arms, was called, Toxnus, and the frame, 
ABEF about it, was called nEMIToNus, and ſometimes UNn1T0-

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rom vs; the interval, FH, which was between the two nzMi- 


TONES; was left for the 8YRINxX, and the DiosrRA; the end 
of the ſyrinx being ſtrongly fixed upon the upper e 8, of 


the scUTULA, or lower PERITRETA. 
HE RO gives a deſcription of another capitule, differing, dong 


not eſſentially, from this: the scuTuLAa having the form of a 
demi-octagon, ABCDEF, fig. 2. ſo that it was broader in the 
middle than at its extremities; and the two MesosTm, GEHD, 
were conſequently broader than the two yarasT®, AFBC, their 
breadth being determined by the interſection of the interior ſides of 
the PARAST 2, IK. and of the exterior ſides ED, of the MR SOS Tx, 
with the ſemi-circle, ATEDKB, as may be ſeen by the figure. 
Wren the capitule AM, fig. 3. was finiſhed, there was fixed 
to it, (as has been before ſaid) one of the ends B of the syzinx, 
which as alſo the dioſtra CH, the chIRA and scnasTER1A, D, 


and CaTACL1DA, O, were ſimilar in all things to thoſe which are 


deſcribed in ſpeaking of the ſcorpion ; but it had no caTacGoeis; 
inſtead of which it had a svcuLa, or Axis, E, placed at the 
other end of the syRINx, its fides, F, projecting nn to re- 


ceive it. 
Ix the middle of this SUCULA, or axis, between the two ſides of 


the SYRINX, was fixed a cord, GC, which extended from thence 


to the end C, of the piosTRA, where it was faſtened to a hook; 
when the. machine was prepared, as was ſaid, ſpeaking of the- 


ſcorpion, that is to ſay, when the dioſtra was puſhed forwards, 


until the chira reached the ſtring of the bow, IKI, and was 
hooked to it, the D10sTRA was drawn backward by means of the 


ſucula, which was turned by two men, with the aſſiſtance of the 
levers L, which paſſed through its two extremities ; by this means, 


the arms, II, were drawn and bent, and when they were bent ſuf- 
ficiently, the arrow, KH, was placed in che epitoxis, and a 


in the manner before deſcribed, 
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Tus large machines of this ſpecies, whoſe forces were very con- 
fiderable, were worked by different combinations of pullies, or 
pullies combined with the sucuL z, inſtead of ſimple svcuLas; and 
inſtead of ſimple bars of iron, or EPIZVOES, which ſuſtained the 
roxus; the machines, M, called by Vitruvius, Modiols, and by 
Hero caoENICEs were uſed ; they ſhall be explained 1 in the deſcrip- 
tion of the baliſta. 

Bur as this machine of war was infinitely too large and too 
weighty to be managed by hand, and as it was required to turn 
and elevate it in different directions, it became neceſſary to ſupport 
it upon a baſe which ſhould procure it thoſe different movements; 
that baſe was thus conſtructed : 
| A PILLAR, M, or COLUMELLA, (as Vitruvius calls it) in height 
two feet and a quarter, was fixed upright upon a foot with 'three 
branches, PQR, and ſuſtained by three props, SSS, placed there- 
on; on the top of the coLUMELLA, there was a cylindric tenon, 
T, upon which the chALchEsIUN, UV, turned, which was thus 
made: upon a horizontal and rectangular plane, UV. two per- 
pendicular and rectangular ſides, Ua & Vb. were fixed on the right 


and left, and between theſe was fixed another ſimilar hor ' zontal 


plane, 5, c, d, a little above the firſt. 

. In the middle of theſe two horizontal planes, were holes capable 
of receiving the tenon, T, of the coLUMELLA ; the two perpen- 
dicular ſides were at ſuch a diſtance one from the other, that they 
could receive between them the breadth of the ſyrinx, which being 
placed there, an iron axis, E, was paſſed horizontally croſs the two 
ſides of the chalcheſium and of the ſyrinx, binding them alto- 
gether, and permitting the ſyrinx to revolve vertically about that 
axis, in ſuch a manner, that the whole catapulta could be inclined 
in all poſſible poſitions, and by means of the chalcheſium which 
turned upon the tenon of the columella, it might be moved hori- 
zontally on all ſides, and in this manner it might be pointed to- 


wards any object whatſoever, 
To 
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To keep it fixed and immoveable in the direction deſired, it was 
thus managed; one end f, of a piece of wood, /. g, was joined to 


the top of the coLUMELLA by a hinge or joint, which permitted it 
to turn vertically, ſo that the other end which reſted on the 


earth, might be placed in different ſituations; this piece was 
called ANTERIDIUM, near its upper extremity, the Ax Ar Aus- 


ERIA, h, i, was joined to it by a joint, which permitted it 
to turn vertically. When the sYRINxX was placed in the pro- 
poſed direction, the lower end g, of the Ax TERIDIUNM was 


moved and fixed it on the earth, ſo that the ANAPAUSTERIA 


reſted perpendicularly under the ſyrinx, the end 2, of the Ax A 
PAUSTERIA Was then raiſed and fixed under the ſyrinx in the 
holes purpoſely made: by this means the sYrINx was rendered im- 


moveable in its poſition, and then the archer diſcharged the arrow 


in the ſame manner as is ſaid in the deſcription of the Scorpion ; 
Catapulta's were made of different ſizes, but there were only two 
generally in uſe : the ſmalleſt was called TR15Pp1THAMAL, becauſe 
it threw arrows of three ſpans Jong : the largeſt was called TRI- 
CUBITAL, becauſe it ſhot arrows of three cubits or ſix ſpans long. 

V1TRVVIUS gives here the proportions of their different parts, 
but they are ſo altered and corrupted by the copyiſts, that they 
are not to be relied on. Hero ſays, that they can only be fixed 
after the experience of ſeveral tryals. Philo makes mention of 
ſeveral of their proportions, and differs much from Vitruvius; they 
however all agree in this, that is, that the proportions are regu- 
lated by the ſize of the holes in the scvTv1.4, and that the dia- 
meters of theſe holes were always made equal to the ninth part of 
the length of the arrow that the catapulta was made to throw. 

Tux capitule, pl. 3, AB, fig. 1. of the baliſta was ſimilar to that 
of the catapulta, except that the two hemitones, AE and BD, were 
placed at a greater diſtance one from the other, leaving a larger 1 in- 
terval, CE, between the two meſoſtæ, G, G, which in the baliſta 
were called ANT1ST &. 
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As this machine was deſigned for throwing large ſtones; it was 
neceſſary to have this large interval, which, according to Hero, 
ought to be a little leſs than double the length of the arm RS; 
there was beſides another difference, namely, that the scuTur z 
or PERITRETZA AF and DI (which in the catapulta extended in 
piece over the two hemitones) were ſeparated in the baliſta, and 
extended only over one hemitone, AF. 

Tux lower peritretæ, HC and EB, were alſo ſeparated in the 
ſame manner, ſo that the two hEmitones were not united by their 
peritretæ, but by two other pieces of wood, KL and MN, one of 
which, KL, extended over the two upper PERITRETA@, and the 
other, MN, under the two bottom PERITRETAE, being faſtened to 
the ſame by tenons. The paraſtæ, O, were made like thoſe of the 
catapulta, but had on their back part a curvelinear projection, P, 
oppoſed to the circular cavity, Q, in which was the arm, in order to 
ſtrengthen it: The Ax IST, G, had alſo a curved projection, R, 
called nyPOPTERNA, on the fide next the arm, R, 8, againſt which 
the root, R, of the arm called pTERNA reſted. The grain of the 
wood in the PARasTz and ANTISTZ was perpendicular, they 
had both tenons placed at their upper and under extremities, which 
entered into the peritretæ, and there joined them ſtrongly, and all 
the angles and the joints of the capitule were ſtrengthened with 
plates of iron; the peritretæ in this machine had the figure of a 
rhombe, in order to permit the arms to diverge ſo much the more; 
Hero thus deſcribes them.—* In a rectangular parallelogram a, 6, 
c, d, fig. 2. whoſe breadth is one half its length, a diagonal line 
being drawn à, c; parallel to the ſame draw 6 e, and d, a, 
continued to e: then will a, e, 6, c, ſhew the figure of the PER“ 
ITRETEZ the extremeties ae, and bc, are enlarged in giving 
them a curved figure to ſtrengthen them. Drawing afterwards, c, 
e, the interſection, /, of that line, with the line, ab, ſhews the 
middle of the peritretz where the whole of the tonus is bored.”

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Puro gives another rule for determining the obliquity of he 
rhomboidal figure of the yxRtTRETA ; © divide,” ſays he, a ſemi- 
circle in eleven parts, and draw a line from the fourth diviſion to 
the center, that line will ſhow the obliquity ſought.” Vitruvius 
differs from theſe two authors; he ſays that the oblique form 
ought to be a ſixth part of the length and a fourth of the 
breadth. | p 

Tu capitule of the baliſta being finiſhed the other parts 
were added, which anſwered to the ſyrinx, dioſtra, &c. of the 
catapulta, as here after, ; 

To the piece of wood, MN, fig. 1. under the lower PERITRETA, 
was joined the horizontal frame of wood, NABC, fig. 3. it con- 
ſiſted of divers pieces of wood, DDD, placed at equal diſtances 
croſs-ways at the whole length of the capitule, they projected for- 
wards, and were bound at their ſaliant extremity by a piece of tranſ- 
verſe wood, AB; this frame was called MEN SA, the Greeks called 
it TRAPEZA ; over it was a covering of boards, EE, called, TA- 
BULA, of which the upper ſurface was on a level with the bot- 
toms of the lower peritretæ: on the TABULA was placed the 
CLIMAX, or as Vitruvius calls it, the cL1iMacicLos, FGG, which 
was an horizontal frame of wood reſembling a ladder, from whence 
it derived its name; 1t was compoſed of two long pieces, GG, 
& FF, joined together by many tranſverſe pieces, H H, placed among 
themſelves at ſuitable diſtances. 

Tur breadth FG, of the crimax, according to Hero, was 
equal to the interval between the antiſtæ, and its length was of 
Nineteen holes according to Philo, although it was but thirteen 
according to Vitruvius. 8 2 

THz climax anſwered to the ſyrinx of the catapulta; it was 
placed on the tabula, fo that it projected from it on every ſide; 
upon two long parallel pieces were placed two others, called AL &, 


II, & KK, equal in breadth and length; between the ſaid AL,

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and over the tranſverſe pieces, HH, of the climax, was placed the 
dioſtra, LLL, which was of the ſame length as the climax ; the 
climax was ſtrongly faſtened to the menſa, and ſtrengthened by 
the anterides, or ſtays, MM, extending from the extremities of the 
alæ, to the upper peritretas, 


Tur chira, (or manucla) ſchaſteria, &c. OP, were fixed on 


the dioſtra, in the ſame manner as in the catapulta, but here the 
crooked extremity, P, of the chira was not ſplit into a fork, but 
was made like a finger, and was raiſed high enough above the 
dioſtra, that. the cord of the bow when diſengaged might ſeize the 
| ſtone to be thrown, Q towards the middle of its height, in or- 
der that it might act on it with more certainty and ſtrength ; 
with the ſame intention the. arms, RR, were diſpoſed' in that 
manner, that the cord of the bow in going backwards might be 
moved at that height above the dioſtra ; moreover, the cord of the 
bow, SS, was made broad like a girdle, and not round as in the 
catapulta, and had a loop, P, in the middle, which hooked upon 
the finger of the chira. L 

Tusk machines were made with very ſtrong and hard wocd, 


and as light as could accord with theſe two qualities, in order that 


they might the more eaſily be tranſported from one place to another ; 
for the ſame reaſon, the different pieces of which theſe machines 
were compoſed, might be ſeparated one from the other, except 
the hemitones, which were always entire, on account of the dif- 
ficulty and time neceſſary for preparing the tonus ; the manner 
of doing it is deſcribed in a chapter following. 

In baliſtas and large catapultas, they made uſe of machines, that 
Hero calls, choenices, and Virtuvius modiols, pl. 4, fig. 1, 2, inſteadof 
ſimple bars of iron, or epizyges before- mentioned; if they were 
ſmall, they were made of braſs, but if they were great, of ſome 
hard wood: the upper part, a, a, was ſquare, and was placed 
on the peritreta, c, c, above the hole of the tonus ; the upper

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part was circular. In the middle of the circle was. pierced a hole 
d. through the cuoxn1cis, equal in diameter to the hole e, in the 
peritreta; joined to the inferior ſurface of the ſquare part were four 
tenons or teeth, called Ax TITORMI, f, f, which entred into a cir- 
cular excavation, cut in the ſurface of the peritreta, in order to 
hold the cuotnicis firmly in its place: and in the ſaid excavation 
under the teeth was a plate of iron, to prevent them from pene- 
trating into the wood, upon the upper ſurface of the HORN IIS 
was cut a grove g, paſſing exactly through the diameter, and in 
that groove was placed the zp1zYGis, þ h; one of theſe cxor- 
NIC1s was put in every hole of the PERITRETA through which 
the Toxus was ſtretched, the teeth entred into the upper ſurface of 
the upper PERITRETA, and the lower ſurface of the lower PERI. 
TRETA ; then was put about the EPIZVOES (as has before been 
deſcribed) the cords, i i, which form the Tonus. That being done, 
the cords were twiſted by turning the choenicis, with a key of iron 
fig. 3, having a ſquare collet, 4 c d,, exactly fitting the ſquare part 
of the cHOENICISs. When the cyotxicis was made of wood, the 
grain ought to be diſpoſed perpendicularly, but the zyp1zyG1s was 
made of the ſtrongeſt iron, as having all the effort of the tonus to 
ſuſtain, | | | 
Tur proportions of the parts of a baliſta, are mentioned by 
Vitruvius, I refer the reader to him, with the advice before given 
in the explication of the catapulta, ſome information might be 
there obtained; but as Hero remarks, it is only after experience 
and trials that they ought to be fixed. 1 
Tux baliſta was mounted on a baſe; Vitruvius and Hero both 
| mention it, without deſcribing it; Vitruvius gives to many of its 
parts the ſame names which he made uſe of in ſpeaking of the baſe 
of the catapulta; nevertheleſs that baſe could not be exactly like 
that of the catapulta, for the different figure of that machine, and 
the different manner of making it-a&, . will not permit it. 
Fo the baliſta was not made to act by means of the SUCULA, 
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or any other power joined to it, as was the caſe in the catapulta ; 
but detached powers of diverſe conſtructions were uſed, differing 
among themſelves according as the force of the machine or other 
circumſtances required. Vitruvius remarks, that ſome were put in 
action with the sucut A and levers; others by means of the pulley, 
and others by combinations of wheels and cogs, placed at proper 
diſtances and convenient ſituations. . 

Tur diameter of the hole of the Ton us, nierced 1 in the PpERI- 
TRETA, was proportional to the weight of the ſtone to be thrown 
by the baliſta, when that was determined, all its members and 
parts were regulated by the diameter of that hole, as was practiſed 
in the catapulta. Several authors make mention-of the ſizes of the 
holes correſponding with different weights, b but they differ greatly 
in their calculations.” 

Tur following method was abſerved in preparing the rox us, 
that is to ſay, the combination of twiſted cords, from the elaſticity 
of which was derived the force of theſe military machines. 

Fon this purpoſe the machine, plate 4, fig. 4, was made uſe of, it 
ras called :xTonzUM. It conſiſted of two parallel poſts, AB, and 
Cb, ſo joined by the two traverſes UU, and VV, as to form a rec- 
tangular frame, capable of receiying into its cavity either the ca- 
pitule of the catapulta, or the hemitone, K LMN, of the baliſta to 
which it was applied. The extremities of theſe two traverſes paſſed 
through the poſts, and had holes, X, in which, when the hemitone 
was inſerted in the frame, wedges, W. were driven in, and by theſe 
means the hemitone was held, firmly fixed in the frame ; there was 
alſo cut a notch, G H, at the inner ſide of each poſt, to receive the 
hemitone, which was fixed in it with wedges, O O, fo that it could not 
move; at each extremity of the two poſts, there Was an axis, FF, the 
ends of which turned in the cheeks E, which were fixed to the poſts. 
The ſaid capitule or hẽmitone, KLM N being thus placed between 
the poſts with the two PERITRETE e the two axels, and the 
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choenices or modiols, P, being placed in the holes, as has before been 
deſcribed ; there was tied to one of the epizyges one of the ends 


Q, of a cord, and the other end, R, was paſſed through the holes of 


the two choenices at the fartheſt roller, FF, to which it was fixed; 
the end of another cord, 8, was, in like manner faſtened to the other 
epizygis, and it was paſſed in the ſame manner through the two 


choenices to the other roller, by means of levers, T, which ſtretched 


the two cords, R and 8, until (as Vitruvius ſays) in ſounding them 
both, they ſounded in uniſon. Wedges were then driven in the 
choenices, to hinder the parts of the cords which were between the 
choenices from ſliding, and to keep them in the ſame degree of 
tenſion, | 

ArTER that, the parts of the cords which were about the rollers 
were looſened, and they were put about the xp1zvG15s by paſling 
them through the two choenices, in the ſame manner as before, 
and they were faſtened to their oppoſite rollers, by means of which 


the cords were ſtretched till they had the ſame degree of tenſion as 


| thoſe preceding; this proceſs was repeated till the holes of the 
choenices were entirely filled by the cords, ſo as to have no room 
for more. 

-WHen the holes of the choenices were nearly full, and it be- 
came difficult to paſs the cords through them, an iron point, called 


ceſtra, fig. 5, was forced in, which being well poliſhed and dipt 


in oil in order to open a paſſage, afterwards a cord was paſſed by 
means of a poliſhed iron needle, called x AM PHS, fig. 6, which had 
a hole near its point through which which was paſſed the end of 
the cord, At the other extremity there was a head upon which 
ſtrokes of a hammer were given, in order to force a paſſage for the 
needle. | 

Tuis operation being finiſhed, a ſmall portion 105 the cord was 
tied about the tonus, and the remainder cut off. After this the 


tonus was twiſted, by turning the choenices with the key, ig. 3. 


as before explained, It was then finiſhed, | 
1 . To 
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To fix the cord in the hole of the choenicis; to TEM it from 
ſliding and loſing its tenſion, the periſtomis, fig. 7, was uſed; it 
was a piece of wood of the length of two or three palms, having a 
groove, a, in its fide, big enough to receive the cord. The px. 
RISTOM1S was placed over the choenicis, and the cord was placed 
in the groove, where it was fixed by the wedge þ. The cord was 
ordinarily prepared before-hand, and fitted for the purpoſe, it was 
rolled about a wooden roller called x: e1sTom1s, fig. 8. 
 PeRAVLT obſerves, among his remarks, that it is difficult to 
comprehend, how cords made. of hair, which were eight inches 
thick, could give a ſound diſtinguiſhable by the ear. This remark 
ariſes from a falſe idea, which he had formed of theſe machines. 
He imagined that Vitruvius ſaid it was the entire tonus, or the 
aſſemblage of twiſted cords, which yielded the ſound ; inſtead of 
which it is every ſeparate cord, the aſſemblage of which makes the 
TONUS : What has been ſaid before explains it ſufficiently. 
Wnuar was ſought in this operation was, that every cord of the 
ToNnus ſhould have the ſame degree of tenſion, and that the two 
Toxus of the capitule ſhould be equal in force: for had one been 
ſtronger than the other, the arm it held would have had a ſtronger 
recoil than the other, and it would have acted on the miſſile, or 
thing to be thrown, ſooner than the other, by means of which the 
miſſile would have been impelled by the force of one arm only, and 
would alſo have been projected with an oblique direction. 

Tux cords which formed the Toxus were commonly made with 
the ſinews or tendons of animals; thoſe of the legs of the deer kind, 
and of the neck of a bull were particularly recommended; but 
they ofteneſt preferred cords made with women's hair, and conſider- 
ed them as the ſtrongeſt. 

Wurm from long uſe the elaſticity of the rox us was diminiſhed, 
it was re-eſtabliſhed to a certain degree, by turning the choenices 
with the key, in the ſame manner as was done in forming it at 
firſt, 2 8 | 
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„ Txz/ancients had baliſtas and catapultas, which. were of con- 
ſtructions different from thoſe we have been deſcribing. Bito has 


given a deſcription of two of theſe machines, and ſays, that it was 


often neceſſary to diverſify their form, according to place; different 
cuſtoms, and other circumſtances. Philo alſo makes mention of 
ſeveral alterations and corrections he had made in the conſtruction 


which was moſt commonly followed. 120 1 5:46 - 
Tux catapulta that Lipſius found in the actonel: of Bruſlels, al- 


though it much reſembled the ſpecies above defcribed,. nevertheleſs 


differed in ſome particulars, and had ſome of the corrections which 


Philo mentions. The deſcription found in Vegetius and Marcel; 
linus, who lived ſome years after Vitruvius, prove that during that 
interval of time, the forms as well as the names of thoſe military 
machines had undergone many changes. Theſe authors call the 
machine which lanced arrows and darts BAL1sTA, and thoſe which 
threw ſtones ox AGR, after the animal of that name, of whom it 
is reported, that he throws ſtones with his feet at the hunters when 
purſuing him. Marcellinus alſo ſays, that the ſame machine was 
called a ſcorpion, becauſe, like the inſect of that name, it had its. 
ſting always raiſed. | 3s 
Tur power of theſe machines, according to what the ancients 
relate, muſt have been very great : Athenzus ſpeaks of a catapulta, 
which was only one foot long, and threw an arrow to the diſtance 
of half a mile, It is ſaid, that others could throw javelins from 
one ſide of the Danube to the other. Baliſtas threw great beams 
of wood, lances of twelve cubits in length, and ſtones that weighed: 
360 pounds. Polybius makes mention of ſtones which were thrown 
by baliſtas to hinder veſſels from entering into the port. Joſephus 
has likewiſe related ſeveral examples of the power of theſe ma- 


chines; he ſays, they beat down the battlements and corners of 


towers, and overthrew whole files of ſoldiers even to the rear rank; 
in fine, many other ancients have likewiſe ſpoken of their pro- 


digious effects „ J refer the reader to thoſe authors for a more e 
| > | tenſive 
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tenſive knowledge of them; my deſign here being only to deſcribe 
the form and conſtruction of theſe ancient machines of war. 
Tuuvs far Mr. Newton. Lieutenant General Melville, an in- 
defatigable and ſucceſsful inveſtigator of the military ſcience and 
machines of the ancients, has by dint of a long and careful conſi- 
deration of the deſcription given by Marcellinus and others, aided 
by a knowledge of mechanicks, diſcovered the conſtruftion of the 
machine above mentioned called the onager, a model of it has been 
made by Mr. Wenlow, a delineation of which is here given, plate 4, 
of ancient artillery, that will ſufficiently explain its ſize and ſtruc. 
ture; on a trial, it has anſwered very well, conſidering that it is 
ſtrung with common cords only. (c) 
Tusk were the machines uſed by the Greeks and Romans, and 
afterwards by our anceſtors even after the invention of gunpewder, 


and its application to cannon; ſome of them retained their 
original names, as the baliſta and catapula, though theſe were 


alſo applied to other engines; (d) indeed, as moſt of the writers by 


whom theſe. machines have been mentioned, were either monks or 


lawyers, who could only know them by hearſay, and conſequently 


had but a very imperfect idea of them; it is not to be wondered 
at that they often confounded their names and properties,

(h) Ar the gates they ſet up wo/ves made thus: they ſet two beams from the ground 
reaching to the battlements, and laying chequer wiſe pieces of timber wrought, ſome up- 
Tight, and ſome croſs; they joint them ſo that the mortiſſing holes meete one another; 
and before each joint ſticks out 2 pointed piece of wood like a thick ſpurr, and faſtening 
the croſs timbers to another beam, which from the top, reaches half way down ; they lay 
the beams flat long upon the gates, and an enemy approaching, men above lay hold of the 
higher-ends of the beams, and thruſt them down, which falling ſuddenly among the 
aſſailants with thoſe wooden points ſticking out, kill all they light on.

and the walls were wiped away with a ſhot.” Again in his Britannia relating to the ſiege 
of Bedford: concerning theſe mangonels, petraries, trabucces, bricoles, eſpringolds, 
and what our anceſtors called the war-wolf, out of which, before the invention of bombs, 
they threw great ſtones, with fo much force as to break open ſtrong gates, concerning 
theſe (I ſay) I have ſeveral things to add, if they were not foreign to my purpoſe.”

(k) Ax much about the ſame time we had certaine information by letters from 
Glouceſter, that that valiant and moſt active governour of Glouceſter had intelligence of a 
deſigne againſt Canon Froom by the enemy in Hereford, for the ſtorming and ſurpriſing 
of ir, with a ſtrange engine, which they had provided for that purpoſe, .and brought 
along with them; marching thus forth out of Hereford with about 4co men, with 
their governour, they only faced the houſe, and after that wheeled about teward Malvern 
hills, to meet with additional forces from Worceſter, fully to beſiege it; whereof the go- 


vernour of Canon Froom having knowledge, and conſidering his preſent diſ-furniſhment 


of things neceſſary to defend the garriſon againſt a ſiege or aſſault, he ſent to valiant Co- 
lonell Morgan to Glouceſter, praying his aſſiſtance, who preſently came forth to help him, 
with 500 horſe and 200 foot, and marched to Ridley, where he joyned with 300 of 
Corſlane men, but the enemy having notice thereof (lying then about Ledbury) poſted 
thence quite away, but had left behind them the ſtrange engine (which ſorely frighted our 
men at Froome) guarded with two or three troops of horſe from Hereford, till they

That emperor, it 
is ſaid, forbid the art of making it, to be communicated to any 
ſtrangers, or others, except his ſubjects; (m) it was, however, at 
length known, and in common uſe among the nations eonfederated 
with the Byzantines; the cruſaders alſo poſſeſſed the ſecret of 
preparing this wonderful compoſition. (n) 5 

ANNA CoMMENA has given an account of the ingredients of 
which it was compoſed, theſe were bitumen, ſulphur. and naptha. 
The Greek fire is much ſpoken of in all the Hiſtories of the Holy 
Wars, as frequently employed with ſucceſs by the Saracens againſt 
the Chriſtians. Procopius, in his Hiſtory' of the Goths, calls it 
Medea's oil, conſidering it as an infernal teen ene 6-4 
that ſorcereſs.

By the following deſcription of it, given by Joinville, who was 
an eye-witneſs, it has ſomewhat the appearance of one of the iron 


_ rockets ſtill -uſed in India: he ſays it was thrown from the bot- 


tom of a machine called a petrary, and that it came forwards as 
large as a barrel of verjuice, with a tail of fire iſſuing from it as 
big as a great ſword, making a noiſe in its paſſage like thunder, and 
ſeeming like a dragon flying through the air, and from the great 
quantity of fire it threw out, giving ſuch a light that one might 
ſee in the camp as if it had been day; ſuch was the terror it occa- 
ſioned among the commanders of St. Louis's army, that Gautier de 
Cariel, an experienced and valiant knight, gave it as his advice, 
that as often as it was thrown, they ſhould all proſtrate them- 


ſelves on their elbows and knees, and beſeech the Lord to deliver 


them from that danger, againſt which he alone could protect 
them; this counſel was adopted and practiſed; beſides which, the 
king being in bed in his tent, as often as he was informed that 
the Greek fire was thrown, raiſed himſelf in his bed, and with 
uplifted hands thus beſought the Lord; good Lord God, pre- 
ſerve my people! The effects of this fire do not ſeem to juſti- 
fy the great terrors it here occaſioned ; ſome of their caſtelated 


cats were ſet on fire, but extinguiſhed; it was thrown three 


times in the night from the petrary, and four times from a large 
croſs bow; the fire cauſed by this compoſition js ſaid to have 
been inextinguiſhable by water: Geeoffry de Vineſauf, who ac- 
companied King Richard I. to the cruſade ; ſays of it, © with a 
pernicious ſtench and livid flame, it conſumes even flint and 


iron, nor could it be extinguiſhed by water, but by ſprinkling

FATHER DAN1EL ſays this wildfire was not only uſed; in ſieges, 
but even in battles, and that Philip Auguſtus, King of France, 
having found a quantity of it ready prepared in Acre, brought it 
with him to France, and uſed it at the fiege of Dieppe, for burn-- 
ing the Engliſh veſſels in that harbour. It was alſo uſed at ſeveral 
other ſieges in France, and an engineer named Gaubert, a native of. 
Mante, acquired the art of making it, which luckily for mankind 
has been ſince loſt. A compoſition ſomething of the ſame nature 
was a few years ago invented by a chymiſt in this country, who at- 
preſent enjoys an annual allowance ſo long as it ſhall remain a 
ſecret ; our government being unwilling to encreaſe the deſtruction:

Greek fire was uſed long after the introduction of fire arms, 
ently in ſieges. When the biſhop of Norwich beſieged 
Ypres, A. D. 1383, the garriſon is ſaid by Walſingham to have de- 
fended themſelves ſo well with ſtones, arrows, lances, Greek fire, 
and certain engines called guns, that they obliged the Engliſh to 
raiſe the ſiege with ſuch precipitation, that they left behind them 
their great guns, which were of ineſtimable value. A great part 
of that arniy was ſoon after beſieged in the town of Burburgh by 
the French, who threw ſuch quantities of Greek fire into it, that

Tur common ſtory reſpecting the invention of gunpowder and 
artillery is thus related: about the year 1320, one Bartholdus 
Schwartz, a German monk, and ſtudent in alchymy, a purſuit then 
much in faſhion, having in the courſe of his work mixed ſalt- 
peter, ſulphur, and charcoal in a mortar, and partly covered it 
with a ſtone, by ſome accident it took fire, and blew the ſtone 
with great violence to a conſiderable diſtance; thus by one accident 
furniſhing the hint for making gunpowder, its uſe, and a piece of 
_ ordnance for uſing it; and it is worthy of obſervation, that ſtones 
are ſaid to have been thrown from mortars long before point 
blank ſhooting was attempted ; poſſibly, this ſtory may be true; 
but it does not at all follow from thence, that gunpowder was not

or the ſame or ſimilar places attacked, and I flatter myſelf the propriety of the epithet 


beneficial will be apparent. 
WAR is now carried on at a diſtance, and in large and diſtin bodies, ſo that the leaſt 


advantage becomes inſtantly obvious ; whereas formerly troops engaged hand to hand, 


whereby they were ſo intermingled as to be with difficulty ſeparated, and beſides the vic- 


tor had no other certainty of his ſucceſs, than by finding no more of the enemy to ſlaugh- 


ter: in ſieges, a numerous train of artillery, with a few barrels of this wonderful powder 


depoſited in a mine, ſoon batter and throw down the ſtrongeſt walls, and we now rarely 
hear of thoſe long ſieges, where thouſands are-deſtroyed by fatigue and famine. ' 

InDeeD the greateſt effects towards a victory or capitulation is by gunpowder and artil- 
lery, brought about without any miſchief or ſlaughter, but ſolely by the terror raiſed by 


the noiſe, few men having ſufficient firmneſs to ſtand their dreadful thunder ; and it is | 


undoubtedly a fact, that a battle or a town is won, more by the flight of thoſe who are 
terrified at the noiſe of he en than n the loſs of thoſe killed or wounded by

before known, the ſame diſcovery having been frequently made 
by different perſons engaged in the ſame ſtudy. 

Many modern writers carry the invention of gunpowder, and 
even its application to artillery, back to very remote antiquity ; 
the ingenious tranſlator of the Gentoo Laws, finds fire-arms, gun- 
powder, and cannon, mentioned in that code, ſuppoſed at leaſt 
coèval with Moſes ; it will, no doubt, (ſays he) ſtrike the reader 
with wonder, to find a prohibition of fire-arms, in records of ſuch 
unfathomable antiquity ; and he will probably from hence renew 
the ſuſpicion which has long been deemed abſurd, that Alex- 
ander the Great did abſolutely meet with ſome weapons of that 
kind in India, as a paſſage in Quintus Curtius ſeems to aſcer- 
tain; (u)“ gunpowder has been known in China, as well as in 
Hindoſtan, far beyond all periods of inveſtigation.” 

„ UrrAxo, ſays another author, (x) reporteth, that the inven- 
tion and uſe, as well of ordnance as of gunnepowder, was in the 
85 yeere of our lord, made known and practized in the great and

ſome allo imagine powder and ordnance were invented by the fa- 
mous mathematician, Archimedes, who made uſe .of them at the

powder than many in late uſe.

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KING HENRY VII. and his ſon Henry VIII. took great pains to 
introduce the art of gunnery into this kingdom, and for that 
purpoſe both of them had a number of Flemiſh gunners in their 
daily pay. 

Tun wretched ſtate of that art is related by William Bourne, 
author of a treatiſe on the Art of ſhooting in great ordnance, 
printed at London, in 1587; © I have ſeen (fays he) a number of 
bookes that have been written concerning ordnance, but - ſurely. 
they that wrote them were not ſeen in any part of the mathe- 
matical ſcience, neither good mechanicians; but (in reſpect) ut- 


terly void of any ſcience; in (compariſon,) no good order de- 


ſcribed in the ſhooting of ordnaunce, to know what diſtance the 
Motte is delivered from the peece; neyther have they known 
what inſtruments have meaned; and although they have named 
degrees in their bookes, yet it appeareth unto me, that they have 
no knowledge what a degree fignifieth, for that they have named 
a quadrant, a triangle, and other fond and fooliſh bye-names ;. 
wherefore, they that have written theſe bookes, that the gunners 
have amongſt them, were utterly unlearned in any manner of 
ſcience ; which were in the beginning, in the time of King Hen- 
ry VIII. made by Flemmings ; for in the war of thoſe dates, the 
king ſent over into Flanders and thoſe parts thereabouts, to have 
gunners to ſerve him in the warres, and the gunners have no 
other bookes, but fuch as were written by them ; whenelore, I 
do thinke it good to ſhewe unto yon what a degree is. 

In the year 1626, the 2d of King Charles I. ſome improvement 
was attempted in the ordnance, for one Arnold Rotiſpen had a 
patent for 14 years for making guns of all ſorts both great and 
ſmall after a new way, or manner, not formerly practiſed by wy 


within theſe dominions. (o) 
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Tux next year a patent was granted to William Drummond, of 
Hawthornden, for 'the ſole making and vending a number of war- 
like machines; an abſtract of the patent is printed in the Ap- 
pendix, No. IX. As we hear nothing further of them, it is moſt 


reaſonable to ſuppoſe, like many other wonderful projects, they 


proved abortive. | 
SINCE the introduction of artillery a variety of whimſical pieces 


have been invented, many by eccleſiaſtics, but in the whole the 
ſimple gun has been found the moſt ſerviceable. Several of theſe 


inventions as matters of curioſity, are engraved for this work. 
Bomss are certainly of greater antiquity than is generally ſup- 
poſed. (p) Strada ſays, they were uſed in the year 1588, at the fiege 


of Vakterdonc, a town in Guelders ; but from his deſcription = 


appears, that what he calls a bomb was in reality a carcaſs. No- 
thing, ſays he, frightened the burgers more .than certain hollow 
balls filled with powder and materials that could not be extin- 


guiſhed, theſe balls were thrown into the air by mortars, and had 


a match of a certain length, in order to ſet fire to the powder. 
Falling on the tops of houſes they broke through them, and as 
ſoon as they had taken fire, they burſt, and ſpread out on every 
ſide a flame, which was difficult to extinguiſh with water. This 
inſtrument, which gave origin to grenades, fire-pots, and the like 
machines contrived for the deſtruction of the human ſpecies, were 
invented, as it is ſaid, a few days before the ſiege of Vakterdonc, 
by an inhabitant of Veulo, a maker of fireworks; the inhabitants 
of that town propoſed with this invention to divert the duke of 


Cleeves, who was on a vifit to them, and to whom they had given 


a grand repaſt ; they therefore were deſirous of making the. firſt

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trial of it before him, and it ſucceeded much better than they pro- 
poſed, for the bomb falling on a houſe, beat in the roof and 
floors, and ſet it on fire, which communicating with the neigh- 
bouring houſes, burnt two thirds of the town, the fire being ſo 
violent, that it was impoſſible to extinguiſa it. I know, adds 
Strada, that ſome have written, that a month or two before, a 
like experiment had been made at Bergen Op Zoom, by an Italian 
deſerter from the Spaniſh troops, who had engaged with the 
Dutch, and had promiſed to make them ſome hollow balls of ſtone 
or iron, which being thrown into a beſieged town, and burſting 
after their fali, would ſet every thing on fire; but as he was pre- 
paring his compoſition, a ſpark having fallen on the powder, he 
was killed, and by his death left thoſe for whom he was working in 
an uncertainty, whether or not his ſecret would have ſucceeded. 
From both theſe deſcriptions it is evident the end propoſed was to 


burn the towns by means of theſe fire balls. The effect of the 


bomb is chiefly confined to beating down buildings by its fall, or 
by its exploſion and the pieces of broken iron thrown about in all 
directions, to break and deſtroy every thing around it. 
VAarLTuRINUS who is the oldeſt of the modern writers on war, 
the firſt edition of whoſe. book was publiſhed in Latin, at Baſle, in 
1472, carries the invention of bombs at leaſt a century farther back 


than Strada; for in book x. page 267, of his work, there is the 
figure of a cannon, ſomewhat of the howitzer kind, deſtined to

were uſed in the field to break the ſquadrons and battailes of foot 
and horſe, ſome carrying pieces, called 8? 1nGARDs, of foure foote

walnuts, which were carried in the fields on little chariots behinde 
the troopes, and how ſoone the trumpet did ſounde, the enemy was

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Tux petard is a machine made uſe of to burſt open gates, draw- 
bridges and doors of arſenals or fortreſſes and caſtles EG by 
furpriſe. 

Ir is a kind of iron mortar of the form of a truncated cone, 
or that of a bell, with a touch-hole in the centre of the breech, 
and four handles for faſtening it to its madrier ; petards were of 
different fizes, according to the uſes for which they were defigned ; 
a ſmall one ſixteen lines thick at the breech, and eight or nine at 
the mouth; its caliber five inches at the breech, and eight at the 
mouth; its length from ten inches to a foot long, weighed about 
ſixty pounds, and was the beſt fize for general uſe.

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made faſt by its hook, and divers other contrivances, to the gate to 
be broken, and fire ſet to the fuſe which paſſed through its vent or 
touch-hole into the center of the powder; the effect was generally 
a fracture in the gate equal to the madrier. In the annexed plate 
is ſhewn the back of the madrier, with its hook and croſs 
bands, the petard, its trencher, and fuſe; and under them, 
the cavity of the madries, ſection of the petard, and the ſtaples 

for faſtening it ; two different methods of applying it are alſo re- 
preſented. 

AccoRDiNG to Father Daniel, the petard was mid in 
France, a ſhort time before the year 1579, in which year it was 
uſed by Henry IV. of France, then only King of Navarre. In De- 
cember, 1641, Arundel caſtle was taken by the parliamentary forces 
under Sir William Walter and Colonel Browne, who coming un- 
expectedly, and finding the caſtle gate. ſhut, they blew it open 
with a petard. (y)

did not do, till at length, ſome more lucky. thought diftated the 
method of deſcribing the ſalient faces of the towers, by right lines 
drawn from the angles, made by the ſides of the adjoining towers, 
with the curtain or main wall ; this compleated the matter and left 
no ſpot unſeen or undefended by the oppoſite towers; this will be 
clearly underſtood by turning to the plate; obvious as this is, 
round towers continued in uſe even ſo late as the reign of King 
Henry VIII. many of the forts and block-houſes built by that king 
for the defence of the coaſt, having towers of that form.

and large fortreſſes the. Barbicans were large and ſtrong, ROY: having a-ditch = 
draw-bridge of their own. | | 
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Tus outermoſt walls encloſing towns or fortreſſes were com- 
monly perpendicular, or had a very ſmall external talus, they 
were flanked by ſemi-circular polygonal or ſquare towers common- 
ly about forty or fifty yards diſtant from each other, within were 
ſteps to mount the terre pleine of the walls or ramparts, which 
were always defended by an embattled or crenellated parapet. 
Tux grand entrance was moſtly through a gate flanked by two 
large and ſtrong towers, with a projection over the paſſage, called 
a machicolation, being a contrivance for letting fall great weights, 
ſcalding water, or melted lead, on the heads of any affailants who 
might have got undiſcovered cloſe to the gate ; further-to ſecure 
the entrance there were commonly one or more iron portcullis's 
faſhioned like harrows, which were drawn up and let down by means 
of groves cut in the ſtone. Beſides theſe, there were ſtrong wooden 
gates of an enormous thickneſs, with a wicket, both ſecured by 
large bars and holts of iron, and ſtrengthened with iron plates 
and large headed nails driven at a ſmall diſtance from each other. 

ON entering the outer gate the next part that prefented itfelf 
_ was the outer ballium or bailey ſeparated from the inner ballium 
by a ſtrong embattled wall and towered gate, here frequently in 
old caſtles we ſee large mounts of earth, probably erected as a 
ſort of cavaliers in ſome former ſiege, to equal a * tower, or 
command ſome diſtant work of the beſiegers. | 

To the outer ballium joined the inner ballium, where were 
commonly the houſes and barracks for the garriſon, the chapel, 
Nables and hoſpital ; within this or at one corner of it, ſurrounded 
by a ditch ſtood the keep or dungeon, (c) generally a large ſquare 
tower, flanked at its angles by ſmall turrets, having within them

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one or more wells. This keep was to our old fortreſſes, what the 
citadel is to modern ones, the laſt retreat or reduit of the garriſon.

Isx the attack of towns and fortreſſes, as the range of the ma- 
chines then in uſe did not exceed the diſtance of five ſtadia, the 
beſiegers did not carry on their approaches by means of trenches ; 
but began their operations above ground, with the attacks of the 
bayles or liſts, where many feats of chivalry were performed by the 
b knights and men at arms, who: conſidered the aſſault of that work”  - © ;

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the archers, attended by young men carrying large ſhields called pa- 
voiſes, attempted with their arrows to drive the beſieged from the 
towers and ramparts, being themſelves covered by theſe portable 
mantlets. The garriſon on their part eſſayed by the diſcharge of 
machines, croſs and long bows to keep the enemy at a diſtance. 

THe moveable towers or belfreys which were brought in pieces 
being now framed and fitted together, were puſhed forwards croſs 
the ditch, theſe the beſieged uſed every means in their power to 
deſtroy, burn or overthrow. 

Tux cats, ſows and moveable towers having reached the walls, 
the beſiegers under them either began to mine, or batter them with 
the ram, they alſo eſtabliſhed batteries of baliſtas or mangonels 
on the counterſcarp. Theſe were oppoſed by thoſe of the enemy. 

Tu archers and croſs bow men from the upper ſtories in the 
moveable towers eſſayed to drive away the garriſon from the para- 
pets, and on a proper opportunity to let fall a bridge, by that 
means to enter the town. In the bottom ſtory of the tower was 
often a large ram, with which a breach was attempted. 

AGainST the moveable tower there were many modes of defence; 
the chief was to break up the ground over which it was to paſs, or 
by undermining it to overthrow it; attempts were likewiſe made 
with different fireworks to ſet it'on fire, to prevent which it was 
covered with raw hides, or coated over with alom. Sometimes 
huge mounts or cavaliers were thrown up to a level with it. 

To deaden the ſtrokes of the ram, hurdles, woolſacks or bags 
of horſe-hair were let down before the wall, and to deſtroy or ſeize 
it, a huge beam faſtened by chains to two leavers was let fall on it, 
or a machine like a pair of ſheers, or a nooſe in a ſtrong rope 
was employed to lay hold on it. To protect the propel, ma- 
chines called hourdeys were made uſe of. 
Mx Es of two kinds were alſo employed in ancient fieges, one 
merely as a ſubterraneous paſſage into the town; to open in the 


7 1 in . unfrequented pier, the other with an intent to 
throw 
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throw down the walls and towers, for which purpoſe the miners 
propped up the incumbent part or roof of the mine till it was com- 
pleted, after which on drawing away or burning the props, the 


whole with the walls and buildings on it tumbled in; the galleries of 


theſe mines were much larger than thoſe of the preſent times, ſo that 
the miners of the oppoſite parties often met and fought in them: (d) 
ſometimes under cover of volleys of arrows, quarrels, darts and 
' ſtones, diſcharged by the machines, archers and croſs bow men, 
the beſiegers attempted to ſcale the walls, or mount the breach ; for 
which purpoſe there were various contrivances and combinations 


of ladders. The beſieged to prevent them threw down beams, 


pointed ſtakes, melted lead, and boiling water. 
Tur walls being thus taken, the garriſon retired to the keep or 


dungeon of the caſtle, where they made the beſt capitulation they 
could obtain.

(d) Ar the ſiege of Melun by Henry V. King of England and the Duke of Burgundy 
in the year 1420: the mine on the fide of the Engliſh was pierced almoſt to the walls, 
the beſieged, ſays the Hiſtorian (Monſtrelet) countermined in oppoſition to it, and the 
Engliſh made a barrier where the king and the duke fought with lances againſt two Dau- 
phinois, and ſeveral knights and eſquires came and fought at the ſaid mine.” As thoſe 
combattants were armed from head to foot, it was neceſſary that the galleries of the 
mine ſhould be at leaſt ſeven feet high and the ſame in breadth, that two men might act 
with convenience. It often happened that challenges were given to be decided here, and 


that the manner of fight was agreed upon. At this fame fiege of Melun which Barkſun 


defended, a great Chevron was placed croſs a mine, to the height of the breaſt, and it was 


forbidden that any one ſhould paſs over or under it: many champions of both parties 
ſucceſlively preſented themſelves, and fought with the ſword or battle ax. When a knight 
was made during a ſiege, and they were at work to undermine the wall of the town, the 
candidate inflead of performing his vigil of arms in a chapel according to cuſtom, kept 
it in the mine, where he paſſed the night with an ancient knight. Jeꝶ de Maixeroy, p. 
230 Gunpowder was firſt unſucceſsfully tried in a mine by the Genoeſe at Serezanella, a 
town belonging to the Florentines in 1487: but Peter of Navarre made another eſſay, and 
ſucceeded at the caſtle of the Eg at Naples in 1503. Paul Jovius ſays he had before 
tried the experiment at the ſiege of Cephalonia, ſome years before, when the Venetians 


 aſſifled by the Spaniards took that iſland from the Turks. 
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In ſieges of large places, not only lines of contra and circum 
vallation were traced, but complete towns were built round them, 


as was practiſed by King Edward III. at the ſiege of Calais. 


Tux following extract from an old poem, will give a further 
idea of an ancient fiege. ONT 

Tur following deſcription of a ſiege is extracted from the Ro- 
mance of Claris, a manuſcript in the library of the King of France, 
No. 7534; the original is printed in the Appendix, No. r. 

© Taz king gave orders for a party to go into the foreſt to fell 
and hew wood to make engines, mangonels, great and ſtrong bel- 
freys, and cats for filling up the ditches. 

Tux inhabitants on their fide think of defending themſelves ; 
they make mangonels for throwing ſtones outwards, hourdeys 
for covering the crenelles, darts and pointed ſtakes to throw at 
the aſſailants, and to fortify the gates, barbacans, barrs, port- | 
couliſſes, and deep ditches; they then put themſelves in a ſtate 
of repelling the enemy, who thought them defenceleſs ; the king 
cauſes his engines to be prepared and brought near the town ; 
he cauſes the bibles and mangonels to play, the cats to advance 
to the ditch, and the belfreys to be conducted to the foot of 
the walls; the inhabitants have every reaſon to fear when they 
ſee the engines rolling; they mount upon the walls to defend 
themſelves againſt the aſſailants ; Arthur with his troops marches 
to the attack, then might you ſee the eſquires advance under 
the engines, (gallerys or vineas,) to be under cover ; they carry 
earth, under the cat, and boldly fill up the ditch ; the townſmen 
ſhoot at them with croſs bows, and throw darts, quarrels fly on 
all ſides; from the top of the belfry, King Arthur's archers, 
and his moſt expert croſs bowe-men, ſhoot at the defenders of 
the walls ; the king cries to his men, advance, brave knights! in a 
moment you might behold the cats roll, and already many artive 
at the wall; the ſoldiers immediately erect their long and ſtrong 


ladders, but they, (the nn. throw on them ſharpened ſtakes, 
melted 
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walls, they no longer fear any thing, and till believe themſelves 
certain to conquer; the aſſault recommences, the knights near the 
gate labour in cutting down the liſts, the townſmen ſally out to defend 
them; on both ſides they endeavour to behave well, to diſtinguiſh 
themſelves, and to maintain the fight with advantage; the confuſion 
is lively in this part: the attack begins again at the crenelles and the 


towers, quarrels, ſtakes, and great ſtones fly on all ſides, the pe- 


trarys and -threatning . bibles play without ceaſing, the knights 
in the mean time fight in crowds at the liſts, every one of them 
endeavouring to overthrow an enemy; at their head are ſword in 
hand, Gauvain, Claris, Maſter Yvain, Laris, and Sagramore ; they 
ruſh upon the knights of the town, theſe loſe ground and the liſts, 
they retire behind the thick. bars and there maintain the-combat ; 
but ours redouble their efforts, they do not ſleep, and are become 
carpenters, and in fine ſo well preſerve their advantage, they fight 
ſo valliantly, that they puſh back the enemy into the town with 
great loſs ; on the other ſide thoſe who were in the belfreys, gain 
the walls and jumped 6n them ſword in hand; the TOS: laſted 
the whole day till the evening. 

Ix the night the beſieged hold a council, and ſend a deputy to- 
offer to ſurrender.” A 

THREE plates copied rom Mr. Joly de ant s Hiſtory of 
Sieges, will explain his idea of the ancient mode of attacking a 
fortified place, and the machines uſed for covering the workmen, 

Ir was formerly the cuftom of almoſt every nation when join- 
ing in battle, to begin the attack with loud ſhouts, called cries of 
war, or of arms; theſe ſhouts were intended to terrify the enemy, to 
occupy the ſoldiers, and to prevent them from hearing the ſhouts. 


melted pitch, mixed with glue, cauldrons of boiling water, and 
then ſucceed in repelling them; the next day a new attack, the 
ſerjeants returned to the engines, the knights to the gates, and the 
croſs bow-men to the belfroy; the inhabitants alſo remount their 
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of their opponents; Froiſſart ſays, * that at the battle of Crecy, 
fifteen thouſand Genoeſe archers began to yell in a moſt frightful 
manner to terrify the Engliſh.” In theſe cries every nation and 
almoſt every leader had their peculiar word, or ſentence, which 
alſo ſerved as a kind of parole to diſtinguiſh friends from foes ; 
cries of arms were likewiſe uſed to rally broken ſquadrons, eſpecially 
when their banner was in danger. 

Tux ancient Engliſh cry was St. George, this was in ſuch eſti- 
mation that a military writer of the beginning of the laſt century 
inſerts the obſervance of it among the ordnances or military laws, 
to the obedience of which he would have all ſoldiers ſworn. (e) 

Ire, ſays he, that all ſouldiers entering into battaile, aſſault, 
1ſkirmiſhe, or other action of arms, ſhall have for their common 
crie and word, ST. GEorGE ! ST. GrorGe! forward or upon 
them St. George; whereby the ſouldier is much comforted, and 
the enemie diſmaide, by calling to mind the auncient valour of 
England, which with that name hath been ſo often victorious ; 
therefore he that ſhall maliciouſly omit it, ſhall be ſeverely puniſhed 
for his obſtinacie. 

ALTHouGH the cry of St. George has been long diſuſed, war 
cries are ſtill kept up among our ſailors, who conſtantly accompany 
their firſt broadſide, with three huzzas, ſtiled by them, three cheers ; 
ſeveral of our modern officers, among them General Wolf, recom- 
mend on charging the enemy with fixed bayonets, to give a loud 
warlike ſhoute: (f) Sir James Ware ſays, the ancient Iriſh war cry

was farrah! farrah ! In after ages, each ſept or clan made uſe of a dif- 


ferent war cry, moſt of them terminating in the word anos, derived 


from an obſolete Iriſh word, ſignifying, cauſe or buſineſs ; thus 
the Earle of Kildare's cry was crom-aboe, ſuppoſed from a ſtrong 
caſtle called Crom. 

THe ranſome of priſoners of war, was one of the principal 


ſources of emolument to military men of ancient days, ſimilar to 


the prize-money of the preſent time, to the officers and ſeamen of 
the Royal Navy, many having thereby raiſed large fortunes ; Sir 
Walter Manny in the reign of King Edward III. is ſaid to have 
gained 8000], by priſoners of war in one campaign; but this right 
of ranſom was by cuſtom reſtricted to certain ranks, (g) and ſome- 
times particular perſons were. excepted in the indentures, made 
between the king and the contracting ſoldier; (h) nor did the

Tux uſual price demanded for the ranſome of a priſoner of war 
was, according to Monſieur St. Palaye, one year's rent of his 
eſtate, one third of which was by the royal ordonnances, the pro- 
perty of the chief captain under whom the captor ſerved ; out of 
which, one third of that third, equal to one ninth of the whole 
ranſome, was to be paid by the captain to the king ; ſtipendiary 
ſoldiers who had no eſtates, uſually paid for their ranſome one 
half of their year's pay; one third of any plunder, or the ranſome 
of priſoners taken by the followers of the army, not being in the 
king's pay, was alſo the property of the crown. 

RYMER has preſerved a very curious record reſpecting the mode 
of ſecuring and paying ten thouſand marks for the ranſome of Aph. 
Till. A. D. 1207, gth K. John, wherein it is ſtipulated, that of ten 
thouſand marks to be paid by that priſoner for his ranſome, he ſhould 
pay down two thouſand, and the price of ten horſes, each of the 
value of thirty marks, before he was releaſed on his parole; and ſe- 
curity for the remaining 7700 marks he ſhould give hoſtages ; 
namely, his brother, his ſon, and two daughters, and five of his 
knights priſoners with him, which the king ſhould ſeleft and de- 
tain ; the ſaid hoſtages, that is, his brother, ſons, and daughters 
to come to England before he went out of priſon, and between 


the fifth day of our Lord and the ninth, the king to deliver up all 


the knights he had belonging to the ſaid Aph, except the five above 
mentioned, who were to remain in priſon till the whole ranſome

at liberty; if he could not pay it, then he ſhould return and ſur- 
render himſelf priſoner to the king, and the hoſtages, except the 
five knights, ſhould be ſet at liberty; but the 2000 marks, and the 
price of the horſes to remain in the hands of the king; to whom 
proof was to be made that the perſons called the brother, ſon, and 
daughters of the ſaid Aph, were really and legitimately ſo; and if 


the ſaid Aph ſhould return to priſon, and bring with him the 
knights releaſed, the king ſhould return him the 2000 marks, and 
the price of the horſes, or a proportionable part according to the 
numbers of knights he ſhould bring back with him. 


Tun hopes of ranſom frequently acted in the place of hu- 
manity, avarice aſſuming the place of mercy ; this is evident from 
the reaſon aſſigned by Patin, for the great ſlaughter of the Scots, 
at the battle of Muſſelborough, in 1548, to wit, that their mean 


appearance gave little hopes of their ability to pay ranſom. (i)

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UNDER the regulations here mentioned priſoners of war were ſo 
much the property of the captors, that they might (k) give, bequeath, 
or with the king's licence ſell them to any perſon ; and princes or 
great men frequently beſtowed ſome of their priſoners on knights 
who had diſtinguiſhed themſelves in an engagement, thereby to 
enrich them. (1) | : 

Taz non-payment of ranſom was deemed fo. particularly diſ- 


' honourable, that according to Colombiere, perſons dying under 


that predicament, could have their image repreſented on their

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ſides in their belt; (m) if the non-payment was intentional, the 
arms of the defaulter was reverſed and he was deemed infamous. 

PeRsoNs taken priſoners were, with the king's permiſſion, fre- 
quently permitted to go home to raiſe money for the payment of 
their ranſom, or giving their parole to return within a ſtated 
time, either to pay the money, or to ſurrender themſelves priſon- 
ers; a breach of their parole was always ſeverely puniſhed, and in 
moſt treaties and truces there was a clauſe, agreeing that juſtice 
ſhould be done on both ſides reſpecting priſoners ; (n) priſoners of 
high rank obtained paſſports for their ſervants, as well to procure 
money for their ranſom, as to tranſact their private affairs. (0) 

SoMETIMEs priſoners were purchaſed of their captors in order 
to be exchanged for others of the ſame rank ; ranſom was not only 
paid for priſoners of war, but alſo for the dead bodies of great per-

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ſonages ſlain in battle; an inſtance of this is cited by St. Palaye, 
which he ſays happened at the ſiege of Rouen, where 400 nobles 
were paid for the body of a perſon there ſlain. (p) 
Tux rigid treatment ſhewn to priſoners of war in ancient times, 
ſtrongly marks the ferocity and uncultivated manners of our anceſ- 
tors, and that even to ladies of high rank; notwithſtanding the 
homage ſaid to have been paid to the fair ſex in thoſe days of chi- 
valry : many inſtances of this appear in our hiſtories, and a ſtriking 
one is recorded by Rymer, reſpecting the Counteſs of Baghun, or 
Buchan, a Scotch priſoner, for whoſe confinement, the Chamber- 
lain of Scotland, or his lieutenant, were by writ of privy ſeal, 
34 Ed. I. A.D. 1306, directed to fit ap one of the turrets of the 
caſtle of Berwick upon Tweed, and therein to build a ſtrong cage 
of lattice work, conſtructed with ſtout poſts and barres, and well 
1 ſtrengthened with iron; this cage to be fo contrived, that the 
F counteſs might-have the convenience of a privy, proper care being 
| | taken that it did not leſſen the ſecurity of her perſon : in this cage 
; i the counteſs was to be kept, without being ſuffered to go out on 
| any account whatſoever, and alſo to be prevented from ſpeaking 
| with any perſon, Scotch or Engliſh, except the keeper of the 
caſtle, and a woman or two of the town of Berwick, appointed by 
him to deliver her food ; the keeper to be anſwerable for the ſafe 
keeping of her body. The ſiſter of Robert Bruce was priſoner at 
the ſame time, and treated in the ſame manner. See Appendix, 
No. V. | 

In the directions given by Ed. I. A. D. 1306, reſpecting the con- 
finement of the wife of Robert Bruce: among the ſervants allowed 
is the following; and alſo let her have a foot- boy to remain in her 
chamber; one that ſhall be ſober, and not a riotous one, to make 
her bed, and to do other things required for her chamber. From the 
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fame authority it appears, that a child, the heir of Mar, was ex- 
cuſed wearing fetters on account of his tender age, which ſtrongly 
implies that it was cuſtomary to fetter priſoners of war; and this 
receives ſome farther confirmation from a ſubſequent order in the 
reign of Ed. III. whereby Thomas de Bodeſtone, keeper of the caſtle 
of Glouceſter, ſoon after the invaſion and deſtruction of Winchelſea, 
was directed to keep the Count de Juny, the king's priſoner in the 
ſaid town of Glouceſter, carefully, without irons, unleſs on juſt 
cauſe of ſuſpicion ; none of his attendants were to remain in the 
ſaid town or caſtle with him, except one for the purpoſe of pro- 
viding and dreſſing his victuals, which was to be taken to the caſtle. 
gate by a ſervant deputed by the ſaid keeper, who was to deliver 
it to the count, and to attend on him; the uſual oath taken by other 
priſoners, was directed to be adminiſtered to him, if he refuſed to 
take it, the keeper to guard him at his peril, and as he would an- 
ſwer to the king; and A. D. 1347, in the 21ſt of the ſame reign, 
the king by his writ to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, William 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, Richard de Stafford, and Peter de Gildeſ- 
burgh commands, that they cauſe the Lord Tankervill, then lately 
taken in the wars in France, to be ſtrictly confined in ſome ſtrong 
and well walled place, ſo that he may not ſpeak or communicate 
by writing with any one without his (the king's) eſpecial licence, 
and that his ſervants or attendants ſhould not be ſuffered to go out 
of that place; a like writ was directed to Thomas Holland for the 
ſafe keeping of the Earl of Eu, conſtable of France. (q)

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William Hamilton, and diverſe others deputed as commiſſioners, 
proctors, orators, and ambaſſadors of Mary, Queen of Scotland, 
then a minor, and with the advice of James, Earl of Arreyn, go- 
vernor of the realm during the queen's minority, for the ranſome of 
diverſe Scottiſh priſoners, when they ſettled their ranſomes at dif- 
ferent ſums, from 1000l. to 100l. ſterling ; (r)“ and it was farther- 
more covenanted, that in caſe ſuch preſoners of England as have 
their rawnſomes to be taxed in Scotland, ſhall be there ſeaſed and 
' taxed in their rawnſomes after a lower rate and moderation than 
the ſumes of rawnſome before limited and taxed ; they ſhall be 
abated and diminiſhed agreeably, portion for portion alike, and 
that the ſaid priſoners of Scotland ſhall be uſed with ſuch gentlenes 
as is ſhewed unto the Engliſhmen priſoners there. 

Ap further it was agreed, that at ſuch tyme as the hoſtages of 
Scotland ſhal be delivered, at the ſame tyme the priſoners of Scot- 
land giving bonde by obligation for the payment of their rawn- 
ſome at convenyant daies, with their owne promiſe to yelde themſelf 
priſoners if they breke theire ſaide daies of payment, with a writ- 
ing alſo of the Governour of Scotlande, conteyninge his promiſe 
to upholde and mainteigne the ſaide bondes and promiſes ; this 
doon, the priſoners of Scotland ſhal be at that day, and from thence 
forwarde accompted free of the captivitie ; provided always, that 
the Engliſhmen, priſoners in Scotland, be uſed in all thingis after 

the ſame ſortee, meaning oonly in the covenante ſuche priſoners 
Engliſhmen as were taken by the King of Scots lieft. or others, 
and were to be ſpecially deteigned as notable priſoners.” | 

In witneſs of this covenant and agreement, both parties ſub- 


ſcribed and ſealed thoſe indentures.

InrERIOR lords of ſeigneuries had the ſame aids as the king. 
John de Brittany Earl of Richmond being taken priſoner by the 

Scots, whilſt he was in the king's ſervice in the field, had the king's 
letters directed to all his tenants requeſting them to pay reaſonable 
aid, there called a ſubſidy, for his ranſom according to their 
ability, and the quantity of their reſpective tenures, to which, ſaid 
the record, they were bound as well by natural equity as by the 
duty of their fealty. 

Tur expence of keeping the king's priſoners of war was ad- 
vanced by the ſheriffs of counties, wherein they were confined, and 
charged in their accounts at the exchequer. A number of in- 
ſtances of writs direfting them to advance different ſums on 
this account out of the profits of their bailiwicks occur in Rymer. 
Probably theſe expences were repaid by the priſoners, with their 
ranſom. 

Tux uſual ſum was from one ſhilling to ſixpence per diem, for 
men of rank; for a knight fourpence, and for his robe twenty five 
ſhillings per annum, ordinary priſoners were allowed three-pence 
and two-pence; with a mark for their annual clothing. 

Tur Biſhop of St. Andrews was delivered to the ſheriff of South- 
ampton to be kept in Wincheſter caſtle, his allowance for his pro- 
per expences ſixpence per diem, for one valet ſerving him three- 
pence, one boy likewiſe in his ſervice three halfpence, and one 
chapellain to celebrate maſs to him one penny and a halfpenny 
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by the day, which chapellain, valet and boy were to be choſen 
from ſuch as might be truſted, and for whom the ſheriff would be 
anſwerable. 

In other matters the ſheriff was authoriſed to uſe ſuch other 
means for the ſafe keeping of the ſaid biſhop as he thought neceſ- 
ſary. The ſame allowance was made to the Biſhop of Glaſgow 
confined in Portcheſter caſtle. The Abbot of Stone, a rebel, was 
directed to be kept in a ſtrong part of Wincheſter caſtle with iron 
fetters on his feet. 

Wir this article the author begs leave to conclude his work, 
having to the utmoſt of his abilities endeavoured to complete the 
plan propoſed in the advertiſement ; for the faults and errors, par-

Wu ER EAS it was prayed by the commons, that all ſuch captains as 
had by their miſbehaviour loſt or delivered up either caſtles or towns, might 
be made to anſwer for it to this parliament, and according to their deſert, be 
ſeverely puniſhed by the award of the lords and baronage, to prevent the 
effects of the bad example which they have given to others, who are governors 
of towns and caſtles, it is commanded to Sir Alein de Buxhul, conſtable of 
the Tower of London, that he doth cauſe to come before the lords in parlia- 
ment at Weſtminſter, on Friday, the 27th day of November, of the year 


aforeſaid, John Sieur de Gomenez, and William de Weſton, taken and de- 


tained in the ſaid Tower, by the command of our lord the king, becauſe they 
had loſt and rendered certain caſtles and towns to the enemies of our lord the 
king, there to anſwer upon the ſaid articles which ſhall be ſurmiſed againſt 
them for the ſaid cauſe, on the part of our lord the king. Upon which day 
of Friday, the ſaid John and William, being brought by the ſaid conſtable, 
before the lords aforeſaid in full parliaraent, fitting in the white chamber, they 
were ſeverally arraigned, at the commandement of the ſaid lords, by Sir Richard 
Leſcrop, knight, ſteward of the houſe of our lord the king in manner as 
enſueth. 75 . i 
WILLIAM DE WES rox, you took upon you from the moſt puiſſant prince 
whom God aſſoy le, Sire Edward, late king of England, grandfather of our Lord 
the king that now is, ſafely to keep to him and his heirs, kings of England, the 
caſtle of Outhrewyck, without ſurrendering it to any one but to the ſaid grand · 
father or to his ſaid heirs, or by command from him, or from his ſaid heirs ; 
bave you William, who are a liege man of our lord the king, in times of the 
fame our lord the king, who now is true heire to the ſaid grandfather, deli- 
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vered tt the ſame to the enemies of our lord the king / without 
command from him to the diſhonour (or damage) of him and his' crown, and 
of the eſtate of his realme of England, againſt your allegiance and undertaking 
aforeſaid; what ſay you thereunto? 

WRHEREVPON the faid William faid, that he had put his anſwers i in writing, 
and produced before them a cedule containing many things compriſed within 
the ſame, and came and read the ſaid cedule in full parliament, Whereupon 
it was demanded of him by the ſaid ſteward, if he preſented before them this 
cedule for a finall anſwer in this behalfe, or not. And hereupon the ſaid 
William prayed that this cedule might be re-delivered unto him, and that he 
might put in his finall anſwer; which cedule for the cauſe aforeſaid, was re- 
delivered unto him; and after the ſaid William delivered the ſaid cedule, with 
an addition put thereunto in full parliament, for his finall anſwer in this be- 
half; the tenor of which cedule is ſuch as followeth. To the moſt ſage coun- 
cell of our lord the king, and to the other lords and commons of the parlia- 
ment, ſupplicates and ſheweth William d&.Weſltp, th#hbeit he be accuſed of 
this; that he hath maliciouſly rendercd the caftgot Outhrewyk 6 ch he had 
- the cuſtody by delivery and affignment of our Lord the king; nay pledi&Fout 
ſage and juſt diſcretion to have the faid William excufed thereof, for theſe 
cauſes enſuing. Firſt of all, may it pleaſe you to remember, how that the ſaid 
William was lately enformed by a ſpie, that a great power of the enemies 
would come upon him to befiege the ſaid caſtle, with very great and very gre- 
vious ordnances, whereupon he the ſaid William, preſently, by his attorney 
and by his letters, required of the ſaid councell that it would pleaſe them to 
_ reinforce the ſaid caſtle with more men, for the defence and ſafeguard thereof, 
in regard that the garriſon of the faid caſtle that then was, were hot balf 
ſufficient in reſpe& of multitude to refiſt ſo great a force in ſo large a place; but 
in conclufion, for all this, he could not have any ſuccour from the faid coun- 
cell; and ſo the ſaid William not at all through his default, was left without 
people ſufficient for to keepe and defend the ſaid caſtle any long time, which 
be beſeecheth you to take into your juſt and benigne conſideration ; and pleaſe | 
you to know, how upon a Monday about one of the clock, the enemy came 
to beſeige the faid caſtle, to the number of about two thouſand fix hundred 
men of armes, and ſeven hundred Genoeſe croſs bowe men, and with five thou- 
fand of the commonality of the country, having nine great canons,' a great 
Engine, and a trebacher beyond all meaſure r than bad before been ſeen 
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in theſe marches : and the ſame hour, preſently a great number of the men at 


armes and croſs bowe men aforeſaid, came before the gates for to aſſaile the faid 

caſtle, and at this time a knight of theirs was ſlain, who was coſin to the Lord de 
Cliſſon, as was reported, and many others were then likewiſe ſlain and 
hurt; and within a ſhort time after they began to diſcharge and ſhoot with their 
ordnance and other engines, and ſo continued their aflaults from one day to 
another, that is to ſay, Tueſday, Wedneſday, Thurſday ; and then were the 
walls and houſes battered down, and ſhattered in man places, and they had 
likewife by force trenched the ditches of the ſaid caſtle, in three places, ſo that 
all the water was drained out ; and that night came a great party of them, and 
by force made an aſſault, and beat down the barricadoes, ſo that the next day 
which was Friday, they came about the break of day with all their force to 
aſſault the ſaid caſtle, but with God's aſſiſtance they were yet forcibly repulſed 
from their attack, and on both fides ſome were ſlain and wounded; and the 
fame day the marſhall of Burgoyne ſpoke to the ſaid William and others of the 
faid caſtle to ſurrender ; whereupon, conſidering that the ſaid caſtle was not 
tenable, as well on account of the ſmallneſs of the garriſon, as that the walls 
were in many parts weakened by their marvellous ordnance, there was a treaty 
with the lords, to the end that the ſaid William and his companions might ad- 
viſe themſelves againſt the next morning, and ſo they departed. Alſo this 
ſame night the enemies cauſed all their ordnances, engins, trebuchet, and 
canons, with faggots and ſcaling ladders, with all their other neceſſaries to be 
drawn to the ditch of the ſaid caſtle, and the next morning which was Saturday, 


they made all things ready to aſſault the place, and then they firſt ſent a herald 


to the ſaid William, to know whether the ſaid caſtle ſhould be ſurrendered to 
them or not; whereupon the ſaid William, by the advice of the wiſeſt of his 
companions, confidering how the ſaid place had been battered and weakened 
by their ordnance, and alſo that they were but few of them for its defence, be- 
cauſe twelve of their companions were at that time killed, wounded, and fick, 
ſo that there remained of the whole garriſon in wealth to defend i it, only thirty» 
eight men, wherefore by common aſſent the faid caſtle, which was no longer 
tenable, was by force obliged to ſurrender, to ſave the goods and lives of the 


men; and that all theſe things before mentioned are. true, the ſaid Waun | 


undertakes to prove according to your diſcreet ordonnances. 
Ir, it is to be remembered, that when the ſaid caſtle was thus ent 
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@s iö * ſaid, certain Frenchmen bargained with the ſaid William for the 


pytehaſe of his proviſions, and alſo of certain priſoners. which the ſaid William 
held corifined i in the ſaid caſtle, for which things he received of them in pay- 
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ment 1 500 francs, of which he paid to his companions in part of their Wages, 
which were in arrear'one quarter of a year and a half, 578 francs. 

Irs, afterwards there was paid afterwards at Calais for the proviſions of 
the ſaid taftle due before that time 442 francs. 

Ire, for the paſſage of the ſaid William, and of his « companions to Eng- 
land, and likewiſe for the expences of the ſaid William being at Calais 135 
francs. Wherefore the ſaid William prayeth that in this bufineſs having re- 


gard to juſtice and benignity, although by envious fuggeſtions he hath been 


againſt all reaſon accuſed, and by the malice of falſe witneſſes greatly injured, - 
as well in his fame as in his eftate, and having alſo conſideration, that out of 
his private property he has paid his companions the greateſt part of the wages 
due to them, and alſo for the great coſts he hath been at before this time, in 
victualling the caſtle, for which he has given his obligations in diverſe places, 
and oweth great ſums, by reaſon of which he is on all ſides undone, if your 
Juft benignity doth not ſuccour him, you will pleaſe for God's ſake, and for pity, 
to ordain likewiſe for him, that he may, by your diſcreet nobleneſs recover his 
eftate and goods. Alſo the faid William Weſton ſheweth how the firſt day the 
enemy came before Arde, he went in haſte to Calais, to the captain, and defi- 
red of him more ſuccour and aid of men for the better guarding his fort of 
Outhrewyk, and to defend it if the enemies ſhould come thither; and the cap- 
tain anſwered him briefly, that he would not deliver nor give him aid nor ſuc- 
cour, at the ſaid time, becauſe he apprehended the ſaid enemies would come 
before the town of Calais. 

AnD the ſaid cedule being ſeen and read in full parliament, immediately after 
was the ſaid John there arraigned by the ſaid ſeneſchal 3 in the manner fol- 
Jowing : 

Jonx Logp px Gomenez,you took upon you to the moſt pulllont geben ben 
God affoile, Sire Edward late King of England, grandfather to our Lord the 
King that now is, ſafely to keep to him and his heirs Kings of England, che 
town and caſtle of Arde, without ſurrendering the ſame to any perſon, except 
to the ſaid grandfather and his heirs, or by commandement of him or of his 
heirs ;-theſe have you lord of Gomineys, in the time*of our lord the king that : 


do is, true heir to the {aid grandfather, delivered and ſurrendered to the ene- 


mies 
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of him and his crown, and the eſtate of the realme of England, againſt your 
undertaking aforefaid ; what ſay you thereunto ? 

WHEREUPON the ſaid John anſwered, that the ſaid town and caſtle of 
Arde were ſo weak, that he could not keep them againſt ſo great a power 
of the enemies as were there and ready to aſſaile the ſaid towne and caſtle, 
and therefore he cauſed all the knights, eſquires- and other inhabitants of the 
ſaid town, to be aſſembled, and informed them of the danger of the ſaid town 
and the force of the enemy, and by the common council and aſſent of 
the ſaid knights, efquires and others; he went forth out of the ſaid town to 
treat with them, in order to ſave the ſubjects of our lord the king, within the 
faid town and caſtle of Arde. Upon which, one Geoffry d'Argentein, a knight, 
faid, in full parliament to the ſaid John, that he the ſaid Geoffrey, was at that 
time in the ſaid town and company with the ſaid John, and that the town 
and caſtle of Arde were not ever delivered or ſurrendered by his council or 
aſſent ; but that he was always ready to dye or live on the ſafe guard thereof; 
and the ſaid Geoffrey undertook to prove this againſt any one who ſhould deny 
it. And it was further aſked the ſaid John, if he had any thing more to ſay ? 
and he ſaid, he had not. On which, the faid conſtable was charged with the 
ſafe cuſtody of the ſaid John and William, until the next day, the Saturday 


mies of our lord the king, without commandment from him, to the int our 


next enſuing, and to bring them again ſafely before the faid lords in the ſaid 


parliament, at the place and day aboveſaid ;. at which day of Saturday, that is 
to ſay, the 28th day of November, in the year aforeſaid, the ſaid John and 
William were brought again before the ſaid parliament at the place aboveſaid; 
and it was ſhewed unto them ſeparately by the ſaid ſeneſchal, on the ſaid day, 
by commandement of the lords aforeſaid ; how, that on the anſwers, that the 
faid John and William had given in the ſaid parliament, as is aboveſaid, the 
lords of the ſaid parliament, that is to ſay, the King of Caſtile and Leon, and 
Duke of Lancaſter, Eſmond, Earl of Cambridge, Eſmond, Earl of March, 
Richard, Earl of Arundel, Thomas, Earl de Warr, Hugh, Earl of Stafford, 
William, Earl of Suffolk, William, Earl of Saliſbury, Henry, Earl of Nor- 


thumberland,. John, Lord of Nevil, Roger, Lord of Clifford, and many 


other Lords, Barons, and Banneretts, being at the faid parliament, had aſſem- 


bled, and conſulted from the time when the faid anſwers were given in par- 
liament, the Friday, as well as to this Saturday, at the third hour, reſpecting 


the anſwers aforeſaid; and ſeen, and diligently examined the ſaid anſwers and 
other articles touching theſe matters; and had thereon mature deliberation, 
and' 
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8 and due 6 from the moſt vaillant, and moſt diſcreet knights 
and others being in the ſaid parliament, it was thus ſaid: firſt of all in the 
manner as followeth by the ſaid ſeneſchal, reciting the matters aforeſaid touch- 
ing the ſaid William ; It ſeemeth to the aforeſaid lords, that you William who 
had undertaken ſafely to keep the caſtle of Outhrewyk as is before ſaid ; that 
you William, have without any bardſhip or default of victuals, wickedly de- 
livered and ſurrendered the ſame to the enemies of our lord the king, by your 
own default, againſt all apparent right and reaſon, and contrary to your alle 
giance and undertaking beforementioned. And haying had due information 
of the caſe of the late baron of Grayſtock, who was a lord, and one of the 
peers of the realm, who had taken upon him ſafely to keep to the aforeſaid grand- 
father (of the king) the towne of Berwick ; the ſaid baron perceiving after- 
wards, that the ſaid grandfather was preparing for an expedition to the realm 
of France, (without commando tne ſaid grandfather) committed the ſaid towne 
of Berwick to a vaillient eſquire, Robert de Ogle, as lieutenant to the ſaid baron, 
ſafely to keep the ſaid town of Berwick for the ſaid grandfather, and the ſaid 
baron went like a man of chivalry to France to the ſaid grandfather, and 
there remained in his company; it happened that an aſſault of war was made on 
the ſaid town of Berwick, by the Scots; and the ſaid Robert, as lieutenant 
of the ſaid baron, defended it forcibly, and at laſt, by ſuch violent aſſaults, 
the ſame town was taken from the ſaid Robert, and two of the ſons of the ſaid 
Robert were ſlain in the defence thereof; nevertheleſs, becauſe the ſaid baron 
had himſelf undertaken ſafely to keep the ſaid town for the ſaid grandfather, 
and departed thence without the commandment of the ſaid grandfather, and 
the ſaid town of Berwick was loſt in the abſence of the ſaid baron, he being 
in the company of the ſaid grandfather in France, (as is ſaid) was adjudged 
by the advice of the ſaid grandfather, the king of Caſlile, now preſent, the 
noble dukes and counts whom God affoile ; Henry, late Duke of Lancaſter, 
the late Earl of Northumbertand and Stafford, and Sir Walter de Many, that 
the ſaid town was loſt by the default of the ſaid baron, and for this cauſe, he 
ſhould have judgment of life and member, and that he ſhould forfeit all 
he had; and the ſaid Sir Walter had the commands of the grandfather, to give 
the ſaid judgement, and the words in which it was to be given; which things 
being confidered, and this alſo, that you William didſt turrender the ſaid caſtle 
of Outhrewyk to the enemies of our lord the king aforeſaid, without any hard- 


£ hip or defect of victuals, confcary to your allegiance and undertaking afore- 
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the lords abovenamed fitting here in full parliament, adjudge you to death ; 
and that you be drawn and hanged ; but becauſe that our lord the king is not 
yet informed of the manner of this judgment, the execution thereof ſhall be 

reſpited till the king ſhall be informed thereof ; on which, the conſtable 
was commanded ſafely to keep the ſaid William untill he ſhould receive farther 
commands from our lord the k ing. 

Axp as to the ſaid John Lord de Gomenez, touching his anſwers before- 
ſaid, it was ſhewn him by the ſaid ſeneſchal, how the ſaid lords had aſſembled 
themſelves, and conſulted on the faid anſwers as is aboveſaid ; - and it was be- 
ſides ſhewn to him how, that at the time that Sir Ralph de Ferrers, knight, 
had the cuſtody of the ſaid town and caſtle of Arde, the ſaid town of Arde was 
not half ſo ſtrong, as it was at the time the ſaid John ſurrendered the ſame ; 
and the ſaid Ralph had commandment from the ſaid grandfather, to ſurrender 


the ſame, on account of the weakneſs thereof; before which, the ſaid Ralph 


put himſelf in great danger by the ſafe keeping thereof; nevertheleſs, the 
ſaid Ralph held, and vailliantly defended them, againſt a very great and ſtrong 
aſſault of war; and thereupon, and the things aforeſaid, and other evidences, 
touching the anſwers of the ſaid John in this part: it was ſaid in the following 
manner to the ſaid John being in parliament, by the faid ſeneſchal, reciting 
all the things before ſaid touching the aforeſaid John, and alſo the afore- 
ſaid judgement of the ſaid baron, and the cauſe thereof, in manner as afore- 
ſaid : it ſeemeth to the lords before - named here fitting, in full parliament, 
confidering your anſwers in this party, and the examinations and informations 


thereupon had as above; and having alſo regard to this, that there were lately + 


ſent unto you to the ſaid town and caſtle of Arde, above the number of men, 
with which you had at another time undertaken the ſafe guarding of the ſaid 
town and caſtle; 20 men of arms, and 20 archers to ſtrengthen the ſame, 


| according to your requeſt then made to certain lords, late being on a meſſage 


to Calais on the behalf of the faid grandfather : and this alſo, that at that 
time, it was ſaid unto you by the King of Caſtile, who is here preſent, that if 
you could not well keep them, you ought in no manner to undertake the 


fame, and that another ſhould have the cuſtody of them, who would under- 


take to keep them ſafely for the ſaid grandfather, and his heirs aforęmention- 
ed; and you undertook to keep them ſafely without ſurrendering them to any, 
unleſs in the manner as aforeſaid ; and now you John, without dureſſe, want 
of viduals, artillery, or other things neceſſary for the defence of the faid 


town and caſtle of Arde, without commandement of our lord the king, have 
| = „ in 
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in an evil manner delivered and ſurrendered to the enemies of our lord 


the king, by your own default, againſt appearance of right or reaſon, and 


contrary to your undertaking before- mentioned; by which the lords afore- 
faid, here in full parliament do adjudge you to ſuffer death, and becauſe that 


you are a gentleman and a banneret, and have ſerved the ſaid grandfather 
in his wars, and are no liege-man of our lord the king; you ſhall be 


beheaded without having any other judgement ; and becauſe alſo that our 
lord the king is not yet informed of the manner of this judgment, the execu- 
tion ſhall be reſpited untill our lord the king ſhall be informed thereof ; on 


which, commandment was given to the ſaid conſtable, ſafely to keep the

faid John till he ſhall have received farther orders from our lord the king.

ITEM, Henry Biſhop of Norwich was TENT in this parliament of . 
many things, but eſpecially of four articles to him ſhewn by the chancellor of 
England, in the preſence of the king himſelf and of my lord of Lancaftre, in 
full parliament ; the which chancellor thus ſaid; My Lord Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, I am commanded to ſay, what I ſhall ſay to you, by the king; true it 
is, altho' that by endenture and covenants made between the king and you, 
you was there obliged, and had undertaken to ſerve the king our lord in his 
wars of France, with two thouſand and five hundred men of arms, and as 
many archers, well armed, arrayed and mounted, of whom you was to make 
your muſter ſuitably at the town of Calais for one whole year ; and true it 
is, that you have not thus ſerved the kivg for a year, nor yet for half a year, 
thus before the half year being returned, and your army diſbanded contrary 
to the form of the ſaid indenture, whereby great diſgrace, loſs and damage have 
come to the king our lord, and to his whole realm, and therefore in this 
you are in a very great default :-Item, as to the ſaid number of men for which 
you had bound yourſelf by the ſaid indenture, and to make the ſaid muſter at 
Calais ; you have failed in one and the other, and in this you are in another 
great default: Item, that in the laſt parliament it was agreed, that our lord of 
Spain, or ſome other of the uncles of the king our lord ſhould have the 
voyage towards France for the honor of the kingdom.; you cauſed our lord 
the king to be induced by great promiſes made by you; and particularly, 
you undertook, firſt of all, to the commons aſſembled in the laſt parliament, 
and afterwards to the king himſeif in the ſaid parliament, that if it ſhould 
pleaſe the king to grant you the voyage before-mentioned, you would have 
in your company in the ſaid voyage the number above limited, and with them

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which time, the king aſked you to certify eſpecially the names of the captains 

and leaders that you ſhould have in your company, in cafe the voyage ſhould 

be granted to you; and you anſwered him, that for certain reaſons you 

could not ſhew their names, untill you was fure that the voyage would be 

finally granted to you; but you made ſtrong and ſure promiſes, that if it 

would pleafe the king to grant you the faid voyage, you would have with 

you the beſt and moſt ſufficient captains of the kingdom, after the royal ones, 

as is ſaid. By one and the other of the promiſes made by you, in all which 

you have fince failed, as you yourſelf know, the king our lord has been greatly 

deceived, and thus the faid voyage was granted to you, and you had it in fact 

as you yourſelf had defired it, and the king's uncles were by theſe deceits 

-ouſted, to the great damage and diſgrace of the king our lord, and of his 

realm aforeſaid : Item, upon the grant and contract made to you of the ſaid 

voyage, as it is ſaid, the king caufed to be offered to you in the ſaid parlia- 

= ment, that for the good government and ſafety of the ſaid army, to conſtitute 

. © and create a ſufficient temporal lord of the kingdom of England his lieutenant; 

- who ſhould be obedient to you whilſt in the army, with matters reſpecting the 

cruſade, and you in matters to him touching the lieutenancy ; which proffer 

thus made to you by the king our lord, did not pleaſe you; therefore in fact 
you refuſed it, and what is worſe, by your fair promiſes and other things, 

_ the king was ſo deceived, and thus led in the faid parhament by your other 
affairs, that you had the ſaid voyage, and the ſole government thereof; and 
every where and to all perſons it is a notorious thing, that for want of a lieu- 

tenant and good captains and governors, as great diſgrace, and unſupportable 
damages have happened ſolely by your default to the ſaid army, and conſe- 
quently to the king and to his ſaid kingdom, as ever happened ; by which you 
was alſo as to this in another very great default; of which things now ſurmiſed 
| to you by the king's order, you may ſay what you think beſt ſo to do on 

1 5 the occafion. 

= | To which the ſaid biſhop anſwered and faid, although chat of right by the 

5 licence of his liege lord, he ought to have counſel in the caſe; always making 

1 ; proteſtation, that if in his anſwer he ſhall give, he ſhould miſtake his matter or 

thing by negligence or ignorance in ſo high a place, or that he ſhould ſay 

more or leſs than he ought to ſay, that he may amend and correct it at another 

| time, and as ſoon as ſhall ſeem beſt for him to do it; and he himſelf in his 

| proper perſon, as being more knowing in the buſineſs than any other, by the 

| bers of his liege lord will give his anſwer, n praying his 3 
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to give him audience and attention; and firſt ſaid, as to that which was 
then ſurmiſed, that he had not half ſerved the king for the term he had pro- 
miſed, nor for the half thereof; he ſaid, that by the ſaid covenants cut, he 
was held, and alſo had in charge of his leige, that principally and before 
other things he ſhould with his forces go to the reſcue of the town of Gaunt; 
and by the virtue of that charge, ſo ſoon as he was arrived abroad, he 
took his way with his people towards the ſaid town of Gaunt, and in his 
ſaid way, as it pleaſed God, he had engagements with the enemy as well 
at Gravenynge, as at Dunkirk and elſewhere; and at length when the 
people of Gaunt had met him, and they had diſcourſed and conſulted what 
would then be beſt to do, as well in their aid as to the exploit of the 
voyage then began; thus was the final purpoſe of the inhabitants of 
Gaunt, to wit, that he ſhould lay ſiege to the town of Ipres, affirming. 
by their words, that Ipres was not half furniſhed with people nor pro- 
viſions, to withſtand an attack from the powers of England and of Gaunt; 
and further they ſaid, that if the town of Ipres was taken, in which 
were the keys of all Flanders, the remainder would ſoon be gained 5 
and thus, by the incitement and encouragement of the men of Gaunt, and 
with the aſſent of all the Engliſh captains which were in the faid voyage, the 
fiege was laid thereto, in which many of his men fell into diverſe great diſeaſes, 
and many were wounded and killed, and a great number of bad men who 
were rebels and diſobedient to the ſaid biſhop, returned with their pillage to 
England : and therefore, and alſo, for that on the departure of the people of 
Gaunt from the ſaid fiege, the captains of the Engliſh army perceiving, that 
after the departure of the men of Gaunt, the Engliſh army was greatly di- 
miniſhed, and being actuated by the ſaid cauſes, and the fear that the French 
had aſſembled, the Engliſh would not, nor could not in any manner keep the 
field: therefore having due confideration to theſe cauſes by him alledged, and 
the engagements that the ſaid biſhop with his people have had in this voyage, 
to the honor and profit of our liege lord, and of his kingdom, and eſpecially 
that by the ſaid voyage, truoes ate made, and offers of a treaty of peace made 
by the adverſary of France, which if it pleaſe Godꝭ may ſerve as an introduction 
to a final peace, and what is thus happened, ought not in the leaſt in reaſon, 
be ſurmiſed in his-default, the more ſo, as ib has happened more by the chance 
of God, than by any other manner: it therefore ſeemeth-to-bim, that as * 
this article, he ought to be held excuſed: in all thing. ; 
" Irs reſpecting its being ſurmiſed againſt him-that he did not make his: 
muſter at Calais ; he ek that in order to haſten his atk to come to the #0. 
F230 - "8 
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ſaid voyage for the relief of Gaunt, in manner as he had promiſed, he 
paſſed: over to Calais before his other captains, with a ſmall number of ſuch 
perſons. as he could aſſemble, and did not remain after his arrival at Calais, 
but two or three days; then immediately ſet forward on his way towards Gra- 
venynge, and took it by the aſſiſtance of our Lord; and afterwards, when he 
atrived before Ipres, although he did not make his muſter at Calais for the ſaid 
cauſe ; nevertheleſs he had before Ipres, his full number of perſons of each 
degree, and ſtill more at the ſaid town of Ipres, and this he is ready to prove 
by good and ſufficient witneſſes, or by any other reaſonable manner that the 
king will affign; and therefore as to this he is not, as it ſeems to him, to 
blame; and as to what is faid, that he had not with him the beſt chieftains of 
the kingdom, except the royal ones ; he thinks that he had good and ſufficient 
chieftains, but that he would have had better if licence and leave had been 
granted, ſuch as the Sieur de Nevill, who offered in the preſence of the king, 
to have gone on the ſaid voyage if it had pleaſed the king to have given 
him leave, which was denied ; he therefore thinks, that in this matter he is 
not to blame. | 
And as to that which is ſurmiſed againſt him, that he refuſed to have a lieu- 
tenant ; he ſays, it is true that our lord the king ſent his letters, and a meſſage 
to him in Flanders where he was with his army, reſpecting this matter of 
having a lieutenant ; to which letters and meflage, the ſaid biſhop by his 
letters made-anſwer, returning thanks and acknowledgment to bis liege lord, 
as much as was in his power, for that it had pleaſed him to remember him, 
and to be careful of him and his ſtate ; which letter made expreſs mention, 
that whenever our ſaid lord the king and his council would order ſuch lieu- 
tenant, it would well pleaſe him; and therefore he did not refuſe the lieutenant = 
aforeſaid, and held himſelf bound to pay him when the king had appointed. 
him; and therefore it appears to him alſo,” that as to this, he ought not to be 
. blamed in any way, but that rather in the ſaid cauſe, and by the other 
cauſes” above alledged on his part, and for other ſervices which he has done 
to the king our lord and his kingdom formerly, and would till do according 
to his ſmall power, he therefore thinks he deſerves reward and good will, and 
not ill will, ſuch as they would nom cauſe him to ſubmit to; praying our lord 
the king, that it will pleaſe him to accept theſe excuſes truly by him given to 
the four articles ſurmiſed againſt him, and that he will be his gracious lord, 
and that it may appear to his highneſs that in this part he has not of-

fended. 
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” which the ſaid chancellor anſwered and ſaid, that it is true, that when 
you was in Flanders after you had for a ſmall time remained there, and certain 
news had come to our lord the king and his counſel in England many times, 
by letters and otherwiſe, ſent to him from Flanders by the captains of your 
army; containing, that the ſaid army was in very great peril, and from one 
day to another, for want of a lieutenant and good government thereof, grew 
worſe ; therefore the king our lord cauſed the Earl of Arundell to be treated 
with on the matter, and finally it was agreed with the ſaid earl, that he ſhould 


be the king's lieutenant in the ſaid army, and ſhould come to you ſpeedily 


with a ſufficient number of good men of arms and archers, to your aid and 
ſuccour, and of the ſaid army, if you would conſent thereunto, for without 
your aſſent the king would not cauſe any thing to be accompliſhed in the bu- 
fineſs ; and therefore he ſent you his letters and meſſage to Flanders to have 
your opinion; to which you anſwered by your letters, which are ſtill ready to 
be ſhewn, in ſuch guiſe, that by the form of your ſaid letters, which are 
compoſed of double meaning, and by other words made uſe of by you in other 
parts, it evidently appears that you would not have a heutenant ; and although 


you have before alledged this laſt matter compriſed in your ſaid letters of 
excuſe as it is not ſufficient, even your letter well underſtood ; that allegiance - 


is not any ways to the point, reſpecting what was before ſurmiſed ; that is to 
fay, that you refuſed to have a lieutenant finally before your departure out of 
the kingdom, according to the firſt order made to you as has been aforeſaid ; 
and fince alſo by the. want of good chieftains and governors, all the miſchief 
has happened to your army ; and therefore as to that matter you have not, nor 


can you in any manner with truth excuſe yourſelf ;- and be it known that this 
matter heard and underſtood in parliament, the ſaid chancellor by command- 
ment of the king himſelf there preſent, faid to the ſame biſhop : Sir Biſhop of - 
Norwich, the king our lord has well heard what you thus ſaid and alledged in 


excuſe of the articles and meſpriſions ſurmiſed to you, and has had good delt- 
beration with the lords temporal, and other wife men of his council here pre- 
-ſent; and it appears to our lord the king, and the temporal lords aforemen- 
tioned, that the anſwers you have thus given in excuſe, are nothing to the pur- 


poſe in the matter ſurmiſed to you, nor do your excuſes ſuffice for the diſ- 
graces, unſupportable damages, loſſes and other miſprifions, which have been 
done to the king and his kingdom by you, and your procurement as is ſaid;"by 


which alſo it is their opinion, that you for default of a ſuffictent-anſwer ſhall- 


5 de convicted of the offences eie in the four articles ſurmiſed to you; and 
therefore. .

therefore ſhall be put to fine and ranſome at the will of the king for your miſ- 
deed ; and it alſo their opinion, the king ought to conſtrain you thereto, 
by the ſeizure of the temporalities of your biſhoprick of Norwich, when it 
ſhall pleaſe him ſo to do. 

IrzM, among the faid requeſts made by the commons of England in this 


parliament the Saturday on the 13th day of November, making mention, 


how the ſaid biſhop of Norwich undertook to perform the laſt mentioned 
voyage in the kingdom of France, with a certain number of men for a whole 
year; for the fifteenth granted te the king our lord by the ſaid commons, and 
other goods of the kingdom of England, which he received principally for 
that cauſe, and for that undertaking, a very great ſum was charged in par- 
liament by the king, to certify our ſaid lord the king and his council diſtinctly, 
and by writing, of the names, eſtates, and degrees of all thoſe who were re- 
tained with him in the ſaid voyage, and who have not yet performed their ſer- 
vices and covenants made, and eſpecially of the manner of their entertain- 
ment, and the term for which they are ſtill held to ſerve the king by form of 
covenant, mutually agreed, in order that theſe ſervices may be performed and 
employed in the ſervice of the king, and defence of the kingdom of Eng- 
land aforeſaid, at the place where there ſhall be the greateſt neceſſity: in diſ- 
charge likewiſe of the ſaid commons, who were moſt heavily charged on 
account of the ſaid voyage. To which the ſaid biſhop anſwerd and ſaid, that it 
was true, that many of his retinue had not performed their ſervice, according 
to the agreement made with them; and therefore, if it ſhould pleaſe the 
king our lord to grant that Sir Robert de Foulemere, his clerk, and trea- 
ſurer for the ſaid voyage, who has in his keeping all the indentures and 


other evidences, and remembrances, touching his retinue in the ſaid voyage, 


be ſet at large out of priſon, where he is detained by the king's com- 
mandment, and upon that give him a ſuitable term and ſpace, becauſe the 
thing demands great occupation, willingly he will uſe his beſt diligence 
to perform the ſaid charge given him by his liege lord; by which the 


' aid Sir Robert Foulemere was delivered from priſon for a ſuitable term, 


by mainprize found in that caſe; and it was commanded by the king to 
the ſaid biſhop, that this certification ſhould be made in the manner as is 
aboveſaid, Wedneſday next enſuing after the charge delivered at the lateſt ; 
which biſhop anſwered again and ſaid, that he would willingly do it in all haſte 
that he well could; and afterwards, at the requeſt of the ſaid biſhop, the time 

limited 
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limited to him to make the ſaid certification as is ſaid, was prolonged by eight 
days next enſuing. 

IrxM; another time the ſaid biſhop alledging in preſence of the king, that 
foraſmuch as he was in many manners diſturbed and interrupted in giving his 


anſwers on the articles upon which he was impeached, as well by captious 


words ſpoken to him, as in other manners, whereby he had left out and 


forgotten great pat of the matter which he had to ſay in his excuſe ; he 


prayed the king our lord, that for God's ſake he would pleaſe to give him 
another day, and ſuitable audience, without interruption in this parliament; and 
then he ſaid, that with the aid of our lord, he would excuſe himſelf in the ſaid 
parliament, ſo clearly of what had been ſurmiſed to him, as ought in reaſon 
to ſuffice. And this requeſt was granted him, and another day given; to wit, 
the 24th day of November. 

Ar which day, the ſaid biſhop rehearſing the four articles ſurmiſed to 
him before the parliament and in the preſence of the king himſelf, gave 
nearly the ſame anſwers as before, of all the things aforeſaid, adding there- 
unto, that the time when he heard. the news, that the vant-guard of the 


French army had entered the county of Flanders, and that the ſaid fiege 


of Ipre was thereby removed, he took a reſolution to have met the ſaid van- 
guard to have fought with them; which purpoſe of his, he could not per- 
form, by reaſon that the captains of his army would not aſſent thereunto, 
but thoſe captains and others of his army oppoſed him, infomuch, that of ne- 
ceſſity and for fear of the enemies, they were obliged to depart to, and betake 
themſelves to their fortreſſes ; and thereupon the ſaid biſhop returned to the 
town of Gravelynge, and the fame would he have held out well enough againſt 


all men, and did hold out untill the other captains had rendered their forts 


to the French, and after that, untill that ſome Engliſh might come unto him 
incontinently, although there were well nigh about fix or ſeven thouſand Engliſh 
lying upon the ſands near Calais, who were made to come out of the ſaid 


forts rendered, to their great miſchief and prejudice, becauſe they. had not 


| wherewith to live, neither could they have entrance into the towne of Calais ; 


and foraſmuch as the truce made before that time was to ceaſe within two 


or three days then next enſuing, the French had a purpoſe to fall upon them, 
and ſlay them all, as ſoon as the ſaid truce was ended; which laughter, if it 
had been made, would principally have turned upon the ſaid biſhop, and 
after on the other captaines, to far greater diſgrace and miſchief than any 
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other thing could bring; the biſhop was thereupon required and charged in 
behalf of the king himſelfe, that he ſhould render the town to the enemies, 
ot elſe demoliſh it, and goe his-way to ſuccour the ſaid people, and after that 
to England, in falvation of himſelf and others of his army; for they ſaid, 
that if any thing elſe than good had happened to the ſaid people lying on the 
ſands, they. would truely have called the ſaid biſhop: to- an account before 
the king himſelf ; whereupon it behoved him the ſaid billipp to abate and 
voyd the fame town of Gravelynge, as it was lawful for bim to doe at his 
pleaſure, being gained by his proper conqueſt from the enemy; and for-this,. 
and for other reaſons formerly alledged by him, as alſo becauſe that letter 
from our lord the king, come to him before, commanding him, that if there 
were great want of victuals in the faid towne, as in verity there was, that 
then in ſalvation of himſelfe and the ſaid people, he ſhould voyd the towne, 
and ſuccour the ſaid' people, and after return to England; it ſeems: to him, 
that he ought to be well-excuſed of whatever is ſurmiſed againſt him. To which. 
the ſaid chancellor replied and ſaid ;- Sir Biſhop, as to this your laſt reaſon. 
it is true that you had ſufficient victuals when this letter came unto you; and. 
beſides this, the king ſent you other victuals in great plenty; and alſo with it, 
other good letters, containing how he had appointed his uncle of Spain to 
come ſpeedily to you for your aid and ſuccour ; and all this notwithſtanding, 
you departed thence, leaving the ſaid towne to the enemies againſt the form of 
your indenture, by which the king hath given and granted. you. whatever you 
might conquer, not ar all to render, ſell, or leave the ſame to the enemy, but 
to hold and poſſeſs; and alſe to that which you have ſaid in your. firſt anſwer, 
that by your ſaid voyage, truces had been agreed between the realmes, and 
happy offers of peace made by the adverſaries of France, which you ſay will 
be an introduction to a good and final peace, which God grant; it contains. 
no truth at all ; for true it is, that the news ſpread in the army of France, of. 
the comeing of our lord the king, and of Monſieur of Lancaſter,, who was at 
the ſea- ſide ready to paſs for your ſuccour, was the principal eauſe of the truce 
and profers aforeſaid, and of the treaty to be commenced-.;-for it is no probable- 
thing at all, nor in any ways agreeable to reaſon; that you, who were with: 
your people chaſed by force of the enemies out of the field, and afterwards. 
beſieged by them within your fortreſſes, ſhould be the cauſe of the ſaid treaty 
by any way; and ſo as to this, nor yet as to any other of the reaſons before 


| alledged, nor for the rebellion of your captains, or others of your retinue, nor. 
any. 
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any other defaults which you have or may ſurmiſe unto them; (conſidering 
that you had them all of your proper chooſing and election, and not at all by 
the denomination of our lord the king or his council:;) you neither can, nor 
'-ought to be at all excuſed of the dammages, deceits, diſgraces, contempts, 
and other foffes and miſprifions furmiſed to you, nor in eſpeciall of the treaty 
made with the enemies upon the deliverance of the ſaid fortreſſes, of which 
there are certain indentures made and drawn between you and your captains 
on the one part, and the enemies of the king on the other patt, ſealed with 
their ſeals, and the- ſeals of the other captains, without the authority or con- 
ſent of the ſaid our lord the king as before is ſaid. 

AND moreover the ſaic chancellor ſaid in the behalf of the King; Sir Biſhop, 
although the King our lord might. clearly handle and judge you as a temporal 
perſon of his realm, becauſe you: have behaved and carried yourſelf as a tem- 
poral perſon, for you expreſsly obliged. yourſelf to the king our lord by your 
indenture, to bea ſoldier of the king, to govern the Chriſtian people after 
the term of your croſſado ended, and you uſed commonly to have your ſword 
carried before you, and you did many other ſuch like things every day, pub- 
licly, as a lord temporal, againſt the common cuſtom and eſtate- ef a. prelate 
of England: notwithſtanding, by reaſon of your eſtate, the king our lord, 
of his grace, will forbear for the preſent te lay his hand upon your body; but 
foraſmuch as he-is informed, that you yourſelf have complained to many lords 
of the-realm, that wrong hath been done to you on the laſt day, affirming by 
your words, that that.which was was done paſſed not at all by aflent or know- 
ledge of your peers of the realm; this is greatly to be marvelled. of you, and 
of theſe your words, ſeeing the ill ſucceſs toucheth nothing at all your peer- 
alty, but only certain miſpriſions which you have made and . perpetrated as 
a ſoldier of the king, againſt the form of yeur mdentures and -covenants, 
which you have made with the king our lerd, to the great damage of the 
king as beforeſaid, whereof the cogniſance and puniſhment, of common 
right and ancient cuſtom of the realm of England, only and totally apper- 
taineth to our lord the king, and no other; and true it is, that you have 
not at all by this your laſt anſwer any whit amended your matter in ex- 
cuſe of yourſelf, upon the things ſurmiſed againſt you, but as it ſeems 
have more greatly impaired the -ſame.; wherefore, by the aſſent of the 
eatles, barons, and other lords temporal preſent in parliament, it is 


aſſented and accorded, that you ſhall be in the mercy of 5 king,

quality and quantity thereof; and to do this, you ſhall be compelled 
- and conſtrained by the ſeizure of the temporalities of your biſhoprick of

:* cauſe nor ſuffer any ſword to be carried before you, as it hath been done, 

under the peril which ſhall follow; and it is expreſsly accorded in this 
parliament, that whatſoever has been expended on your uſe of the ſaid 
francs of gold you ſhall make full payment thereof into the treabury of our

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A LTHOUGH the Scots brigade in the ſervice of the republick of Hol.

AzovrT the year 1570, the fame of the low country wars, and the great 


name of the prince of Orange, cauſed in'many Scotch gentlemen of martial 


ſpirits a defire to ſtudy the art of war under him ; they therefore went over 
to Holland, carrying with them a number of their countrymen who were 
formed into independent companies: among theſe gentlemen were many of 
the firſt families in Scotland, ſuch as Balfour, Lord Burley, Scott, Earl of 


Buccleugh, Preſton of Gorton, Halkett of Pitferran, many of the different 


families of the name of Stewart, Hay, Sinclair, Douglas, Graham, Ha- 


milton, &c. | | 
Trxssx troops fignaliſed themſelves on all occafions, and were much re- 


ſpected and depended on by the States; and in 1 594, at the return of 


their ambaſſadors from Scotland, where they had been to compliment King | 


James on the birth of his ſon ; they carried back with them 1500 recruits 
for their Scotch nn who were 2 now, if not n regi- 
mented. | 


Tuxsx troops ſuffered much -at the ſiege of Bommel, in 1599, at the 


famous. battle of the Downs, near Newport, in 1600, and at the fiege of 
Oftend, in 1601, gaining in the whole ſo much honour, that at the ſiege of 
Bois-le-Duc, in 1629, Frederick Henry Prince of Orange, ſtiled them, 
the Bullwark of the Republick; there were then three regiments; ; _— 


Scott's, Buccleugh's, and Halkett's. 
ArTzx the death of Prince William II. in 1630, the affairs of ts repub- 


lick were in great diſorder, parties run high, and the army was much neg- 
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lected; and particularly the Scotch brigade, who having aloe to protect 
them, had a number of Dutchmen, Germans, and French refugees, by the 
intereſt of different burgo- maſters, made officers among them, which entirely 
diſpirited them; ſo that in diverſe engagements, in the years, 1675, and 1676, 
they did not behave themſelves with their accuſtomed gallantry, at which King 
William being ſurprized and diſpleaſed, aſked General Mackay, then lately 
come into his ſervice from France, if he was not much hurt, and aſhamed at 
the behaviour of his countrymen the Scotch brigade, and if he could con- 
ceive the reaſon of their being ſo much degenerated from what they were, 
when ſerving in the army of Guſtavus Rare and commanded by the 


| Lord Rae. 


Macxayr as much piqued as the prince, beg'd leave to obſerve, that this 
corps, though called the Scotch brigade, was in reality, a mixture of deſerters 
and out-caſts from all nations, and that in promotions to commiſſions, the 
preference had been given to Dutch, Germans, and Frenchmen ; the young 
Scotch officers and . cadets had therefore left the ſervice, and prevented 
others .coming into it as volunteers, and the old private men, not being 
commanded by their countrymen, had many of them deſerted ; but that 


if his higbneſs would diſpoſe of the foreign officers in the national or new

twenty-one years, the following machines and warlike engines invented by 
him'; the patent is printed in his works, 

Tux firſt is an equeſtrian inſtrument, by which a fingle horſeman may be 
equal in fight to five or fix armed with the common arms, which inſtrument 
. indeed agrees alſo moſt excellently with the foot ſervice, and from effects not leſs 
Wo terrible than ſpeedy, is called the thundering ſtaff; but from its various pro- 
= perties, the box piſtol, box muſquet, box carrabyn or box dragoon. 

Tax ſecond is a new kind of ſpear, with which any foot ſoldier, befides 

4 uſing it as a pike, may diſcharge five or fix guns ; this weapon may be named 

=_ - the projecting ſpear or pike arquebus. 

= | | Taz third is a fort of machine of conjugated muſkets, by the affiſtance of 

| which one ſoldier or two, are enabled to oppoſe an hundred guns, which 

machine from its effect is called the thundering chariot, and vulgarly the fiery 

| waggon. 

Tas fourth is a new ſpecies of gun of the greater kind, by the affiſtance 
of which in the ſame time that they have been able to diſcharge one 
ball, they may now diſcharge three, four or five, and that either in a land or 

ſea engagement, Of this machine there are different figures and fizes, but 

from the common property of all, they may be called by the general name 
of the open cannon, vulgarly the open ordnance. 

T fifth and ſixth are of the mortar kind, of which one from its remark- 
able uſe in defending walls and ſhips, and from its wonderful expedition is 
called the flat ſcourer. The other, which is extremely uſeful in naval fights, 

for breaking the maſts, yards and oars, whence it is called the cutter. 

Tux ſeventh is a machine not unlike the ſpecies of the ancient Heliopolis, 
accommodated to the modern diſcipline for defending a fortreſs, and alſo for 
attacking one, by the aſſiſtance of it the beſiegers may enter into the inner 


part of a city or n or over a ditch, without the uſe of rolling 
mounts, 


* 
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mounts; and in the defence of a city, the fortiſication may be ſo ſtrengthened 
by the uſe of this machine, as it ſhall never be taken or demoliſhed, and it will 
ſtand free on the curtain. This from its likeneſs to a cavalier, and becauſe 
it carries a number of ſoldiers, and has the power of motion, may be vul- 
garly called the elephant or cavalier errant. (a) 

Taz ninth a new kind of ſhip, that cannot be prevented by chains or 
barricades, or the force of any cannon, from entering any port, and either bur- 
ning or taking all the veſſels therein; this veſſel from its ſtupendous manifeſt 
and terrible effects, and horrid demolition of ports and veſſels, deſerves to 
be called the Leviathon, 

Tux tenth is an inſtrument ſerving to obſerve the proportional intenſity 
and remiſſion of winds, whereby the ſailor is inſtructed with more certainty 
to take the juſt meaſure of his voyage, wherefore it is called the ſea meaſurer, 

Taz eleventh is a kind of light veſſel, which with fails and oars, is carried 
with great celerity againſt the wind,” for any time, and for velocity will 
outgo any ordinary veſſel, and thence called the ſea poſtillion. 

Tux twelfth is a certain inſtrument whereby the courſe of a ygfſe! is ex- 
actly meaſured, and the difference of longitude of places either on the coaſt 
or at ſea are determined: it is called the length compaſs. | | 

Taz thirteenth an inſtrument, whereby a quantity of ſalt water is rendered 
ſweet and drinkable at a ſmall expence, it will make every day a ſufficient 
quantity of ſweet water for the day's conſumption, ſo that putrefaction by 
keeping it is not to be apprehended : this is called a ſhip fountain. 

Tus fourteenth contains burning glaſſes of different kinds, with which at 
any diſtance, any combuſtible matter, whether on land or ſea, may be ſet on fire, . 

to which no guns are equal. Theſe from various conic- ſections, concave 
and convex, and other curvilinear ſuperficies, and thoſe variouſly combined, 
will burn both by reflection and refraction; and as the honor belongs the 
Archimedes, they are called Archimedean mirrors. 

Tux fifteenth comprehends a kind of perſpective or VI by the afliſt- 
ance of which, an object, the light being thrown on it, will appear as plainly 
and vividly at any diſtance, as if viewed in the ordinary manner at a proper 


diſtance ; this is vulgarly called the lynx's eye.

The horſe at their uſual depth made four ſquadrons upon the right wing, 
of which, the troops of guards made three, and their granadiers one : the 
leſt wing of horſe #1 the like manner made ſour ſquadrons, whereof my Lord 
of Oxford's regiment ſor med two, and my Lord Churchil's dragoons the 
other : the three troops of guards flanking in that figure upon the right of

The admiral's battalion, as youngeſt in the field, took their poft in the

Copy of a Letter from Captain Phipps, Engineer, at Gibraltar, to Lieu- 


tenant Colonel Ramſay, of the 5oth Regiment, dated May 17th, 1771. 


DEAR SIX, 


A GREEABLE to promiſe, I ſet down to write a few lines, relating. to 
Healy's mortar ; the '14th inſtant was at length fixed for trying that new in- 
vented pierrier; eight in the morning was the time ordered by the governor z 
South Port Gate was fhut, and the three guards between that and the South 
Barracks retired out of harm's way; the general had referred the charge 
of the morter, &c, to Colonel Philips; Heal) ſtood out for 50 pounds of 
powder, but the Colonel inſiſted, that the firſt experiment ſhould be with 
27 pounds; proper paving ſtones were collected, and a detachment of ar- 
tillery attended to aſſiſt in loading; after the powder was placed in the 
piece, a tompion, or bottom of wood was carefully put to cover the charge, 
a copper tube conveyed the quick-match from the tompion to the centre; 
the ſtones were carefully put into the morter, 1470 in number; the leaſt a 
pound weight, and few exceeded 1}Ib. a hollow cane well directed, conveyed 
the quick-match thro' the ſtones to the copper tube, and upon the extremity 


was faſtened a port fire, to burn five minutes before the fire ſhould reach the 


quick-match, when the port fire was firſt lighted, and every one retired to a 
great diſtance with various conjectures about the ſuccels of the machine ; five 
minutes paſſed, ten minutes paſſed, no explofion ! poor Healy, very imga- 
tient; at length, people approached nearer and nearer to inquire into the mor- 
tars filence, when upon examination it was found that the portfire had but balf 


burned ; by ſome accident it was choaked in the making ; another was imme- 
diately applied, which had the deſired effect; great was the exploſion, near a 


quarter part of the ſtones went into the ſea, above 100 yards; to the right 
they extended as far as Ragged Staff, and to the left, as far as the Watering Pier, 
but no damage was done, the cavity of the piece was ſearched, but no fracture 


could be ſeen, and what was ſurpriſing, the ock above that appeared ſo bad 
did 
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. did not give way; it was fired a ſecond time with the ſame charge, the ſucceſs 
much the ſame as the firſt. 
Tu 3d time it was loaded with 13 Ib. (viz. half the former charge) and 

1220 ſtones, when I ſuppoſe about 200 paſſed over the line wall ; with theſe 
three diſcharges, the eight gun battery was covered over with ſtones; ſhe ſpit her 
venom moſt there ; after three experiments, Healy received the congratulations 
of Colonel Boyd and all the officers upon the road; the general took his ob- 
ſervation from the terras walk ; the mortar has not received the leaſt damage ; 
its complexion is a little changed by the powder. 

' CoLontr Boyp who goes home in the Lizard, which fails the firſt Levantor, 
hopes to ſee you in London, to give you a particular account of the ſuc- 
ceſs of your friend Healy, who wiſhed ſeveral times you were preſent, ſuch 
a number of people aſſembled together, and gaping upon one ſpot, put 

3. in mind of the mountain in labour: Dr. Monington was man-midwife, 
and many others had a finger in the pye; the delivery was not a mouſe, 
(according to the fable,) but 1500 paving ſtones, and by way of ſecundine, a 
RES 7 large tompion, which made no ſmall figure in the air. It may not be improper 
to remind you that the figure bf the mortar is a parabolic conoid, length of 
the axis 4 feet, and the diameter of the bore at the muzzle 36 Weirton and 
the ſolid content 14 cubical feet.

As this letter is not perhaps explicit enough to gentlemen who have neither 
been at Gibraltar, nor have heard of the conſtruction and utility of this 
mortaf, I ſhall endeavour to explain it a little further. | 

Tuis mortar is cut out of a rock, which Mr. Healy pitched upon, about 
200 yards higher than the level of the fea, and 400 yards horizontal diſtance 
from the line wall. 

| Hs began by forming a plain ſurface of 45 degrees elevation, then bored a 
_ - center hole or axis, 4 feet deep, and perpendicular to the ſaid furface, from 
that center deſcribed a circle three feet diameter; the rock being ſo hard that 


/ | 
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he could not excavate it by chi pping, was therefore obliged to bore holes all 
round the circle, each inclining to the centre, ſo that all thoſe holes run into 
one another, and into the center hole near its bottom. 

Tux cutting away the partitions betwixt the holes, a core of a conical figure 
become looſe and was extracted, which core, Captain Benttinck brought home 
in the Centaur; Healy's next care was to chip off that conoid, ſo as to form 

it into a true parabola, and then to poliſh it. 

As the nature of a parabola is ſuch, that either light or ſound ſent from its 
focus proceeds in parallel lines; ſo he concluded, that the impetus given to 
any charge by the exploſion of gunpowder, would be alſo parallel, doubtleſs 
it would be ſo, but as his mortar was loaded brimfull of ſtones, thoſe which 
lay cloſe to the tompion, being firſt impelled, muſt of courſe ſtrike thoſe be- 
fore them variouſly, by which means, like billiard balls, the foremoſt muſt 
purſue the direction in which they were ſttuck, whence their ſpreading to the 
right and left a good diſtance is obvious, and rather an advantage than other- 
wiſe, where a great body of men are ſuppoſed ta be marching, or a great 
number of boats are attempting to land troops, 

Tuis mortar has no other chamber but the bottom of the parabola, nor 
touch-hole, but the hollow reed and copper tube which convey the fire from 
the muzzle to the focus, down through the very centre of the ſtones and 
tompion ; by this contrivance the copper tube terminating in the focus and 
centre of the powder, the whole being inſtantly kindled, acts more forcibly 
than when lighted on one fide, as.in cannon, mortars, &c. 

Tu utility of this mortar in defence of any paſs is very evident, eſpecially 
| where it may be formed on a high ground not eaſily comeatable by an enemy, 
and the weight that each ſtone will fall with, renders this a very terrible ma- 
chine to invaders, and a very ſerviceable one to defenders ;- for by the ſame 
rule, that one of three feet diameter can throw about 1500 weight of ſtones, 
what would one of fix feet diameter do, and be eafier made than the former, 
becauſe labourers could go into the inſide to chip and poliſh it. 

Oxx objection to ſuch is, that it cannot be turned or traverſed as may be 
requiſite ; in anſwer thereto, it is only calculated for a paſs, and if taken by an 
enemy cannot be turned againſt its friends, which is too often the caſe of mor- 
tars and cannon. | 

Waen there are rocks of any kind at the entrance of harbours, &c. ſuch a 
mortar might be conſtructed at a cheap rate for the defence of our ſhips, &c. and 


where there are no rocks, I have invented an artificial battery of ſuch mortars, |

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that with great ſafety to the defenders, and peril to the offenders, might be put 
in practice at every acceſſable place on our coaſt, and the mortars traverſable as 
need required ; but as we are at preſent more attentive to domeſtic than foreign 
enemies, this is not the ſeaſon for guarding againſt the latter, therefore need- 
leſs to propoſe it. TK, f
